P R E F A C E. 

IF my abilities, as a writer, had been equal 
to the opportunities which have been af* 
forded me in the profecution of this work, die 
world would have received, in the following 
flieets, a complete hiftory of Glafgow: but 
while I thus publicly confefs my inability to 
execute this work, in fuch a manner as I could 
have wifhed to have done, it is with pleaAire, 
that I acknowledge the obligations which I lye 
under to feveral gentlemen of the magiftracy, 
who, in the mod obliging manner, fupplied 
me with a number of very neceflary and im- 
portant materials; to the gentlemen of the uni- 
verfity, who, with their accuftomed politenefs, 
gave me free accefs to their chartulary of ori- 
ginal papers, and to all the books and manu« 
fcripts in their valuable library; and to many 
others of my fellow*citizens, who chearfuUy 
furnifhed me with much ufeful information* 
I intreat all of them to be aflured of the grate- 
ful fenfe I entertain of the favours which they 
have done me. 

In compiling of this work I have proceeded 
i» the following manner* The lives of the 
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bifhops I have extrafted chiefly from Mr. 
Keith's catalogue of Scots bifliops, whofe ac- 
curacy, as far as I know, has never been cal- 
led in queftion. In the hiftory of the city,, I 
have endeavoured to fix the aeras^ and to a- 
(certain the caufes, from which the rife, pro- 
grefs, and prefent fliate of the city have flowed; 
and I have narrated fuch public tranfa£tions as 
the community has been engaged in. In the 
defcription of the prefent ftate of Glafgow, I 
have related things impartially as they are. In 
the account of commerce, I have made choice 
of the year 177 1^ as this was the laft year in 
which the exports were confiderable: The 
reader will obferve, by the imports and exports, 
that the greatefl: part of the trade of the inhabi- 
tants of Glafgow is with the people of Ame- 
rica; and it is almoft unneceflary for me to in- 
form him, that the unhappy difpute with A- 
merica began foon after this period of 177 1 ; fo 
that this was the only year I could fix upon to 
convey to him a proper idea of the foreign trade 
of Glafgow. In treating of the ipanufadlures, 
I have made choice of the year 1 77 1 alfo, in or- 
der that the reader might have it in his power 
to fee, at one view, both the commerce and ma- 
nufactures of the city of Glafgow; though I 
am Qonfcioiis, that, if I had made choice of the 
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manufadures of 1776, they would have ex- 
ceeded in value fhofe of 1771*. Perhaps no 
circumftance could haVe occurred more fortu- 
nate for the manufadhires of Glafgow, than 
the ftop which has, for fome time, been put to 
the confimerce with America. Prior to this e- 
vent, the chief aim of the manufa£hirers was 
to procure a fale of their commodities to this 
market; arid, as the returns for thefe were not 
made in lefs than eighteen months, the capi- 
tal neceflary to carry on any manufaduring 
branch of bufinefs, even to a tolerable extent^ 
was confiderable; by the fhutting of the Ame- 
rican market, neceflity has led them to make 
trial of others; and they now find that markets 
for their manufactures can be procured, which 
will make them returns in fix months; fo that 
three times the quantity of bufinefs may be 
done on the fame capital as formerly. 

The original papers, with the cotiftitution 
of the burgh, I have thrown into the appen- 
dix; as there are many of them in Latin, and 
I do not expedt that this work will be read by 
the learned, they ajre therefore tranflated, and 
the tranflations publifhed along with the ori-

C HA P. I. 

OF THE BISHOPS OF GLASGOW. 

THE origin of GlafgOw is generally at- 
tributed to Saint Kentigern, who is faid 
to have founded a 1i>ifhopric here in the year 
of our Lord 560 : but as we are much in the 
dark with refpedt to ancient affairs^ for want 
of authentic records, I fhall endeavour to en-^ 
quire what the people were who at this time 
inhabited the neighbourhood of Glafgow; and, 
thefe being once afcertained, we Ihall be bet- 
ter enabled to judge of the probj^bility that a 
biftiopric could be founded fo early as the 
year of our Lord 560.

^ We are certain, from the teftimony of the 
Roman hiftorians, that the fpot upon which 
Glafgow is built was included in the province 
of Valentia, ereded by Theodolius, A. D. 370; 
and that the Romans, though often harraffed 
by the frequent incurfions of the Caledoni- 
anSr did not entirely defert this province un- 
til the year 426, that they took their final 
leave of this iflaad. The inhabitants of this 
province were dcnomimxed ^Maeatacj or mid- 
land Britons, from their fituation between the 
fouthern wall, which was built by the Ro- 
mans in Northumberland, and extended from 
the eaft fea to the weft, and the northren wall, 
which was begun at a place called Peniial, on 
the frith of Forth on the eaft, and reached to 
Alcluyd, or Dunbriton, on the frith of Clyde, 
to the weft. 

As foon as the Romans had left the ifland,' 
the Caledonians crofted the Forth, and broke in 
upon the midland Britons, drove them away, 
and poflefled their country, on the eaftern fide, 
as far as the Northumbrian wijl. 

The Britons upon this fled, fome of them 
to the fouth for refuge; others of them came 
and joined their countrymen in the weft, where 
they founded a final 1 kingdom of their own, 
called Regmim Cambrenfe ox Cumbren/e^ extend*

ing, oa the weftcrn fide,* from Duabriton and 
the northern wall, to the fouthern wall in 
Northumberland: the chief feat of their go- 
vernment was called Alcluyd, Areclud, or 
Petra Cloithe; the fame that is tiow called, 
from them, Dunbriton : that fuch a kingdcni 
as this, of the Britons, certainly exifted, is evi- 
dent from the inquifition of David prince of 
Cumberland, which was made in 'the year 
II 16; [vide Appendix N*" I. J and we are far- 
ther informed, by hiftorians, that it was not 
overturned, till Egbert, king o£,the Bernician 
Saxons, and Ocngus kiiig of the :Pi£ls, took 
it from them on conditions, A. D, 756.* 

Two events, which happened about this time, 
contributed undoubtedly to the' prefervation of 
this kingdom of the Britons^ the arrival of 
the Saxons on the eaft eoaft, to the fouthward 
of Forth, under Ochta and Abifa, about the 
year 450, found full employment for the Ca- 
ledonians or Pids on that fide, and the Scots, 
from Ireland, under the condudt of Fprgus 
MacErch, in 503, having poffefled themfelyes 
of the weftern iflands and Argyle, and having 
penetrated as far as Braid Albin, took up their 
whole ftrength on the other fide; fo that the

Britons were left at liberty to piirfue the arts 
of peace: as they had lived for a confidcrablc 
fpace of time under the dominion of the 
Romans, it is evident, that they muft have 
been, by them, civilized, and that the doc- 
trines of Chriftianity muft not only have 
been taught among them, but even well un- 
derftood long before the aera in which the 
bifhopric of Glafgow was fouiided by Saint 
Kentigern; for we find, that Saint Patrick, 
who was born in the neighbourhood of Alf- 
cluyd, fet out in order to convert the Irifti, 
A, D. 49 1 ; and that Saint Columba, who con- 
verted the northern Pidts, and Saint Ninian, 
who was the apoftle to the fouthern ones, were 
Britons of the lUgnum Cambrenfe; that they 
undertook their mifiions about this time, and 
were cveji coatemporary with Saint Kenti* 
gern. 

Having thus endeavoured to afcertain the 
probability, th^t the people of the Regnum 
Cambrenfe were fo far civilized, and fo well ac- 
quainted with the do<arinep of Chriftianity, aa 
that a biftiopric might be ereded among them, 
the next inquiry is, who this Kentigern was in 
whofe favour this bifhopric was ereded ? And 
here, from the deficiency of ancient records, 
\yq are as much ia the dark as ever 5 I 
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therefore give, from Spottifwood, and others, 
what they relate concerning hina : They inform 
us, " that he was the Ion of Thametes, daugh- 
" ter of Loth, king of the Pidts ; but that it wis 
" never certainly known who was his father; 
" that his mother, endeavouring, in 516, to 
*^ fly into the country of the Britons, in order 
** to conceal her ftiame, was delivered of him 
" near Culros." That this ftory of his birth 
feems to have been univerfally believed, ap- 
pe^s from the ruins of a chapel which are 
ftill to be fecn on that , fpot : this chapel was 
dedicated to Saint Kentigern, and, though in 
the diocefe of Saint Andrews, was under the 
government and diredlion of the biflxop of 
Glafgow: " th^t the care of his education was 
•* entrufted to Servanus, biihop of Orkney; 
** that he gave very early tokens of extraordi- 
" nary' piety; for he was more frequent in 
•' prayer than young people generally are, of 
** a fpare diet, and (o compaflionate to the 
'^ poor, that he gave them all that came into 
^* his hands; that his mailer, Servanus, loving 
^^ him beyond others, w^s wont to call him 
^* Mangah^ which, in the Norwegian language, 
f^ fignifies dear friend; that, upon the death 
f* of Servanus, he went to the country of 
H Wales, wjiere, living 2^ folitary life, be found- 
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" cd a monaftery, between the rivers Elwidfe 
" and Edway; and that, after having lived 
" there a few years, he refigned his place to 
*' Afaph, a godly and virtuous man, and re- 
" turning to Scotland, made his abode at Glaf- 
" gow, where he laid the foundation of a ftate- 
'' ly church, and was therein, at his death, in- 
** terred : they alfo fay, that It was affirmed of 
*' Saint Kentigern, that, after lie came to the 
" yeirs of underftanding, he never eat flefti, 
" nor tailed wine or ftrong drink; that he 
*' fleeped on the ground, having a ftone for 
*' his pillow, and that he fafted frequently for 
" three days together, wearing goat-fkins, with 
*' fackcloth next him." 

The above is all that I have been able to 
colle£t, refpedting the birth, education, and 
tranfadions of Saint Kentigern; and the read- 
er may give what degree of credit he thinks 
proper to the relation. It appears certain, that 
fuch a perfon as Kentigern exifted during the 
end of the fixth and the beginning of the fe- 
venth century; and that he came and built him- 
felf a hut upon the fpot where the cathedral, o)r 
high kirk, now ftands, is very probable : it is 
alfo confiftent with probability, .that the inno^ 
cency of his life, and the aufterity of his man- 
ners, but abo^ie all the miracles which he ei- 
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ther wrought, or which it was believed he^ 
wrought, would foon gain him a reputation 
among the people in his neighbourhood: the 
diftance between Alcluyd and Glafgow is not 
great, the fame of his miracles would foon 
reach the car of the prince, and he, like his 
fubjedls, giving faith to thefe miracles of the 
holy man, we may fuppofe, made him biftiop 
of Glafgow, and endowed his church with the 
many lands which we find, by the inquifition 
of David, prince of Cumberland, had former-' 
ly belonged to it. 

Hiftory has not informed us of the name of 
this prince, who founded and endowed the 
biftiopric of Glafgow, in favour of Saint Ken- 
tigern; by an abftradh from the life of Kenti- 
gern, (contained in Mr. Innes's Critical Eflay 
on the ancient inhabitants of Scotland) which 
Was written in the twelfth century, we learn, 
that being ill ufed^by Marken, or Marcus, 
one of the kings of the Britons, he retired in- 
to Wales, but that he afterwards returned back 
to Glafgow, being invited by the pious king 
Rederic, or 'Roderic, one of Marken's fuccef- 
fors. 

He poffefled the fee of Glafgow until the 
year 601, that he died upon the 13th of Janu- 
ary, and was buried in the church of Glafgow, 
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^herc his monument is ftill to be fecn: wc 
find him marked among the Saints in the Ro- 
man Calendar, 13th of January, 578. 

Baldrede and Conwall were his difciples: 
Baldrede fucceeded him in the bifliopric, and 
founded a religious houfe at Inchinnan : Gon- 
wall was his archdeacon, and went into Lothi- 
an to preach to the Saxons : we find them both 
ranked as Saints, Baldrede on the 6th of 
March, 608, and Conwall on the 1 8 th of May, 

By all the refearches which I have made, I 
have never been able to learn who fucceeded to 
Baldrede; it is probable, that, foon after his 
time, the frequent wars made mention of [in 
Appendix^ N° L] began, and that the fee of 
Glafgow was alternately a prey to the Pi£ts, 
Sc6ts, Saxons, Britons, and Danes; and that 
the mixture of fo many nations, differing m 
their language ^nd manners, with their daily 
wars one againft another, reduced them to that 
ftate of barbarity, which we find them living 
in at the time that David, prince of Cumber- 
land, refounded-tliis fee, A. D. 11 15 : from this 
time to the Reformation, the records of the 
biftxopric are tolerably compleat, and from 
them we learn, that prince David appointed 
his chaplain, John, commonly called Achaius, 
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to be bifhop of the fee : this John was a per- 
Ibn of good learning, and great probity, who 
had travelled both into France and Italy, for 
his improvement, and had been honoured with 
th€ charge of the education of prince David. 

When the bifhop underftood the barbarity 
of the people over whom he was appointed, he 
refolved to make a journey to Jerufalem, but 
being, contrary to his inclination, confecrated 
by pope Pafchal the fecond, he entered chcar- 
fuUy upon the duties of his oflSce. 

When prince David came to the crown, by. 
the name of David the firft, he beftowed many 
donations both on the fee and bifhop of Glaf- 
gow, and likewife appointed the bifhcjy^ chan-. 
cellor of the kingdom ; but a fecular employ- 
ment not fuiting the temper of the good man, 
he refigned that honourable oflSce, and gave 
himfelf entirely to the duties of his, ecclefiafHc 
function. 

He rebuilt and adorned a part of the cathe- 
dral church, which he folemnly confecrated 
upon the 9th of July, 1 136, at which folem- 
nity the king was prefent, and gave to this 
church the lands of Perdeyc, now Partick. 

This prelate divided the diocefe into the two 
archdeaconries of Glafgow and Teviotdale, 
and eflablifhed the offices of dean, fubdean,

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chancellor, treafurer, facrift, chantor, and fuc- 
cenfor, and fettled a prebendary upon each of 
them, out of the donatives he had received 
from the king. . 

He died the 28th of May, 1 147, and was 
buried at Jedburgh : He wrote two book, viz. 
de SaJitudints tlncomio^ and de Amicitia Spirit 
tualu 

1 147. Herbert, formerly abbot of Kelfo, 
and chancellor of the kingdom, was confc- 
crated bifliop here, on Saint Bartholomew's 
day, the fame year, 1147, by Pope Eu- 
genius the third: in 11 50, he beftowed the 
church of Govan upon his chaplain. Help, 
and ereSed it into a prebendary: in his 
time, fentence was given againft Roger, 
bifhop of York, and the church of Scotland 
declared to be exempt from all jurifdi£tion ex- 
cept that of the fee of R<^e. 

During Herbert's pol^lion of this fee, we 
have a convincing proof that a part of the an- 
cient Welfli inhabitants ftillfubfiftedfomewhere 
within the diocefe of Glafgow ; there is, in the 
chartulary of the bifhopric of Glafgow, a char- 
ter of king Malcolm the fourth, addreffed to 
the inhabitants of the diocefe of Glafgow, con- 
cerning the payment of their tithes, in which, 
fromr the number of different people there 
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made mention of) as pariihioners of the church 
of Saint Kcntigern, we have reafon to believe 
that all thefe people, of fo many different na- 
tions, at that time fpoke, their own language^ 
and were diftindt from one another, though 
united ^under the fame goverment. For this 
charter ^ide Appendix^ N® II, 

1 164. Ingelram Newbigging, brother, to 
Elias laird of Dunfyre, in the fhire of La- 
nerk, fucceeded to Herbert : He had been rec- 
tor of Peebles, and, of confequence, arch- 
deacon of the church of Glafgow; while in 
this ftation, he was made chancellor of the 
kingdom^ by king David, in 1151, andcon^ 
tinued in the fame office by king Malcolm. 

Roger, archbilhop of York, having, in the 
year 1 159, revived his claim of fuperiority o- 
ver the church in Scotland, and having called 
a provincial council to meet.at Norham, in 
Northumberland, Aither did Ingelram the 
archdeacon repair, and both there, and after- 
wards at Rome, defended fo ftrenuoufly the 
caufe of the Scottifh church, that he was im- 
mediately, upon the death of Herbert, elefted 
bifhop of Glafgow, and confecrated by pope 
Alexander the third, on St. Simon and St 
Jude's day, the very fame year his predeceffbr 
had died, in fpite of the oppofition that wa« 
B 2 
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made by the agent of the bifhop of York; he 
died on the 2d of February, 1 174. He was au- 
thor of three books, ly?, Epijiolac ad diverfos. 
2dj In E'uangelia Dominicalia. ^d. Rationcs 
Regnt adminijlrandu 

We have a proof, that, in Ingelram^s time, 
the ancient Welfh names of the lands belongs 
ing to the church of Glafgow were beginning 
to be changed : The biftiop feus out to Rich- 
ard de Morevill the lands of Gillmorriftori, 
(qtiae olim ^ocabatur Pentiacob^) which of old 
were called Pentiacob, 

, 1 174. Joceliae, abbot of Melrofe, was e*- 
le£ked ihe fame year that Ingelram died, viz. 
1 174, and was confecrated by Efkilus, arch^ 
biflxop of Lunden in Denmark, the pope's 
legate for that kingdom, on the jft day of 
June, 1 175. ^ 

This biftiop rebuilt the cathedral, or rather 
made an addition to the ihurch that was built 
by John Achaius, and dedicated it the 9th of 
July, 1 197 : he gives to the monks of Melrofe 
the church of Haftendean in pur? and perper 
tual alms; and. to the abbey of Paifley, the 
churches of Mairns, Katkert, Ruglen, &c, 
He app^^rs to have had the intereft of the 
f own of Glafgow much at heart ; for he pro- 
fufed? frqpi king \VjlUan>, a chs^rter er^d^ing 
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it into a royal burgh, and a charter for a fair 
to be held annually at Glafgow for eight days. 
He died at Melrofe i6th of April, 1 199. 

The law refpeding patronage feems to 
have been much the fame in the time of Jocelia 
as it is at prefent; there is in the chartulary, a 
hull from thq pope, addrefled to Jocelinc, 
commanding him to prefent to vacant churches, 
if the patrons negledled to do it within three 
months: for this bull n}tde Appendix. N^ III. 

1 199. Hugo de Roxburgh was promoted 
to this fee : He was reftor of Tullibody in Qack- - 
mannan, and clerk to Nicolaus the chancellor 
of Scotland, who died in 1 17 1 ; he was after- 
wards one of the Clerici Regis^ and archdeacon 
of Saint Andrews. In the year 1 189 he was 
made chancellor, and preferred to this fee ten 
years thereafter; but before he had fat a few 
month3, he died upon the 6th of July, 1 199. 

I200* William Malvicine, alias Malvoifia, 
is by fome, faid to have been a Frenchman; 
by others, that he only v^ent and fludied in 
France, from whence he returned and took or^ 
ders: He was foon after made archdeacon .of 
Saint Andrews, and one of the Clerici Regis -^ 
he was preferred to be chancellor of the king- 
dom, and had the great feal delivered to him 
the 6th of September, 11 99? H? was cou- 
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fecrated bifliop of this fee in the year 1200, 
but before he had fat two full years here> he 
was tranflated to Saint Andrews : He brought 
feveral feds olF friars out of France, and fettled 
them in Scotland. 

1202. Floreritius, a fon of the carl of 
Holland, and, by the mother, a relation of 
the king of Scotland, had applied himfelf to 
the fervice of the church, and was preferred, 
by king William, to be lord chancellor of 
this kingdom, in the year 1200; and upon 
■ bifhop Malvicine's tranflation to the fee of 
Saint Andrews, he was eledled bifhop of Glaf- 
gow; immediately thereafter, he, by the ad- 
vice and with the confent of the chapter of 
Glafgow, and the clergy of the diocefe, con- 
firms, to the clergy and church of the holy 
Mary of Melrofe, the church of Haflendean ; 
and moreover obliges himfelf, that he fhall ra- 
tify and confirm it anew, as foon as he fhall be 
confecrated; but whatever impediment might 
have delayed his confecration, it is certain, that 
while he was only ele£t of the fee, in the year 
1207$ he, with the pope's allowance, refigned 
his epifcopal fundtioh, and fome fpace thereaf- 
ter went to Rome, where he died. 

1208. Walter, chaplain to King William, 
vras eledted into this fee in 1207, the fame 
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year in which the former eleft had died, and 
was confecrated at Glafgow the 2d of No- 
vember, i2o8- It appears by the chartulary 
of Glafgow, that Waher fucceeded to Flor- 
ence, and that Florence had never been con- 
fecrated. 

This bifhop was fent to treat about peace 
with John, Igjig of England, and went to a 
general council at Rome, in the year 12 15, to- 
gether with Brice, bifliop of Moray, and 
Adam, bifhop of Caithnefs, and returned the 
third year after: He is witnefs to a charter of 
Walter 11. Steward of Scotland, granting, to 
the monks of Paifley, free liberty to cleft a 
prior and abbot to themfelves, about the year 
1220. He died in the year 1232. 

1233* William dc Bondington, of an an- 
cient family in the fhire of Berwick, was 
reftor of Edelftone, a prebend of Glafgow, 
one of the Ckrki Canceilariiy and afterwards 
archdeacon of St. Andrews, within the bounds 
of Lothian, and a privy counfellor , to king 
Alexander the fecond, who advanced him, 
in the year 123 1, to the chancellor's office; 
and the next year he was eleded bifhop of 
Glafgow ind confecrated, in the cathedral 
church, by Andrew bifhop of Moray, on the 
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Sanday after the nativity of the bleffed Mary, 
A. D. 1233. v.^ 

In the year 1240, pope CJfcgory the ninth 
having called a genei*al council upon pretext of 
relief to the holy land, an^hljic emperor, Jf rede- 
rick the fccond, who was on ill terms with th6 
pope, apprehending the defign tp t>e againft 
himfelf, caufed Hop feveral prelala, and bifhop 
Bpndington among the reft, in meir way thro' 
Germany towards Rome; but difinifled them 
upon their promife being given that they were 
not to proceed in their joij^i^ey, 

It>would appear that he vCOjitiaued in the 
chancellor's office till the death of king Alex- 
ander the fecond. 

This biflipp made fome additions to the ca-'*--- 
thedral out of his own liberality; and, in the 
laft year of his life, he introduced? into his di-* 
ocefe the ufe of the liturgical form of. the 
church of Sarum or Salifbury in England. He 
died November loth, 1258, and on the rsth 
was interred in the abbey-church of Melrofe, 
near the high altar. 

i26oi John de Cheyam, an Englifhman, 
archdeacon of Bath, and chaplain to pope, 
Alexander the fourth, was, by that pope, 
confecrated the next biftiop to this fee, m the 
year 1260, through the plenitude of his apo- 
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Iblic p6wer, as he himfelf relates, after he 
had aniiulle4^ the population which had paf- 
fed in favour of Nicholas Moffet, archdeacon 
of Tevidtldale, to be confec^ted bifhop here: 
The occafion of which condu£k of the pope is 
faid to have been this; Mr. Moffet having 
gone to Rome for confecration, the pope, upon 
his refufing to a4:eiajice him money, arid by 
the intrigues of Robert, eled of Dunblane, . 
who hoped to get into the fee of Glafgow, 
would not confecrate him, but promoted John 
de Cheyaqi to this fee. 

The pope it feems Was fenfible how difa- 
greeable this ftep would prove to our king, 
and*therefore took care to folicit the king of 
England to employ his intereft with the king 
o^ Scotlasd, (for he was father«*in-law to our 
king) that he might gracioufly receive Gheyam, 
and grant his temporalities to be punctually paid 
to him : it appears alfo, that the king of Scot- 
land was by no means fatisfied ; for upon Chey 
am's coming |§to this kingdom, he became ve- 
ry difagreeable lioth to the king and to his own 
clergy, fo that he made choice to live in fo- 
reign parts, and at the court of Rome; at l^ 
he died in France, in the year 1268. 

1 268, Nicholiaus de Moffet, archdeacon 
«f Teviotdale, above-mentioned, was again

eleded bifhop, immediately upon tliQ death 
of bifliop Cheyam> in 1268: He continued 
eled of this fee above two years, and died, 
in 1270, of an a poplexy, at Tinnihgham in 
Eaft Lothian, without ever being confecrated, 
which was owing to the ftrong oppoiition 
made againft him by fome of his own canons, 
fpirited up by others of the clergy. 

1270, William Wifeheart, archdeacon of 
St. Andrews, and lord high chancellor, was 
eleiled into this fee in the year 1270, after 
the death of bifhop MofFet; but^ .l)efbre his 
confccration, he was likewife elefted into the 
fee of St* Andrews, then vacant by the death 
of bifliop Gameline: He enjoyed the fee of 
St, Andrews for nine years, and died, with 
the reputation of being a truly good and virtu-* 
ous man, 

1272. Robert Wifeheart, archdeacon of 
St. Andrews in X/)thiap, and nephew or qpu- 
fin.to the preceeding William Wifeheart^ .was; 
next elected, and coAfecrated bii^op of this fee. 
4t Aberdeen, by the bifliops of Aberdeen, Mo- 
ray, and Dunblane. ^ 

This worthy patriot was appointed one of 
the lords of the regency, upon the death of 
king Alexander the third, in 1286, which office 
he difchairged with great reputation and inte-. 
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grity* When the conteft between Bruce and 
Baliol happened; and king Edward, as umpire, 
had ordered the competitors to meet him at 
Norham, bifliop Wifeheart alfo attended; and 
the king of England, after making a long and 
premeditated fpeech, in which he told the pre- 
lates and nobles prefent, that although he might 
juftly claim the fuperiority of the kingdom of 
Scotland, as belonging to him by right, yet, as 
a friend and arbiter, eleded by themfelves, he 
would labour to compofe the prefent cohtro- 
verfy in the beft manner he could; for the 
right, faid he, although there are different pre- 
tenders, beldngeth only to one, and, fdr my- 
felf, I determine to wrong no mani but to dd 
that which is juft, affuting myfelf you will all 
acquiefce, and take him for king who fhall be 
pronounced fo to be. 

The king having finiflied, Robert bifliop of 
Glalgow arofe, and gave him hearty thanks, in 
the name of the reft, for the good afFedion he 
' bore to their country, and the pains he had ta- 
ken to come and remove ^their debates; affur-^ 
ing him, at the fame time, that it wj^s from the 
good opinion they entertained*of^his wifdom 
and equity, that they had fubmitted to him, as 
fole arbiter, the judgment and decifion of this 
weightyi affair; but where it had pleafed him 
C 2 
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to fpeak of a right of fuperiority over the king- 
dpm, it was fufficiently known that Scotland9 , 
from the foundation of the ftate, had been a free 
and independent^ kingdom^ and not fubjed to 
any other power whatfoever : That their ancef^ 
tors had valiantly defended themfelves againft 
the Romans, Pidts, BritonSs Saxons, and 
Danes, and all others who fought to ufurp up-^ 
on th^m; and although, faid he, th^ prefent 
occafipn hath bred fome diftra£tion in mens 
minds, all true-hearted Scotfmen will ftand for 
the liberty of their country to their deaths; for 
they efteen^ their liberty to be more precious 
than their lives, and in that quarrel will neither 
feparate nor divide; but as he had profefTed, as 
a friend, and as an arbiter eleftcd by them- 
felves, to judge of and decide the prefent con- 
troverfy, they were therefore all, in moft hum- 
ble manner, to intreat him^that he would pro- 
ceed to determine the queftion, which they and 
their pofterity fhpuld remwiber with their beit 
afFedions and fervices. 

When afterwards the war broke out, by rear 
fpn of the encroachments made by king Edr 
ward upon the honoiir and independency of 
Scotland, no man more vigoroufly withftoo4 
the tyranny than this prelate; for which he 
^5^8 thrown into pr^on by king Edward, wUq 
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wrote to the pope to have him deprived of 
his bifhopriC) on account of his being hisr 
enemy; and had it not been out of fear of the 
pope, it is not to be doubted but that the bi« 
(hop, being the king's prifoner, wou}d have 
been put to death, as were many of the Scottifli 
nobility. 

After the battle of Bannockburn, he was 
exchanged for another perfon of quality, in 
1314. This excellent prelate, having had the 
happinefs to fee king Robert Bruce fully feat- 
ed on the throne, to which he had not a little 
contributed, died in the month of November, 
1316. 

1317. Stephen de Dundemore was chan* 
cellor of the church of Glafgow, and was 
elected bifhop in 13 17; but being an ene- 
my to the Englifli intereft, king £dwar<| 
the'fecdnd wrote to the pope, defiring that 
he would not admit Stephanus de Dundee 
more, who was ele£t of this church, to tl^e 
bifhc^ric; and indeed it appears that he n6- 
v^er was confecrated, having died on his way 
to Rome. 

1 3 19. John Wifeheart came into this fee 
in the year 1319; he had been formerly 
archdeacon of this lame church. This pre- 
late was alfo an enemy to the Englifh intereft 
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in this country : there is an order by king £d^ 
ward, after he had fialkn into this monarch'^ 
hands, while he vas yet archdeacon, to convey 
John Wifeheait) quondam archidiacotium Glaf* 
gueru then a prifoner in the caftle of Cgne- 
weye, to the city of Chefter, and from thence 
to the Tower of London, 6th of April, i3io» 
It is very probable, that he has been re leafed 
after the battle of Bannockburn, when bifhop 
Robert Wifeheart and others were exchanged 
for Englifli prifoncrs. 

In the year 1322, John, by the grace of 
God bifhop of Glafgow, with the unanimous 
confent of] his chapter, gives to the church of 
the holy crofs, Edinburgh, and to the canons 
thereof, the church of Dalgarnock, 21ft of 
March, 1322: He died in the year 1325. 

1325. John Lind&y was the following 
biihop of this fee; he is witnefs, in the year 
1 326, to a charter granted by king Robert the 
firft, to the monks of Melrofe, dated March 
2 2d, the twentieth year of the king; in which 
charter he is exprefsly defigned John Lind- 
fay, bifhop of Glafgow. 

When Edward Baliol had fet himfelf up to 
be king, this bifhop entered into his mcafures, 
and he, together with the bifhops of Aberdeen 
and Dunkeld, is witnefs to a grant made by 
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king Edward B^iol, to £dw5wd kiag^ of Eng^ 
l^ndsof datethe 12th of ycliruary> 1334^ 

This prdate, in i335>retiiriMiig from FkiH 
ders to Scotland, with two flup6, aboard of 
which were. two hundred and fifty Scots, was 
attacked at fca by a fuperior fleet of Englifli, 
comjuanded by the earls of Sarum and^ Hun<- 
tington; the Scots vcffels, being overpowered 
by numbers, were taken after an obftinate en^ 
gagement, in which many of both fides were 
killed ; and the biihop, being mortally wound- 
ed in the head, immediately expired^/ 

1335,. William, whole fumame, (accjord- 
ing to the document pubhfhed by the Scots 
college at Paris) was Rae : They call hinx Wilt 
liam the fourth, and fay that he came into this 
fee in 1335, and tibat he died in j 367. 

iFrom feveral records it is, evident, that he 
fucceeded to John Iindi&y> whom he particu-i 
krly defigns his predeceflbr. There are feveral 
original writs in this, biflibp's name, lying a-- 
mong the archives of the fee pf Glafgow, pre- 
ferved in the Scots college, and in the naonafte-. 
ry of the Carthufians; particularly two au- 
thentic acquittances, for the contribution of 
the diocefe of Glafgow to the pope, in the, 
years x 340 and 1341. 

It was by order of this bifliop, as being the 
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pope's delegate, that Robert, lord high iktvafd 
of Scotland, atid'eafl of Stratherne, (after* 
wards king of Scotland) by the name of Robert 
the fecond) did crtSt and endow a chaplainry 
in the church of Glafgow, upon account of 
a difpenfation, by the apoftolic fee, for con- 
trading of marriage between the faid lord high 
Steward and Elizabeth More, notwithftanding 
the impediment of confanguinity and affinity 
between them. 

This biihop built the done bridge over 
Clyde at Olafgpw. > 

1568. Walter Wardlaw^ of the family of 
Torie in Fife, was a canon of Aberdeen in 
1362 ; he was afterwards preferred to be arch- 
deacon of Lothian, andfecretary to king Da- 
vid the fecond, and was confecrated bifhop of 
Glafgow in 1368; he was, this fame year, no- 
minated one of the ambafladors to England. 

As he was in a high degree of favour with 
king David, fo he was no lefs the favourite of 
the fucceeding moxiarch Robert, after whofe 
acceffion to the crown, he was, with Dou- 
glas lord of Galloway, fent to France, in order 
to renew thfe ancient league between the two 
crowns; while employed in this negotiation, 
he fo much acquired the favour of the French 
court, that, at the defire of the king of France, 
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he wa8 created a cardinal by pope Qement the 
feventh, in the year 1381 ; he died in 1387. 

1 3 87. Matthew Glendoning, fon to Glen- 
doning of that ilk in Efkdale, was firft one 
of the canons of Glafgow, and fucceeded into 
the fee immediately upon the death of biihop 
Wardlaw: he died in the year 1408. 

In his time the great fpire of the church) 
which had been only built of timber, was burn- 
ed by lightening; in place whereof he intend-* 
ed to have built one of f)x)ne» for which he had 
made great preparation, but was prevented by 
death. 

1408. William Lauder, fon to Sir Allan 
Lauder of Hatton, in. the fhire of Mid-Lothi«- 
an, was firft archdeacon of Lothian: when 
the fee of Glafgow became vacant, in' 1408, 
he was preferred merely by the provifion of 
pope Benedid the thirteenth, who fet up for 
pope at Avignon, in oppofitipn to Gregory 
the twelfth at Rome, and not by the ele&ioo 
of the chapter. 

Murdo, duke of Albany, regent of the king- 
dom, made him lord chancellor in 142 3»- in 
the room of the bifhop of Aberdeen; and the 
fame year, upon the ninth of Auguft, he was 
nominated firft commiflioner, for treating a- 
bout the redemption of king James the firft, 

D t 
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which was at laft efFedtuated the next year, 

1424. 

This bifliop laid the fouadation of the veftry "^ 
of the cathedral church, and built the gveat 
tower of llone as far as the firft battlement : 
he died 14th of June, 1425. 

1426. John Cameron, of the family of 
liOchiel, was firft official of Lothian in the 
year 1422; he became afterwards confeflbr 
and fecretary to the earl of Douglas, who pre* 
Tented him to the re£tory of Cambuflang; he 
was made provoft of lincluden, and fecretary 
to the king in 1424; keeper of the great fedi 
in 1425; and bifhop of Glafgow in 14^6. 

In the year 1429, he ereded fix churches 
within his diocefe into prebendaries, by conient 
and. at the deiire of their refpedlive patrons, 
viz. Cambuflang, at the defire of Archibald 
•earl of Douglas ; Kiikmaho, at the defire of 
John Forft dc Cafiorfync, and Maria Steward 
de Dalfwyntonne, hi^ wife; the other four 
were Torbolton, Eglifham, Lufs, and Killearn. 

I find by the chartulary of Glafgow, that in 
Ms time the office of the dean was to corred: 
the manners of the other churchmen, and to 
aflign them their prpper ftalls and places in 
the church; die chantor was to regulate the 
facred mufic, to have the choice of the fioging 
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boys, &c« the chancellor had the goTcmment 
of the fchools, the care of the books of the ca- 
' thcdraU and the keeping of the feal : to the 
, treafurer was committed the care of the orna- 
ments and trcafures of the church, the wax 
and the lights; he was to provide bread, 
wine, water, and candles, for the different aK 
tars, and fo on: The bifhop alfo fixed particu- 
lar offices to particular churches, fuch as the 
redor of Gimbuflang, to be perpetual chan- 
cellor of the chyrch of Glafgow; the redor 
of Carnwath to be treafurer; the reftor of 
Kilbride to be chantor, &c* 

In the year 1433 Ibifh5p Qimeron wascho- 
fen one of the delegates from the chui^ch of 
Scotland to the council of Bafil ; and accord- 
ingly he fet out with a fafe«K:ondud: from the 
king of England, and with a retinue of no lefs 
than thirty perfons; and as thq truce with 
England was near to a clofe on the 30th of No-p 
vember 1437, ^^* Rymer has publifhed ano^ 
ther fafe-condu£t for ambaffadors from Scot-- 
land to come into England about prorogation 
of the peace, and the firft of thefe that is 
named, is John bifliop of Glafgow, 

After his removal from the chancellor's of- 
fice, he began to build the great tower at the 
cpifcopal palace, and laid out a great deal of 
D 2 
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money in carrying on the building of the ves- 
try; notwithftanding of which, he is repre* 
fented by our hiftorians, to have been a very 
worldly kind of a man, and a great opprefibr, 
efpccially of his vaffals within the bifhoprics 
We are informed that he made a very fearful 
exit, at his country feat of Lochwood, about 
fix miles to the north-eaft of Glafgow, upon 
Chriftmas eve in the year I446« 

1446. James Bruce, fon of Sir Robert 
Bruce of Clackmannan, was the next bifihop of 
this fee: his firft office in the church waa rec^ 
tor of Kilmenie in Fife, about the year 1438; 
he was confecrated bifhopof Dunkeld, at Dun* 
fermline, the 4th of February, 1441 : In the 
year 1444 he became lord chancellor of Scot* 
land ; and as he had been greatly infulted in his 
bifhopric of Dunkeld, by one Robert Reoch 
Macdonachy , he is laid to have been weary of 
that fee, for which reafon he made intereft, up- 
on the death of bifhop Cameron, to procure the 
fee of Glafgow, and was accordingly tranflated 
hither; but before the neceffary forms were 
difpatched, he died on the 4th of Oftober, 

?447- 

1447. William TurnbuU, a fon of the far 

mily of Bedrule in the {hire of Roxburgh, was* 
^rft a prebend c>f Glafgowj ^^d afterwards 
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dodor of laws and archd«conof St. Andrews, 
within the bounds of Lothian, a privy counfel- 
lor, and keeper of the privy fcal: he obtained 
from king James the fecond, a charter, erej^ng 
the town, and the patrimony of the bifhops, 
into a regality, in 1450 ; he alfo procured a bull, 
from pope Nicholas the fifth, for ereding an u- 
niverfity !^ithin the city of Glafgow ; and he en- 
dowed the fame, and beftowed many privileges 
upon it; after the compleat fettlement of which , 
nobk monument of his care for the cultivation 
of learning, he took a journey td Rome, where 
be died on the 3d of September, 1454, leaving 
behind him a moft excellent character. 

There appears to have been a jubilee in the 
church of Glafgow, in the time of bifhop 
Turnbull; for he iflues a precept to the dean, 
chantor, and chancellor, to deliver to Mn Si- 
mon Dalgleilh his official, the money which 
bad been offered to the relics in the time of the 
jubilee. Vide Jppendix N^ lY. 

1 45 5^ Andrew Muirhead, a fon of the fa- 
mily of Lachop in the (hire of Lanerk, a man 
noted for learning and piety, was firft redtor 
of Cadzow, (pow Hamilton) and then was pre- 
ferred unto this fee. 

Upon the d^ath of king James the fecond, in 
1460, this bifliop was named one of the lords 
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[ of the regency^ during the young king^s non- 

■^ agp: He was one of the commiffioncrs who 

V went to England in the year 14621 in order to 

* negotiate a truce between the two nations, 

I which was accordingly efFeduated at the city 

^ of Yoxkf the 1 9th of December, the fame year. 

Again, in the year 1468, this bifhop, with 
ibme others, was fent into Denmark, to treat 
about a marriage between our king and a 
daughter of that crown, which commiflion had 
► likewife a good efFeft; and in the year 1472 

he went with others in commiflion, to cultivate 
a farther prorogation of the truce with the 
kingdom of England, which they alfo fettled. 
i This biihop founded the vicars of the choir, 

\ a fettlemait which had not been in the church 

f before; he aUb adorned and beautified the ca- 

^ thedral; and in the year 147 1 he founded, 

. near his epifcopal palace,- an hofpital, which 

[ he dedicated to the honour of St. Nicholas, 

r upon the front of which his arms are fiill to be 

u feen: this hofpital had endowments for twelve 

r old men, and a prieft to perform divine fervice, 

i at the hours of canonical devotion: he died 

' upon the 20th of November, 1473. 

j 1474* John Laing, of the family of Red- 

houfe in the fhire of Edinburgh, was firft redor 
of Tannaciice in the fliire of Angus, and vicar 
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of Linlithgow; he was next preferred to the 
office of high treafurer in the year 1465; 
which office he held till the year 1468, at 
which time he was made lord regifter; and a^ 
bout this period, he alfo enjoyed the redories 
of Suthet and Newlands. In the year 14.71 
he wa$ replaced in the treafury, which high 
office he kept till the year 1474, when he was, 
by the king's fpecial recommendation, promot* 
ed to the cpifix>pal fee of Glafgow: His ?ic- 
couats as treafurer are taken off his hands the 
2d <^ December, 1474; for the entertainment 
of the curious, I have inferted a copy of thefe 
accounts in the appendix, [vide N^ V.] from 
Mr. Borthwick's ingenious remarks on Britifh 
antiqwties. 

In the year 1473, this biffiop (hewed him* 
£df fe good an inftrument in reconciling the 
king and his brother the duke of Albany; and 
the king, it feems, was fo well pleafed with, 
and mindful of that piece of fer vice, that, when 
the office of lord high chancellor came to be va* 
cant, be promoted him to kin the end of the. 
year 1482; but before he had enjoyed that of- 
fice full fix months, he died on the nth of 
January, 1483. 

148 3. G^prge Carmichael, a fon of the fa- 
mily of Carmichael in the fhire of Larierk, 
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was elcftcd bifliop of Glafgow, being then 
treafurer of this fee, as redtor of Carnwath; 
but he died before his confecration, in the year 

1483- 

1484. Robert Blacader, the fon of Sir Patrick 
Blacader of TuUieallan, was firft a prebendary 
of Glafgow, and re£kor of Cardros ; he was af- 
terwards bifliop of Aberdeen, and from that 
fee was tranflated to the bifliopric of Glafgow# 
This gentlemanhad fo much favour at Rome» 
that he obtained from the pope, the f$e of 
Glafgow to be eredked into an archbifliopric. 
The Scots feem to hav€ been violent enemies 
to the very name of an archbifliop : Patrick 
Graham, the firft archbifliop of St. Andrews, 
was fo much calumniated and perfecuted for 
accepting of that title by both clergy and laity/ 
that he ended his days in a prifon, although 
he was univerfally acknowledged to have been 
a man in virtue and learning inferior to none 
of his time. Bifliop Blacader, though more 
fortunate than bifliop Graham, yet met with 
much oppofition in his archbifliopric, particu- 
larly from Shevez, archbifliop of St. Andrews, 
and from the clergy of his own diocefe. 

He was frequently employed in the public 
tranfadions with the Englifli, And particularly 
in the year 1505, he, together with the earl of 
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Bothwd, and Andrew Forman, prior of Pit- 
tenweem, did negotiate the marriage between 
king James the fourth, and Margaret, elldeft 
daughter of Henry the feventh of England, 
which has proved the foundation of the union 
jof thefe two kingdoms. During the time of 
archbifhop Blacader, feveral people of Kyle 
and Cunningham, in the fhife of Air, having 
obtained fome faint ideas of the doctrines of 
the reformation, they began to publifli themj 
upon which he cited about thirty of them be^ 
fore the council, the chief of whom were 
George Campbell of Cefihock, Adam Read of 
Barfkimming, and John Campbell of New 
Milns; thefe people appeared with fuch con- 
fidence in defence of their do£trines, that it 
was thought fafeft to difmifs them, with an ad- 
monition to take heed of new dodlrines, and 
to content themfelves with the faith of the 
church. 

This biflipp founded feveral alterages in the 
cathedral churcH; he alfo began the great aile 
to the fouthj and carried it up the height in 
which it now flands : He died while on a jour- 
ney to the holy landj upon the 28th of July, 
,1508. 

1 508. James Beaton, fon of John Beaton 
of JBalfbur in Fife, was fir ft provoft of the col- 
^E t 
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kgiate Chjiirch <^ Bolhwel^ th6tt ptiot of 
Whitehtf D) abbot of fcumfer mline ih i ^64, and: 
treafurer of the kingdom in i ^'q^% In the year 
1508 he became eled of Galloway, but before 
he had fat one year in that kcs he Wa^ traiilQated 
to Glafgow, at which time he refigned the of* 
fice of lord treafurer. In the year 15 15, tbid 
biihop was made 4ord chancellor, and as he wa» 
in great favour with John duke of Albany, rea- 
gent of the kingdom, he poffeffed likewife the 
abidfes of Arbroath and Kilwintting in com-^ 
mendaitit 

Whan die governor went •ove* into Fratice, 
in 1517^ thfe archbiftxdp of GlafgdW t^ia^ made 
one of the lords of the regency j but difeords 
arifing among them, they ^all thought it edttve- 
nient to devolve the whole power on the earl 
of Arf an, who fum moned a c^ventiott of the 
nobility to meet at £.dinbut-gh on the 29th of 
April, which accordingly met in the houfe of 
arcNbiihop Beatdn^ M the focA of Black Friars 
Wyftd, on the eaft fide: It had been ^rdblved, 
pretibu^ to this meeting, that the earl of Angus 
flionld be apprehended, and he^ fufpaSting the 
defign,letitMs^nde, the famous G^tih Dou*- 
glas,bifhop of Dunkeld,to the chancellor, arch'* 
bifhop Beaton, to endeavour to get all diffe- 
reft%68 ^oHipofed* Though tfae cha:nceilor was 
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deeply engaged againft the earl of Angus, yet 
he would willingly have excufed himfelf to 
hiihc^ Douglas, and laid all the blame upon 
the earl of Arran; and, in the end, he conclud- 
ed bi& difcourfe with faying, ** there is no reme- 
** dy,upon my confcience I cannot help it ;" and 
at the fame inftant beating on his breaft with 
hia hand, and not refledling what would be the 
confequence, a coat of mail which he had un- 
der his ccciefiaftical habit, returned by the blow 
a rattling found j which biftiop Douglas per- 
ceiving, gave his brother bifhop this fevere re- 
primand; ^* How now, my lord, fays he, I 
** think your confcience clatters ; we are priefts, 
" and to put on armour, or to bear arms, is not 
** altogether confiftent with our charader/' 

After this enfued ^ very hot fkirmifli be- 
tween the two parties, in which the earl of 
Angus chanced to get the better, and the arch-r 
bifhop feeing the day loft, fled for fandluary to 
' the church of the Black Friars, and was there 
taken out from behind the altar, and would 
certainly have been flain, had not bifhop Dou- 
glas interceeded for him, and faved his life. 

He poffefTed the fee of Glafgow, until the 
year 1522, and was then tranflated to the pri- 
macy of St. Andrews «- During his refidence at 
Glafgow, he inclofed the epifcopal palace with 
E 2 
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a magnificent ftone wall of aifler work, to- 
wards the eaft, fouth, and weft, with a bafti- 
on over the one corner, and a tower over the 
other, fronting to the high ftreet, upon which 
are. fixed in difFerent placqs his coat of arms. 

He augmented the alterages in the choir of 
the cathedral, and he likewife built or repaired 
feveral bridges within the regality and about 
the city of Glafgow, rpis^ny of which ftill re- 
main, as lafting monument^ of his public be^ 
neficence. He died in the yefir 1539. 

1524. Gavin Dunbar of the family of 
Mochrum, ^nd pephew to Gavin Dijnbar, 
bifliop of Aberdeen, was preferred to the' 
priory of Whitebern in Galloway: Being 
a perfon of polite letters, he ,was pitched 
upon to have the education of James the 
fifth entrufted to him; and he managed that * 
province fo well, that after the vacancy of 
the fee of Glafgow, which followed the tranf- 
lation of archbifliop Beaton to the fee of St. * 
Andrews, the regents of the kingdom did, 
by letters patent of the 27th of September, 
1524, prefent him to this fee ^' with full 
** power and fs^culty to prefent whatfoever 
*^ qualified perfon or perfpns to all benefices 
f* that Ihall happen to vaik within the kirk 
f * and djocefe of Glafgow, enduring the time 
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**of the vacancy of the fcei which were per- 
** taining to the king's prcfentation." * 

During the time that archbifhop Dunhar 
was poffeffed of this fee, the dodxines of the 
reformation came to be univerfally ftudied* 
and generally underftood. I have taken notice 
in the life of biihop Blacader, that fome gen- 
tlemen in the diocefe of Glafgow had been cal- 
led before the council, for profefling the doc- 
trines of the reformation; but as thefe men 
ipj^ere not formidable to the clergy, either on 
account of their quality or numbers, they had 
been difmifled with an admonition to take 
heed of new 4o^nnes; but, the numbers who 
profeffed thefe doctrines iiKreafing every day, 
the clergy were refolved to make an example 
pf fome one perfon, in order to ilrike terror 
into the whole nation ; the man th^ pitched 
iipon was Patrick Hamilton, fon to Patrick 
Hamilton of Kinkavil, fometime captain of 
the caftle of Blacknefs, who having (when ve- 
17 young) been created abbot of Ferme in Rqfs- 
fliire, he obtained, even then, fome hints of the 
dodrines propogated by Luther; and being 
afterwards fent abroad for his education, he 
fell into company with feveral of the reform- 
ers; fo that he returned into his own country, 
yery illdifpofed towards that church, in which, 
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£ex>iii his merit and conneif^ns, he had rea- 
foa to expe& that he would attain to ^c high- 
eft honours. The fervour and imprudence 
that naturally attend youth, made it im'poffi- 
ble for him to conceal his fentiments; he ad- 
ventured in bis difcourfes to lay open the cor- 
ruptions of the church, and to difcover the er- 
rors that were crept into the Chriftian doc- 
trine and worlhip; and friar Campbell, who 
was prior of the Dominicans, having, under 
colour of frichdfhip, infmuated himfelf into 
his confidence, bafely accufed him to Beaton, 
archbilhop of St. Andrews. - 

Mr. Hamiltqn was invited to St Andrews, 
in order to maintain, with fome of the clergy, 
a difpute concerning the controverted points; 
and after much reafoning with regard to juf- 
tification, free-will, original fin, and other to- 
pics of that nature, the conference ended with 
their condemning Hamilton to be burnt. At 
this conference archbiftiop Dunbar affifted. 
For a copy of his fentence, vide Appendix^ 
N^VL 

This gentleman, who had been deaf to the 
infinuatioris of ambition, was lefs likely to be 
fhaken with the fears df death, while he pro- 
pofed to himfelf both the glory of bearing tef- 
timony tp the truth, and the immediate re- 
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vrird attending hid martyrdom: He wad, that 
very afternoon^ being the laft day of Fc*^ 
brxiary, 1528^ burnt before the gate of St. Sal<- 
vator'd college in St Andrews. The people, 
who compaflionated his youth and virtue, were 
much moved with the oonftancy with which 
he endured his torments; and an accident 
which foon followed, ftill more confirmed 
them in their favourable fentiments towards 
him: While he was flanding at the flake, he 
was infulted by the friars, who deiired him 
to pray tx) our lady^ and fay, Saivi JSieginAi 
among the firiais prefent, no one w^ more 
troublefome th^ friar Campbell { often dkl 
Mn Hamilcon defire him to depart and not 
vestliin;!, but when he would not cede hi^ 
crying, Hamtiton&idtoidm> ^< Wkked man^ 
^^ thou kudweft that I s^ not an heretic, 
" and that it is the truth of God for which I 
•* now fuffer J ft) much thou didft confefe \Jin^ 
" to me in private, and thereupon ! appeal 
** thee to aniwer before the judgment feat of 
^ Chrift.'* Soon after Campbell, either afloni- 
fhed with thefe events, or overcome with re- 
iTKMfe, or perhaps feized with a diftemper, loft 
his fenfes and died. The people regarded Ha- 
milton as a prophet, as w^U as a martyr. 
Miankind were aUxious to know what thefe 
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dodrines could be which had occdioned the 
death of Mf. Hamilton; and many of the 
flergy themfelves becoming converts to them, 
and preaching, them openly, they came foon to 
be almoft univerfally underftood. To banilh 
thefe dodrinea, fo repugnant to the then efta^ 
blifhed church, numbers were put to death at 
St. Andrews and Edinburgh; at laft, in 1538,, 
it was refolved to make fome examples at 
Glafgow, in order to intimidate the heretics in 
the weft; but as archbifliop Dunbar was a man 
of humanity, and exceedingly averfe to pro* 
ceedings of this kind, John Lawder, Andrew 
Oliphant, and friar Maltman, were feat from 
Edinburgh to affift him. The men devoted' to 
deftrudion were Jeremiah Ruffcl, one of the 
Gray Friafs in Glafgow, a man learned for 
the age in which he lived, and John Kenne- 
dy, a young gentleman of Air, not above eigh- 
teen years of age: when brought before their 
judges, Kennedy difcovered fome weaknefs, 
and would gladly have faved his life by de- 
nying the points laid to his charge; but en- 
couraged by Ruffel, he fell upon his knees, 
and faid, ** Wonderful ! O God, is thy love 
" and mercy towards me a miferable wretch ; 
" for even now, when I would have denied 
" thee, and thy Son the Lord Jcfus Chrift, 



*< tfty only Saviour, arid fo have- throwii my- 
" felf into everlafting condemnation, thou, by ^ 
"'thine own hand, haft pulled me back frofA 
*' the bottom of hell, and given me to feel 
** moft heavenly comfort, which hath rcinov- 
** ed the ungodly fear that before oppreffed 
J* my mind; now I defy death} do what you 
** pleafe,! praiie God I am ready." 

Friar Rufiel feafoned long and learbedly 
agaitift his accufers; but being atifwered by 
Maltman and Oliphant only with railing 
and abufe, he cried out, ^ This is yout 
" hour and power df darknefs; now you 
>' fit as judges, and we fland wrongfully 
" condemned; but the day cometh which 
^* will (hew our innocency, and you fhall fee 
** your own blindnefs to your everlafting con* 
"fufion; go on and fulfil the meafure of 
** your iniquity.'* At which words the bifhop 
being greatly moved, and perhaps dreading the 
fate of fri^r Gimpbel, infilled, that the£b ex* 
ecutions hurl the caufe of the church, and 
that it would be better to fave the lives of the 
men, and take fome other courfe with them} 
but thofc who were fent from Edinburgh to 
aflift him, told him exprefsly, that if he fol-^ 
lowed any milder courfe, than that which had 
been taken at Edinburgh, they could not e-^ 
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fteem him the church's friend; upon which 
he confented to their condemnation, and they 
were delivered over to the fecular power to be 
executed. ^ 

All the time they were preparing the fire, 
Ruflel comforted mightily the young idan, fay- 
ing, "Fear not, brother, for he is more mighty 
*' that is in us, than he who is in the world: 
" the pain which we fhall fufFer is fliort and 
*' light, but our joy and confolation fhall ne- 
>' ver ha^re an ^nd : death cannot deftroy us, 
•*^ for it is deftroyed already by him for whofe 
.^' fake we fufEer: therefore let us ftrive to en- 
^' ter by the fame flraight way, which our 
** Saviour hath taken before us," When they • 
weriB brought to the place of execution, they 
ufed not toany words, but commending their 
•'fauUtQ God after they w6re tied to the ftake, 
they endured the fire patiently, without any 
exprefllons of fear or amazement. 

Thefd two men were all that fufFered in the 
dioeefe of Glafgowj their execution, though 
it intimidated the people for fome time, yet 
In fpite of the fear of fuch dreadful puniih- 
ments, and in contempt of the adts of parlia- 
ment pafledagainft heretics in the year 1540, 
the reformed doftrines gained many profe- 
lytcs every day, till at laft, in bifhop Beaton's 
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time, tliey proceeded to open ads of violence* 
aad, with a ferocity peculiar to the Scots nati^ 
on» overturned in a very few years, that form 
of churdi-gOVernment, and that fyftem cif 
church-policy^ and opinions, whil^h had coft 
the labour of many • ages to build up. 

But to return to archbifhop Dunbar; he was 
made chancellor in i^zS^ and when the king 
\^ent to France in the year 1536* to folemnizc 
his marriage with Magdalene the daughter of 
that erbwn, he left the archbifhop one of the 
lords^of the regency during his abfence, and a- 
bout this time gave to him the dMHrnendamof 
the abbey of InchafFray. 

In the parliament which fait in the month 
of March, 1542^ after the uftfortulialte ^eath 
of the king, a bill having been offered by the 
lord Maxtvell for a liberty of reading the Bibler 
in the vulgar tongue, and the lords of thear^ 
tides having found the propofal to be reafon- 
able, and allowed it to be read in full parlia- 
ment, the archbifhop^protcfted againft it \^idd 
jippetuiixjN^ VIL] in his own riame, aod in! 
the name of all the prelates of the realm; yet, 
notwithftanding of this oppofition, the bill 
■was pafFed into a law. 

In the end of year iS43i this prelate was 
turned out of the chancellor's offide; and thea 
F 2 
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^t was that he built a ftately gatc-houfe atthp 
cpifcopaj palace, on whic^ his arms are en* 
graved. He died the 30th of ApriU 1547* and 
was interred In the chancd of his jcathedraU 
within a tomb he had caufed to be built fop 
himfclf, but which is now fo quite demolifliedt 
that there is not the leaft vcftige of it remain- 
ing, nor can Ip laqiuch as the plac? be fhown 
where it ftood. 

^S5^' Jaipes Beato^, fpn to Beaton of BaU 
farg, and nephew to Beaton, archbifliop of St, 
Ai^dr^wt, wa» firft chantor of the church of 
Olafgow, and* afterwards,, in the year i543» 
he got the abbey of Ab^rbrothocky which he 
held until the year ^SS^^ when he was pre- 
ferred i:o the fee of Glasgow, after f^ difputc 
between him and Alpj^ander Gordon, brother 
to the earl of Huntly, whom the chapter had 
%k€ttdi but the matter being compromifcd at 
Rome, the pope made jMn Gordon titular arch- 
biihop of Athens, and the earl of Arran, re*f 
gent of the kingdom, conferred on him the 
bilhopric of the Ifles, as being the firft which 
fell vacant, togftheri^fitj^the abbacy of Indaaf* 
frayi * 

When archbishop Beaton took pofiefBon of 
the fee of Gl^fgow, he found the minds of 
faen fo much agitated by religions inatti^rS) 
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and4xi$ whole diocefe fo fplit intofadions up« 
on that account, that it was impoflible for him 
to do any thing of moment} whatfoever was in 
the power pf a prudent man to do^ he did; he 
removed whatever was vahiable from the 
church into the caftle, he conveened the gen-^ 
tlemen of the neighbourhood who were at^* 
tached to the old way of worihip, and they 
and their fervants guarded the church and pa^- 
lace from any fudden attacks which the reform 
mers could make: and when Argyle, Glen«* 
cairn, and others, had, in 1557^ figned theif 
firft covenant, [vide Jppen^ix'N'^yilL] he 
^plied to the duke of Ghattelrault, the man of 
the greateft power in his neighbourhood, and 
he, by his bond of date the 6th pf February^ 
1558, [vide J^pendix N® IX.] engaged his 
faith and truth for the ddfence of the bifhop*- 
rk. At Jaft, the ftrchbifhop, perceiving the 
wild fury of the rcfprmers, in pulling down 
of churches ^qd monafteries, deemed it the 
md% prudent coUrfe he could take, to withdraw 
from the kingdom; and accordingly he went 
Into France with the fprces of that nation in , 
1 560, taking with him all the writs pertaining 
to the fee of Olafgow, with every thing elfe that 
was valuable, which he could carry along with 
|iin», belonging to the archbifhopric; and foon 
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after the reformed religioa was eftablifhed by 
law. 

He was afterwards appointed ambaffador at 
the court of France by queen Mary, and he 
was continued in the fame office by her fon, 
James the fixth, who reftored him to the tem- 
poralities of the fee of Glafgow in the year 
1588- . 

This biftiop feems to have been a man both 
of abilities and goodnefs; many of his letters 
to qiieen Mary are to be found in Mr. Keith's 
hiftory of the affairs of church and ftate in 
Scotland; they are written with the affedioa 
of a parent, and the fubmiffioh of a fubjedb 
He died at Paris, upon the 24th of April, 1603^ 
and left every thing he had to the Scots col- 
lege at Paris, and to the monaftery of the 
Carthufians.

OF THE DEAN AND CHAPTER, PRE- 
BENDS OR CANONS, IN THE SEE OF

WHAT the number of thefe gentlemen 
. was, I (jannot pretend to determine witli 
any degree of accuracy. I haye annexed a lift of 
fhe names of fuch of the prebendaries as are tp 
be found in the chartulary of Glafgow. They 
had the power of electing the bifhop upon a 
vacancy, though this feems pretty often to have 
been fet afide by the pope's authority; what 
other powers or privileges they were poflefled 
of, I muft acknowledge myfelf ignorant of 
them. They have a bull from pope Alexander 
the third for t;he prefervation of their privi- 
leges, fo early a^ the year 1 161 ; [vide Appen- 
\dix N*" X.] and, indeed, whatever their powers 
or privileges were, they feem to have been up- 
on every occafion exceedingly tenacious of 
them ; feldom does a bifhop come into the fee, 
but the firft thing that is done by the dean and 
chapter, is to proteft againft him for the pre- 
fervation of their privileges; and when bifhop 
Blacader was foUiciting the erection of the fee 
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into an archbilhopric, their fears for their t)d-» 
loved privileges feem to have increared-; they 
write to the pope, to the kin^, and to Blacader 
himfelf, and the anfwers to thefe letters they 
iregiftrate in the books of the bifhopric. [vide 
Appendix N^ XL] I find them taxing them- 
felves, (by the chartulary) at a meeting of the 
thapter held at Glafgow upon the 2 ift of May, 
1 40 1, in order to purchafe veftments for the 
ufe of the church; the higheft fum in which 
any of them is taxed is 5 1. Scots^ the loweft 
a mferks* 

Bi(hop Cameron compelled them to build 
houfes for themfelves, to refide in Glafgow, 
and to appoint curates to officiate for them at 
their refpedive parifhes. They feem alfo to 
have had vicars to officiate for them in the 
choir, for I find them agreeing to raife the fti- 
pends of the vicars officiating in the choir, 
from five to ten pounds Scots per annum in 
1480. Vide Appendix N** XIL 

Several of the hpufes which belonged to 
the prebends afe ftill remaining; they give us 
no contemptible idea of the architcdure of 
thefe times.

Thefe are the names of the different preben- 
daries, which are to be found in the chartulary ;' 
whether there were any more of them or not I 
cannot pretend to fay. The revenues necelTary 
to fupport the dignity of an archbifhop, with 
fuch a number of priefls, vicars, fervants, &c. 
muft have been -amazingly great; the lands 
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given them by kings and by others are indeed 
numerous; and if we confider that the diocefe 
ofGlalgow, independent of its fufFragans, ex- 
tended over no lefs than two hundred and 
forty pariihes, it will evidently appear, that a 
confiderable part of the wealth of the fouth 
and weft of Scotland muft have flowed into the 
fee of Glafgow. 

The altars founded in the cathedral, andth<5 
endowments for chaplains to oflSciate at them, 
were alfo numerous; to make mention of the 
pames of thefeitltars would be in vain, almoft 
every ^aint in the catalogue had an altar. Re- 
lics, fo neceffary an article it% a Roman Catho-* 
lie cathedral, were not wanting in Glafgow; 
for a lift of thefe vide Appendix N° XIII. 

Befides the cathedral, there was a collegiate 
church in Glafgow, governed by a provoft and 
eight prebends; it was founded by the citizens 
about the year 1487, and was dedicated to the 
blefTed Virgin Mary: it is now the Tron or 
Laigh Church. There were alfo feveral cha- 
pels at that time in the neighbourhood of the 
city; not the fmalleft veftige of any of them 
remains at this day, though we are acquainted 
with the different fpots of ground upon which 
they were built: there was one of them on 
Dow-Hill, which was dedicated to St. Mungo; 
G 2 
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a fecond one was in the Gorhels, near the 
bridge, which had for its patron St. Ninian; a 
third one was fituated in Argyle-ftreet, and was 
dedicated to St, Enoch; and a fourth, fome-p 
where in the neighbourhood of the Stable- 
green-port, was built to the honour of St. Rbli- 
loch; a fifth, in the Rattonraw, to John the 
Baptift; and a fixth, which ftood a little above 
thecrofs, on the right-hand, to the holyTha- 
new, the mother of St- Mungo. 

The hofpitals, which I find recorded in the 
chartulary, are Polmadie near Rutherglen; this 
feems to have been a very confiderable one, and 
was intended f9r both men and women; Mat- 
thew, bifhop of Glafgow, in 13911 prefents 
Gillian Wauch to this hofpital ; [vide Appendix 
N^ XIV.] there was alfo an hofpital in Glaf- 
gow for fome waiting maids to attend the fick j 
bifhop Muirhead's hofpital has been taken nOr- 
tice of in his life; there was a fmallonefor Icr 
pers in the Gorbels, which was founded and 
endowed by a lady of the name of Gampbell, 
about the year 1356; and one at the Stabler 
green-port, endowed by Rolland Placader i^

OF THE BLACK FRIARS. 

THE Domiatcans, or Black Friars, called al- 
fo Fratres Fraedicatores^ becaufe of their 
frequent preaching, were inftituted by St. Do- 
minic, firft contriver of the Inqiiifition, who 
was defcended of the noble family of the Guf- 
jxians in Spain; he was a canon regular of the 
cathedral of Ofma,and archdean of that church; 
he became renowned by his fermons againfl: the 
Albigenfes, and founded a congregation of 
preachers, who devoted themfelves entirely to 
the converfion of heretics. He died in the year 
122 1, after his order had been approved of by 
pope Innocent the third in the year I2 15, and 
by Honorius the third, his fucceffor, in 12 16. 

This order was afterward^ divided into 
forty-five provinces; of which Scotland was 
the eighteenth ; the firft of them that came into 
Scotland, were brought over from France, (by 
William Malvoifin, who was firft a bifhop of 
Glafgow, then of Saint Andrews) foon after the 
year 1220, , 

Their convent in this place was founded by 
the biftiop and chapter in the y^ar 1270; king 
Robert the firft grants to the Black Friars of 
Pk%PWj twenty merks Sterling, oyt of the 
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lands of Cadzow, the 28th of April, 1327. 
Margaret Stewart grants them two merks Ster- 
ling, out of her eftate of Craigie, 1 329; Allan 
Cathcart of that ilk gives them twenty {hillings 
Sterling, out of his lands of Bogtown, 14th 
of Auguft, 1336; John Stewart, dominus de 
Darnley^ mortified to the convent and brethren 
of the Black Friars an annuity of two bolls of 
oats, and two bolls of barley, out of his lands 
ofCruxton, 2 ift of September, 1419; Alexan- 
der de Cunningham, dominus de Kilmaursy 
makes over to John Govan, prior of the Black 
Friars, four and one half merks of ufual mo* 
ney, to be paid out of the lands of Finlayfton, 
Stainly, and Rawforly, on condition that the 
prior and brethren ftiall fay mafs on every Sun- 
day, Tuefday, and Friday, for' the fouls of fc- 
veral of his relations, 20th of March, 1450; 
Matthew Stewart, dominus de Ca/ile^Milkf 
grants them an annuity of ten merks, to fay a 
lyiafs for ever for the fouls of the faid Matthew 
and others, 8th of June, 1473, befides many o- 
ther gifts which might be made mention of; 
fo that, notwithftanding their profeffion of po- 
verty, yet, when their convent was demolifhed, 
jthey were found to be too rich for mendicants. 
This order is one of the moft confiderable 
of the church 9f Rome; for there have been 
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three or four popes, feveral cardinaU, and a 
great many bishops, and learned men, of this 
infiitute : their fuperiors are chofeu by the plu- 
rality of votes, according to the ftatutes of 
Vincentius de Bandel de Chafeau Neuf, an Ita- 
lian, and general of the order. 

They ought to abftain from eating of flesh 
for feven months together, that is from Sep- 
tember to Eafter; they ought not to lie in fea- 
ther-beds, nor in Iheets, but on a mattrefs; they 
ought to fay every Saturday, in cafe there falls 
neither faft nor feaft upon that day, the- office 
of the Virgin Mary : their patron, St. Domi- 
nic, by pope Honorius the third, was made 
matter of the facred palace, which place, to 
this day, is poffeflcd by a Dominican, to whom 
belongs the interpretation of the fcripture, and 
the cenfure of all books: they may preach e- 
very where without the permiflion of the bi- 
fliops, and are allowed to confefs all noblemen 
and their ladies, without the confent of their 
curates: they give the facraments everywhere; 
and are exempted from all ecclefiaftical cen- 
fures. 

The emperor, Henry the feventh, is thought 
to have been poifoned with a hoftie given him 
by a Dominican; and ever fince that time, 
they are obliged, by way of punifhment, to 
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give the hoftie with the left hand, which thejr 
obferve to this day. 

Their habit is a white gown and fcapukft 
which they pretend was prefcribed to them by 
the Virgin Mary. 

The convent of the Dominicans flood wh6re 
the college-church is now built. 

OF THE GRAY FRIARS* 

THE fecond order of the mendicants are the 
Francifcans, fo called from their patriarch 
St. Francis, a merchant of Affife in Italy; they 
were alfo called Minorites, [Fratres Minores) 
or Gray Friars from their habits, and were e^ 
ftablifhed by that Saint in the year 1206, and 
confirmed by pope Innocent the third in 1209. ' 

Their fuperiors are called wardens j they 
follow a particular rule prefcribed to them by 
their founder, and are divided into Conven- 
tuals and Obfervantines; thefe laft were re- 
formed by Bern^rdine of Sienna, in the year 
.1419, and were called Obfervantines, bccaufe 
they pretend to obferve the rule of St. Francis 
more ftri£tly, by going bare-^footed, and wear- 
ing no ftiirts. The x:anvent of Gray Friars in 
Glafgow belonged to the Obfervantines : The 
manner in which thefe friars came into Scot- 
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land was as follows; king James the firft 
having, wrote to the Francifcans of Cologni 
defiring them to fend him fome of their- brer 
thren of the Obfervantines, to fettle in his 
kingdom, the vicar-general accordingly fent 
him brother Cornelius of Zirickzen, a Dutch- 
man of great reputation, with feveral others 
of his brethren; and after he had fettled 
them in diflFcrent places of the country, he 
returned back to Flanders, and died at Ant- 
werp. • 

Their convent here was founded in the year 
1476, by John Laing, bifliop of Glafgow, and 
Thomas Forfyth, redlorof Glalgow; and was 
demolifhed, in the year 1560, by the duke of 
Chattelraut, and the earl of Argyle : It was fi- 
tuated in the narrow ftreet called from them 
the Gray Friars Wynd. ' 

Thefe friars pofleffed nothing, the ground 
upon which their houfes flood only ejccepted : 
They were allowed to goconftantly about with 
wallets on their (houlders, to beg their fubfif- 
tence from well-difpofed people, from whence 
. they were called Mendicants, and from the 
colour of their wearing cloaths. Gray Friars; 
their habit being a gray gowii, with a cowl, 
and a rope about their middle; they went al- 
ways bare-footed.'

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It is fomewhat furprifing, I do not find that 
ever there was a nunnery in the city of Glaf- 
gow. 
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OF THE ARCHBISHOPS OF GLASGOW) 
AFTER THE REFORMATION. 

THE ancient religion, with the form of 
church-govern\nent, being abolifliedby the 
people^ with the afiiftance of the nobility, and 
the reformation eflabliihed by law in 1560. 

John Willockst one of the moft popular of 
the preachers, was appointed fuperintendcnt 
of the Weft, by the comnaiflioners of burrows, 
with fome of the nobility and barons, who 
were met at Edinburgh : This man had been a 
Francifcan friar in the town of Air, and hav-^ 
ing embraced the doctrines of the reformati- 
on, had fled into England, to lave himfelf 
from the perfecution carrying on, at that time, 
in Scotland : He had not remained long in 
England, when a perfecution of the reformed 
broke out under queen Mary, ib that he wa> 
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obliged to leave that country alfo; he fled over 
t6 Friefland, and there profeffed medicine^ 
and becoming acquainted with the countefs of 
Friefland, he was by her fent over with a 
commiffion to the queen-regent of Scotland, 
and remaining in this country, he had proved 
very inftrumental in bringing about the refor* 
mation of religion; and being accounted a ve- 
' ry proper man, he was named fuperintendent 
of the weft* 

1 57 1. John Porterfield feems to have been 
made archbifhop of Glafgow, in order that he 
might convey away the revenues of the church, 
with fome appearance of law; this year he 
confents to the alienation of the manfe of the 
redory of Glafgow, by the re&or, Mr, Archi- 
bald Douglas, to Thomas Crawfurd of Jor^ 
danhill: This gentleman continued in office 
only to the year 1 572 ; in this year, during the 
earl of Marr's regency, a new kind of epifco-"^ 
pacy having been fet up, 

James Boyd of Trochrig, a very worthy 
perfon> received the title of the fee of Glafgow, 
and he exercifed the office of particular paftor 
at the cathedral church, the Barony of Glaf- 
gow being then the parifh that pertained to 
that church. 

This archbifhop Boyd was the fecond fon of 
H 2. 
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Adam Boyd pf Pinkhill, brother to the lor4 
Boyd, aud had, befofe his promotion,^ beeq 
fettled as a minifter at Kirkofwald in Carrick;* 
When the legality of the epifcop^l fundiott 
came to be ,firft called in queftion by the af-? 
fembly, in the year 1578, he learnedly an4 
folidly, both from fcripture and antiquity, de- 
fended the lawfulnefs of his office; yet the a-» 
pimofities which he theij perceived to be in 
the hearts of a great many, fo far impaired his, 
health, that he died in the month of June, 
1 58 1 : he fQued the lands of Bedlay to the lord 
Boyd, and the lands of Corbels to George 
tlphinftqn, merchant in Glalgow. 

158 1. After bifliop Boyd's (death, king 
James this fixth gave Robert Montgomerys 
minifter at Stirling, the bifhopric, upon the 
recommendation of the dijke of Lennox, on 
purpofe that the duke might get difponed to^ 
him the benefipe, by this titular archbifhop. 

Mr. Montgomery being frightened with the 
threatenings of the cenfures of the church, if 
he did not purge himfelf of the unlawful of^ 
ficeof a biftiop in his own perfon, he furren- 
dered the archbi(hopric,jjnd afterwards became 
minifter at Symontoun in Kyle, in 1587. 

' Mr. Montgomery gave bond to the duke of 
I^enriox, that he ftiould difpone to him and his 
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heirst all the incomes of this fee, how fooa he 
fliould be admitte4 bjlhop, fpr the yearly pay- 
ment of one thoufen4 pounds Scots, with fome 
J^wfe-porn and poultry; and the agents of the 
duke of Lennox, having poffeffed themfelves 
pf the hifhopric, Mr. Montgomery refigned his 
title in fayqurs of Mr. William Erfkine, parfon 
pf Campfie, a follower of the earl of Marr. 

This gentleman obtained the confentof the 
prefbytery, and was admitted, though a laic, 
jipon his bond to renounce the fame, in cafe 
Jthe general aflemblydid not allow of his admif- 

1585. After archbifliop Montgomery's fur-? 
render, the king gave the revenue and the title 
to Mr. William Erfkine parfon of Campfie, and 
pommendator of Paifley, which he had gotten 
after the forfeiture of lord Qaud Hamilton, 
in 1585. This Mr. Erffeine was never in or-? 
ders, and a titular bilhoponly: in two years 
the king took away the archbiftiopric, and gave 
it to Walter, commendator of Blaqtyre, with 
power to feij out the lands, who did according- 
ly, in the year 1588, feu out the whole barony 
of Glafgow, moftly to the old rcntallera, con-? 
verting the real rent into a feu duty. 
, 1588. After all thefe various changes, the 
^ing did, by a£t of parUanient, reftore the for^? 
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fcited archbifliop Beaton to the temporality of 
the fee of Glafgow, which he enjoyed until his 
death, which happened in April, 1603. 

1603. John Spotifwood was fon of John 
Spotifwood the fuperintendent of Lothian; he 
was firft parfon of Calder, in Mid-Lothian, in 
the year 1586; in which ftation he continued 
with fo good reputation, that he was chofen to 
accompany the duke of Lennox, as his grace's 
chaplain in his embaffy to France, in 1602. 

Upon the report of the death of archbiihop 
Beaton at Paris, of which the king had an ac- 
count while he was at Burleigh-houfe near to 
the town of Stamford, on his journey to take 
ipoiTeflion of the crown of England, his majefty 
did immediately nominate Mr. Spotifwood^ 
then in his retinue, to the fee of Glafgow; made 
him a privy counfellor, and fent him down to 
Scotland to attend her majefty the queen into 
England, and he was by her aj^inted her al- 
moner. 

In the year 16 10, Mr. Spotifwood, together 
with Mr. Hamilton then bifliop of Galloway, 
and Mu Lamb, bifhop of Brichen, received 
^pifcopal confecration, on the 2 ift of Odlober, 
^n the phapel at Ix)ndon-houfe, by the hands of 
the bifliops of London, Ely, Rochefter, and 
Wortefter* 
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Archbiihop Spotifwood fat in the fee of Glaf- 
gow till the year 1615, when he was tranflated 
to that of St. Andrews: he repaired both the . 
cathedral and the cpifcopal palace of the fee 
of Glafgow, and he firft began the leaden roof 
of the cathedral. 

He wrote a fmall treatife in Latin, De regi- 
mine ecckjuu Scotticanae^ which was printed af 
London in 1620: he wrofe likewife a hiilory 
rf the church of Scotland, which is in every 
perfon's hands. He was forced to fly into 
England after the aflembly, 1638, where he 
died dext year, and was folemnly buried by 
the king's order in Weftminfter-Abbey. 

16 1 5. James Law was firft minifter at 
Kirklifton, in the year 1582; he was afterward 
biihop of Orkney, and was confecrated ty 
archbishop Spotifwood in 16 10; from that fee 
he was tranflated to Glafgow in the year 1615, 
where he fpent the remainder of his days, and 
died on the 1 2th of November, 1632. 

He was efteemed a man of good learning, 
and had a grave and venerable afpedt: he left 
behind him a commentary upon feveral places 
of fcriptur^, which gives us a good fpccimcn of 
his knowledge^ both in the fathers, and the hif-- 
tory of the church: he compleated ths leaden 
roof of the cathedral of Glafgow. 
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1633, Patrick Lindfay, of the family of 
Edzel, was minifter of St. Vigeans, the pariih 
church of the abbey of Aberbrothock; on the 
23d of October, 16 13, he was preferred to the 
cpifcopal fee of Rofs, upon the death of biftiop 
Lindfay, his uncle ; he was confecrated the 1 5th 
of December following, and from this he was 
tranflated to the fee of Glafgow, upon the i6th 
of April, 1633. 

In both' thefe fees^ he cxercifed his office 
with a grieat deal of lenity, and was univerfally 
pfteemed^ as a good man, and a fervent preach- ^ 
er; yet all his eminent good qualities did not 
incline the affembly in 1638 to treat him with 
moderation; for he, together with his bre- 
thren, was deprived and excommunicated, and, 
though he was now aged and valetudinary, he 
found it his fafeft courfe to retire into England, 
and ficknefs advancing upon him by degrees, 
he died at Newcaftle in 164 1. 

Ever fmqe the affembly in 1578, the very 
name of a bifhop feems to have been odious to 
the far greater part of the people .in Scotland ; 
and though the bifhops at this time poffeffed 
no powers which could be prejudicial to the 
people, yet it was with difficulty, that, in com- 
pliance 'with the court, they were brought to 
bear with them; but when, by the advice of 
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archbifhop Laud, the liturgy of vtbe church of 
England was preffed upon them, it raifed fuch 
a flame in the country, as occafioned the de- 
privation and excommunication of the whole 
order in Scotland, and they were npt reftor* 
cd until the reftoration of the royal family; 
when, in 

166 1 , Andrew Fairfowl, fon to John Fair- 
fowl of the town of Anftruther, who was firft 
chaplain to the earl of Rothes, then minifter at 
North Leith, and afterwards at Dunfe, was 
promoted to this fee* v 

It is reported, that king Charles the fecond, 
having heard him preach feveral times while 
he was in Scotland in the year 1650, was 
pleafed, upon his reftoration, to enquire after 
Mr. Fairfowl, and,9f his own motion prefer- 
red him to this fee,^on the 14th of Novem^ 
ber, 1661; he was confecrated in June next 
year, but he did not long enjoy his new office} 
for he fickened the very day of riding the par- 
liament in November, 1663, and dying in a 
few days, he was interred on the i ith of the 
fame month, in the abbey-church of Holy- 
rood-Houfe. 

1664. Alexander Burnet was fon of Mr* 
John Burnet, .minifter; he was bora in the 

' i" t 
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year 1614, and was chaplain to the great carl 
of 'H'raquair. 

After the troubles began, in 1638, he retired 
into England, and being there put into holy 
orders, he had a redlory in the ccmnty of 
Kent; but was turned out of it, on account of 
his loyalty, in the year 1650 j after this he 
went beyond fea, and was employed by Charles 
the fecond, in procuring intelligence for iiim 
from England and other places. 

Upon the reftoration he became chaplain to 
general Rutherford^ and when the government 
of Dunkirk was conferred on the general, after- 
wards earl of Teviot, Mr. Burnet had an En- 
glilh congregation there; he was thereafter 
made bifliop of Aberdeen ; and, upon the death 
of archbifhop Fairfowl, was tranflated from 
Aberdeen to Glafgow. 

' Bifhop Burnet was turned out of his office in 
December, 1669; upon which bifhop Leighton 
was made firft commendator, and then arch- 
bifhop of Glafgow; but Mr. Leighton rcfign- 
ing again in the year 1674, Dr. Burnet was 
reflored to his fee, by the king's letter of the 
7th of September, 1674, which he peaceably 
pofTefled until he was tranflated to the primacy 
of St. Andrews, where he died on the 24th of 
Augufl, 1684. 
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167 1. Roberfc Leighton was the fon o( 
Alexander Leighton, D. D. in England, tho* 
a Scotfmaii of the family of Ufan in Angus. > 
This prelate was born in England; upon the 
fevere treatpient which his father met with 
from the court, for publiftiing a book, called 
Zion's Plea, for which he was condemned in 
the Star-chambjcr to have his ears cut'ofF, and 
his nofe flit, the fon, either then, or foon aftcir, 
came into Scotland, where, applying himfelf 
to theology, he became preacher at Newbottle 
in Mid-Lothian. 

He was promoted to the fee of Dunblane, 
and confecrated bifhop in 166 1, arid after eight 
years faithful difcharge of his epifcopal func- 
tion in that fee, bifhop Leighton was, by the 
king*s pure choice, made firft commendatdr 
and foon after archbifhop of Glafgow, upon, 
the ceffion of Dr. Alexander Burnet, in the year 
i66g. 

Dr. Leighton refigning his epifcopal func- 
tion, in 1674, retired himfelf from the world, 
and followed a life of contemplation and pie- 
ty; for fome time he lived within the college 
of Edinburgh, and then withdrew into Eng- 
land, where he died in the year 1684. 

1679. Arthur Rofs was tranflated from 
the fee of Argyle to this of Glafgow in the year 

I 2 
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1679, when archblftiop Burnet was tranflate4 
to St. Andrews. He was the fon of Alexan-* 
der Rofs, parfon of Birfe in the (hire of Aber-^ 
deen; he had his education at the univerfity 
of St. Andrews, and was minifter firft at Kin-r 
crny, next at Old Deer, both in the fhirc of 
Aberdeen; he was then made parfon of Glal- 
gow in 1665, in which ftation he continued 
until the year 1676, when he was, upon the 
death of bifhop Scrogie of Argyle, promoted 
to that fee, and from thence was tranflated to 
Glafgow,: here he remained imtil the 31ft of 
Qftober, 1684, when he was, by the king's 
letters patent, trandated to St. Andrews, 
where he continued until the Revolution, in 
1688, deprived him and the reft of his bre- 
thren. He died upon the 13th of June, 

1704- 

1684. ^Alexander C^irncrofs, was parfon 
of Dumfries until the year 1684, at which 
i^ time, by the recoipmendation of the duke of 

Queenlberry, he was promoted to the fee of 
I Brichen, and foon thereafter to that of Olaf- 

{. gow, which was ratified^ by the king^s letters 

I patent, the 3d of December, 1684; here he 

continued until the year 1686, that having 
Incurred the difpleafure of the lord chancellor, 
fl^e earl of Perth, the king fent ^ letter \q the 
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privy council, removing him from the arch- 
bifliopric of Glafgow, January the 13th, 1687. 
He lived privately for fome time after this, 
and being afterwards taken- notice of, he was 
made bifliop of Raphoe in Ireland, upon the 
i6th of May, 1693; and in that fee he con* 
tinued to his death in 1701. 

1 687, John Paterfon, the fon of John Pa^ 
terfon,bi{hop of Rofs, was formerly dean of E- 
<Unburgh, and foon after preferred to the fee of 
Galloway ; from thence he was tranflated to the 
fee df Edinburgh in 1679, and, upon archbi- 
ihop Caimcrofs's deprivation, to the fee of Glaf- 
gow, to which he was recommended by the 
king's letter, of January the 21ft, 1687; ^^^ 
here he continued to the Revolution in 1688, 
when the Prefbyterian form of church go-- 
yernment was cftablifhed by law. He died in 
the city of Edinburgh, the 9th of December, 
1708, in the feventy-fixth year of Jiis age. 
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CHAP. IV. 

OF THE CITY OF CSLASGOW. 

GLASGOW,in the Wclfblanguage, as well 
as in the Gaelic, fignifies a gray fmith ; 
the only inference that can be drawn from this, 
is, that fome fpot in the moft ancient part of 
the city, was, in former times, before the eft*- 
blifhment of the bilhopric, the place of re- 
fidence of fome black fmith, who had obtain- 
ed a name in his profeffion, and from him it 
got the appellation of Glafgow, or the habita- 
tion of the gray fmith. 

In treating of the antiquity of Glafgow, pro- 
bability or conjedture muft fupply the place 
of evidence, as authentic records, with regard 
to its foundation, are not to be procured. 

It may confidently be affirmed, that at the 
time of the eftablifhment of the bifliopric in 
560, Glafgow muft have been a town, con- 
fiRing probably of only a very few houfes; 
the number of which would, no doubt, be 
confiderably increafed by the pfiejls and. dif- 
ciples who attended St. Kentigern. 

Thofe people in the neighbourhood, whom 
^ge or accident had rendered unfit for the 
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more adivc purpofes of hunting, of fiflaing, or 
of war, would come and build for themfclvcs 
huts around the dwelling place of the faint, 
in order that they might be at hand, to re- 
ceive the cdunfel and afliftance of the holy- 
man. 

The fame of St. Kentigern ended not with 
his life; the veneration that was due 'to the 
iandiity of the man» was transferred to the 
place where he was hurried, and the tomb of 
the faint became well known, from the many 
miracles that were believed . to have been 
wrought upon it; the number of thefe mira- 
cles his difciples and fucceffors would take care 
to incrcafe, fo that Glafgow would be confi- 
dered univerfally as a holy place. 

The fame events, which contributed to the 
deftrudionof the bifhopric, would alfo tend to 
the ruin of the town ; and in the fame manner, 
the re-eftablifhment of the bifliopric, would 
prove the reftoration of the town. 

By the bull of pope Alexander tjie third, in 
i 175, [vide Appendix^ N° XV.] commanding 
all thofc, who refided within the exteafive dio- 
cefe of Glafgow, to vifit the cathedral annually, 
the town muft have been confiderably increaf- 
cd; we ha.ve great reafon to believe, that im- 
plicit obedience would be paid to this bull; 
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this would occafion an influx of ftrangcrs, afid 
houfes would neceflarily be buiU> for their 
lodging and entertainment. 

That the town of Glafgow was tolerably- 
well inhabited even in Joceline's time, appears, 
not only from its being erected into a royal 
burgh, by a charter from king William, A. D. 
1174, [vide Appendix^ N° XVL] but from 
a charter for free ingrefs and egrefs to the 
weekly markets in Glafgow in 1176, [vide 
Appendix J N^ XVII.] ; and alfo from the grant 
of a fair, by the faid monarch, to continue 
for the fpace of eight days in 11 90, [vide 
Appendix^ N"" XVIIL] it muft even at that 
time have been confidered as a town of fome 
note. 

By the fale of land mada by Robert de My- 
thyngby, to Mr. Reginald de Irewyne, A. D. 
1268, [vide Appendix^ N° XiX.] it is evident, 
that the town was then governed by provofts, 
aldermen, or wardens, and baillies, who feem 
to have been independent of the bifhop, and 
were poffefled of a common feal, diftind from 
the one made ufe of by the bifhop and chap- 
ter. 

In the year 1350, the diocefe of Glafgow 
appears to have been afflifted with a plague; 
in a fraall table of memorable events inferted 
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in the chartulary, I find this year marked pri^ 
ma mortalitas^ and <jthe year 13.80, fecunda et 
tertia mortalitas. . 

From the building of the bridge over the 
river Clyde, by btfliop Rae, about the year 
1350, the town in its progrefs, feems to have 
extended gradually from the high ground, on 
vrhich the cathedral and the moft ancient 
part of the city (lands, towards this bridge; 
and yet fo flow has the increafe of the xity 
been at that time, that for one hundred years, 
the advances in building dp not exceed in 
length one hundred and fifty yards, 
. BifliQp Cameron, by compelling his pre- 
bends to build houfes for themfelves about 
the yeafr 1435, and to refide always in the 
town, (ofiiciating at their parifhes by vicars) 
no doubt contributed much to the increafe a- 
bove taken notice of; but what chiefly gave 
rife to the extenfion of the town towards this 
bridge, was the eftablifliment of the college 
by bifliop TurnbuU in the year 1450. 

If we take a view of the town at this time, 
we fliall find that it was by no means fo large, as 
we would have reafon to exped, confidering that 
it was the refidence of a wealthy bifliop, with 
a numerous clergy, and their attendants; the 
bounds ia which tjiey lived were certainly. 

K . t ' 
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narrow; if I might pretend to give even a 
conje£hirc at the number of inhabitants^ which 
were comprehended within the city of Glaf- 
gow at this time, Iwould fay that they might 
perhaps amount to fifteen hundred : with re- 
gard to their manners, we may fuppofe that 
they were the fame as they are found to be 
in many Roman catholic countries at this 
day; their connefticms with the priefts would 
render them credulous and fuperftitious, con- 
fequently they would be exceedingly igno- 
f ant ; having few wants, they would therefore 
be indolent; their wealth confifted in a few 
burrow-roods very ill cultivated, and in fome 
fmall cattle which fed on their commons. 

The eftablifhment of the univerfity, while 
it added much to the populoufnefs of the 
town, it in fa£k deftroyed its freedom. Bifhop 
TurnbuU fecms to have made a point of it with 
king James the fecond, that the city of Glaf- 
gow with the bifhop'g Foreft, flxould be ereded 
into a regality in his favour; it was accord- 
ingly done fo upon the 20th of April, 1450, 
[vide Appendix^ N*^ XX.] and this at once 
tcJok away all power from the citizens, and 
transferred it to the bifhop. 

Great and numerous as the powers are, 
which are yielded to the bifliop, yet he feems 
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sot to have thought them fufficient, to convey 
to the members of his uoiverfity, all that free^ 
dom which he wiflied to beftow upon them; 
he therefore obtains the king's royal letters^ 
containing a liumber of privileges granted to 
them ; and afterwards he, with the confent of 
his chapter, gives them many more, 

Bifliop Turnbull, throughout the whole of 
his condu^ refpeding the eflablifhment of 
the univerfity, appears to have been afraid, 
that the citizens would exert fuch pow^s^ as 
they had been poflefled of before the eredion 
of the regality ^ and that thcfe powers would be 
prejudicial to the colkge; for we oWerve,' by 
the privileges granted by the bishop to thie 
members of the univerfity, that the grealeft care 
is taken to render them altogether free and in«- 
dependent bf the citizens; and indeed the cU 
tizens do not feem to have tamely given up 
their privileges; the power of eleding their 
magiftrates they certainly difputed widi the bi- 
shop; for in a charter c€ confirmation of the 
regality in 1476, befides the powers formerly 
granted, the following are added; (Cumpotef- 
tnte infra eandem ctvitatem^ per tpfum eptfco-- 
pum^ et fucceffores fuos^ praepofituntj ballivos^ 
Jerjandof^ €t caeteros officiatiosy quotiensjibi v^- 
^bitur expediensy pro regimine et gubematione

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ejujdem civitatis^faciendh et conftltuendh etc in 
€t ah ei/dem qfficiisj imponendi^ et rcmovendij 
quafcumque perfonasy quoties ftbi placuerit.) 
'^ With full power to the bishop and his fuc-r

♦^ voft, baillies, fergeants, and other officers 
" within the faid city, for the management and 
*^ government of the fame, ag often as it shall 
" feem good ynto him, and of putting in, and 
" removing from thefe offices, whatever perr 
^* fons he shall think proper." _ : 

The efFefts of the eftablishmeiit of the coW 
lege were very foon obvious in Glafgow; the 
increafe of inhabitants was great, nor could it 
be otherwife; the various mechanics and fer-r 
vants, that would be neceffary to attend the 
number of profeffors and ftudents, muft have 
been confideuable; the High-ftreet, from the 
convent of the Black Friars, to where the crofs 
is now placed, was very foon filled up; the anr 
cient road which led to the common being top 
diftant for the conveniency of. the new inhabir 
tant9, the Gallowsgate-ftreet was begun to bp 
built; 2^nd foon ^fter this time, tl^e collegiate 
church pf the blefTed Mary, (now the Tron- 
.Church) being founded by the citizens, occafi- 
pned the. Trongate-ftreet to be carried as far tq 
•thQ weft ward, as the fituation of this cjtiurc^, .

The reft of the city, in its increafe, tended gra- 
dually towards the bridge, by the building of 
the Saltmarket-ftreet. 

The burrough-roods and the cattle that 
grazed on the commons, being found infuffi-. 
cient to maintain the increafed number of in- 
habitants, a greater degree of attention than 
formerly was paid to the fifhing in the river; 
many poor people fubfift^d themfelves by this 
occupation; they were incorporated into a^fo- 
ciety, and, in order that they might be at hand 
to profecute their bu^inefs, they built a confi- 
derable part of the ftreet now called the Bridge- 
g^te, but at that time the Fiflierfgate* 

The royal burghs being taxed by order of 
Queen Mary in 1556, Glafgow appears, m 
point of wealth, at this time, to have been only, 
the eleventh town in Scotland, as will appear 
from the annexed table of the fums paid by 
pach royal burgji. . 
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This tax was raifed upon the Inhabitants by 
an aflelTment) in which each c(»rpoFation raifed 
the particular fum, which the magiftrates and 
council ordained them to pay from aniong 
their relpe£live members, as appears by the 
following ftatute. 

^55^* " The ordinance and ftatute made 
be the baillie Jhone Muire and the remanent 
counfell of the town and ceite of Glafgow for 
the ingathering of the tax, laitUe devifit to. be 
tane of the burrowes.

. While the greateft part of the inhabitants, 
in the weftern counties of Scotland, were 
feized with an enthufiaftic zeal for carrying 
on the reformation of religion, the citizens of 
Glalgow were by no means fo aftive as the 
people who relided in their neighbourhood; 
the.refpedl and veneration which they would 
naturally have for their bifhpp, and the ad- 
vantages which refulted to the community, 
from the wealth that flowed into the town, by 
means of the bifhop and clergy, would have a 
wonderful efFed: in lulling their confciences 
afleep, and would render them lefs alert than 
others, in the deftrudion of the ancient reli- 
gion, from which they derived fo many tem- 
poral benefits; amidfl the numerous riots 
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which happened about this time, I do not find 
that they were ever engaged in any of them.* 

The introdudion of the reformed religion 
proved, for a time, prejudicial to the interefts 
of the city; the money which formerly was 
expended among the citizens, by the biftiop 
and clergy, was diverted into other channels ; 
the advantages which refulted from the num- 
ber of ftudents, who attended the univerfity, 
were for fome time loft; for the college was 
in a mariner deferted; extemporary efFufions 
of zeal were fubftituted in place of theologi- 
cal ledures, and human learning was in gene- 
ral defpifed by the reformers. 

With the change of religion, an alteration 
in the manners of the people would alfo gra- 
dually be introduced; but the latter would be 
much flower in taking eflFe£t than the former : 
the reformation was carried on with' a preci- 
pitancy, not to be equalled in the hiftory pf syiy 
country: the feverity of manners afcribed to 
the ancient prefbytcrians would require a 
length of time, before they could be brought 
tobeuniverfal. 

For the manner in which the magiftratcs 
were appointed by the bifhop, vide Appendix^ 
N'XXI. 

No fooner has the bifhop left the tsown, on

account pf the diftradions which reigned in 
his diocefe with regard to religious matters, 
than the citizens immediately begin to eleft 
their own magiftrates; the duke of Chattel- 
raut, forgetting his faith and truth, which he 
had pledged to the bifliop for the defence of 
his privileges, and perhaps aiming at fome- 
thing higher than the benefits which would 
arife to him from the government of the city 
of Glafgow, leaves them at full liberty to aft 
as they think proper. Accordirtgly, in

twenty merks; a woddcr thretty {hillings; fo 
yat all things appertaining td the fuftentatl- 
oune of man, in tripel and more -exceedit yair

1 568. While the earl of Murray, regent of 
the kingdom j was employed in holding a juf- 
tice court at Glafgow, the unfortunate queen. 
Mary made her cfcape frotti Lochlevin, where 
{he had been confined; and repairing to Ha-^ 
milton, {he was there joined by the earls of 
Argyle, Caflillis, Eglinton, and Rothes, and a 
great many others, who refolvCd, with their, 
forces, to march to Glafgow to de{lroy the re- 
gent. 

Murray, whofe courage never forfookhim, 
though abandoned by the lord Boyd, and a 
number of others, was determined to meet 
them in the field; and having received a fiap- 
ply of men, headed by the earj of Glencairn 
and lord Semple, and being joined by the earls 
of Morton, Mafr, and Menteith, with the lords 
L 2 
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people to follow thefe barbatous proceedings, 
by crying out, that the places where idols had 
been woffliipped ought, by the law of God, to 
be deftfoyed, and that the fparing of them wa* 
the referving of things execrable/' 

The execution of this ad for the weft, was 
committed to the earls of Arran, Argyle, and 
Glencairn; and they, at the interceflion of the 
inhabitants of Glafgow, had fpared the cathe- 
dral; but in this year Mr. Melvil, principal 
of the college, having, for a great while, fol- 
licited the magiftrates to have it pulled down, 
they at laft granted him liberty to do fo; but 
when he, by beat of drum, was affembliiig the 
workmen for that purpofe, the crafts (who 
juftly looked upon the cathedral as one of the 
greateft ornaments of their town,) ran imme* 
diately to arms, and informed Mr. Melvil, that* 
if any perfon^prefumed to pull down a fingle 
ftone of the church, he (hould, that moment, 
be buried under it ; and fo much were they 
incenfed at this attempt to deftroy this ancient 
building, that if the magiftrates had not come 
and appeafed them, they would have put to 
death Melvil, with all his adherents. A com- 
plaint v/as hereupon made by the minifters, 
and the leaders of the infurredion were fum- 
moned to appear before the council it Edin- 
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burgh; where the kiuigi at that time not thir- 
teen years of age, approved of what the crafts 
had done, and €omma.nded the minifters to 
proceed no farther in that affair; faying, that 
too many churche? had been alr/e^idy deftroyed, 
and that he would not tolerate any more abufes 
of that kind. 

1 580. " Efmo^ earl of Lennox, lord Darn- 
ley, provoft. 

19th of Oaober, 1580. '' The quhilk day 
compeirit Mathew Stewart of My nto, and pro- 
ducit an a<3: of fecrit counfiU fubfcrivit be 
Johne Andro, clerk thereof} bearing, yat 
George Elphinfton* William Conyngham, 
and Robert Rowat, had demittit yair office of 
bailUerie for this zeir, at the king's requeift, 
but prejudice of election of ye m^gilbrats in

* inflant ; and ficklike, petitionaqc Robert Stew^' 
arde, Heftor Stewarde, and John Grahame, to 
be placit in their rooms as baiUies for the zeir 
to cum, until Mychellmafs next; alfo petiti*- 
oune, fubfcrivit be James, archbifhop of Glaf- 
gow, dated at Edinburgh, the |6thday of Oc- 
tober mflant: quhilk twa petitioune^ were ac- 
ceptit, and commiffions given to the faidis 
three to officiate; and the faidi$ Hedor anH 
Johne inflantly acceptit, and gave yair aiths. 
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for theil- leii' attd true adminiftratiounc until 
Mychellmafs next/' 

1582. Archbiftiop Montgomery, by his 
contradj: with the duke of Lennox, having ren- 
dered himfelf difagreable to the prefby tery of 
Glafgow, they brought a procefs againft him 
before themfelves, in order that they might 
expel him from jhe church-; but his majefty, 
who favoured Montgomery, fent an order 
commanding them to defift from proceeding 
againft him; Matthew Stewart of Mynto, pror 
voft of the eitys went to the prefbytery to inti- 
mate this order; Mr. John Howefon, minifter 
of Cambuflang;, being moderator, had the au- 
dacity to tell him, that, in fpite of the king's 
warrant, they would proceed againft him; 
high vwrds enfued, upon which Mr. Stewart 
pulled him from his feat by the beard, and 
fent him to prifon for his contumacy; imme- • 
diately every pulpit throughout the couiitry 
refounded with the cry of the church being op- 
preffed* 

The clergy, at this time, were certainly 
aiming at procuring to themfelves greater 
power than ever was poflefled by the Roman 
Catholics; foi? they began a procefs diredly a- 
gainft provoft Stewart, for this treatment of 
their brother, and though the king himfelf dc- 
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fired them to delay the procefs againft Mr. 
Stewart, and thofe who affifted him in com- 
mitting Howefon to priibn, yet they, difregard- 
ing the royal mandate, went on, and decerned 
them to be excommunicated, and call forth of 
the focicty of the church. 

1 594. Magiftrates of Glafgow nominated 
by Walter, lord commendator of Banltyre: 
there were four baillies this year. 

1596. " Lytis lytit be the provoft, baillies, 
and counfil, to be baillies for yis prefent zeir; 
requeiftane, and defyrane my lord duke to 
cheis and nominat three of thame to be baillies j 
for yis prefent zeir to cum allenarly, thinkane 
three to be ane fuflficient number to that ef-< 
fedt." 

" Lord duke of Lennox, having power frae 
the king, did nominate Mathew Stewart of 
Mynto provoft, &c. 

1 599. Magiftrates nominate by Lddovick, 
duke of Lennox. 

1600. Magiftrates ele£tit in Glafgow. 

1606. 3pth of September. The magi- 
ftrates and counfil of Glafgow were continued 
by his majefty's order, in a letter, to the third 
day of November; " whilk day my lord arch- 
biftiop of Glafgow did nominate Robert Rouat, 
Thomas Mure, and Mathew Trumble, baillies j

which the counfil took to confidcration, to the 
13th of November, when prefent my lord of 
Glafgow, with the deaconis of the craftis, 
where for peace fake it was agreed, that ia 
tyme cuming, the lyte of the baillies be pre- 
fentit to the archbifhop as of auld, that he may 
make choife of three for baillies, which was 
delayed till his majeftie's pleafure be known, 
when the archbifhop named as follows, &c." 

1 6 1 2. Magiftrates chofen in Glafgow ; and, 
on the 23d of baober, the letter of gildry was 
confirmed, at Edinburgh, by king and parlia- 
ment. 

'633. This year, upon the i6th of Odo- 
ber, the town of Glafgow was confirmed by 
the parliament, to be a royal free burgh. 

1641, Enaaeid, " That nane hereafter be 
reffaveit baillie, whill twa years after they have 
been baillie." 

1645. While the nation was divided into 
royalifts and covenanters, the city of Glafgow 
contained within itfelf one of each of thefe par- 
tics, as will appear from the following tranf- 
adlions. 

30th* of September. « Conveinit in the 
counfell houfe, James Bell, provoft, John An- 
derfon, Mathcw Hamilton, William Neilfon, 
baillies, Henry Glen, dean of gild, Manafles 
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LyilljConveener, John Fleymin, treafuref, John 
Barnes, G^lin Campbell, Walter Stirling, Ga- 
vin Nifbet, John Anderfpune, Thomas Mor- 
foune, James Tran, Robert Darrochc, John 
Anderfoune, mailer of wark, William Hynd- 
ftiaw, James Barnes, John Wilfon, Thonias 
Scott, Robert Horner, Richard Allane, Henry 

' Merechell, Walter Douglas, Walter Neilfon, 
John Auldcome, and Adam Nichol. 

" The faid day being the day of eleding 
the Hiagiftratcs, according to the accuftomed 
form, compeired the richt honourable the earl 
of Lanrick, and, be virtue of the commiffion 

' granted to his lordfhip be the lords and others 
of the committee of eftates of Parliament, dif- 
chargeit Gilbert Merechell, Daniel Wallace, 
and Thomas Pollock, who war joined in com- 
miflion with the commiffioners to capitulate 
with James Grahame, of any pufflic charge 
within the faid burghe, and thereafter did dis- 
charge James Bell, proveft, of his office of 
proveftrie, his time being expyrit, and the time 
come of the eledion of ane new provrfl:, un- 
till farder triall be takea be the faid committee 
of eftates." 

'' The faid day, the faid noble earl, being au- 
thorifed with a commiffion from the ftate, to 
fee all fuch magiftrates within this burgh fuf-* 
M 2" 
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pennit, and difchargeit of their offices, wha 
have been adtoris in the capitulation with 
James Grahan][e, or acceffoire thereto, and their 
places filled with men well afFedted to the caufe 
and country, did alfo defire to knawe, from the 
three baillies in charge, and town counfill of 
this burghe, gif they will for the ^refervation 
of the liberties of the burghe, (qnhilk he de- 
firit may be inteirlie and inyiolablie be prefer- 
tit) prefently proceed to the lyting of their mar 
giftrates, out of ane other lyte than that of the 
prefent counfiUors. The faid bailUes and 
counfill having at length confiderit the above-r 
written demand, and taking to their confidera- 
tions the oath given be them all at their admif- 
lions as burgefles, to defend the haill liberteis, 
and privileges of this burghe, and knawing the 
eledlion of the magillrates to be the cheife, did 
find that they could not therefore^ yield to the 
forefaid demand; it not being in ony fort agre- 
able to the accuftomed form obfef ved be them, 
and their predeceflbris, in the lyk paft the me- 
moire of man, quhilk is agreable to the Uws of 
burrows, warranted be a£ts of Parliament; and 
therefore they all, in ane voice, did condefcend[ 
to ftand firm to the ordour they hs^vc been in 
\ife, to choife their magiftrates out of the pre- 
fent counfill, and no utherways, except they 
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could bring perjury upon thtlmfelves: quhilfc 
anfwer they did ordain to be publiflied, and 
fent to the faid noble earl, who after reading 
of the forefaid demand, had removed himfelf : 
thereafter compeired the faid earl, and gave in 
fubfcribat with his hand, ane paper, whereof 
the tenor follows. 

" The earl of Lanrick, finding that the 
baillies and town counfil of Glafgow have de-^ 
clared, that they will only chufe their magi- 
ftrates out of the prefent counfil and no other- 
ways, as by their declaration given him^ and 
figned by their dark; and confidering, that by 
the commiflion granted to him, be the eftates, 
4II fuch as have been adoris, or acceflbrie to 
their capitulation with James Grahame, are to 
be fufpepdeit and difchargeit of their offices; 
and finding by their depofitions of twenty-, 
ninth of September, that the proveft, baillies, 
and hail town counfiU, (except George Porter- 
field) were acceflbrie to the waiting upon, and 
capitulating with James Grahame, therefore 
finding, that he cannot be anfwerable to the 
eftates, if any of the faid cqunfiU fhall be 
chofen, or admitted to the charge of being pro- 
veft or baillies within this brughe, and, by vir^ 
tue of his commiflion, difchargit them to pro- 
ceed to the pledion of any perfon of their 
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counfill, or any others within their town, who 
had been acGcfforie to their capitulation with 
James Grahame, to any public office within 
burghe, untill they knawe the cftates further 
pleafure, which, with all poflible diligence, he 
will labour to have returned unto them; 
wherein they are not to fail, as they will be 
anfwerable upon their heighcft perrill. At 
Glafgow 30th of September, 1645. Where4 
upon John Auderfon, baillie, for himfelf, and 
in name and behalf of the remainent baillies, 
counciU, and haiU commiinitie of the faide 
burghe, proteftit,€hat the famen ihould be nae 
wayes prqudiciall to the liberteis and privi-? 
leges of the fame, anent the election of the 
magiftrates, not being lyted this day.*' 

The James Graham here made mention of, 
was the great, the accomplifhed marquis 6f 
Montrofe; impartial hiftory has done juftice 
to his merit, though his contemporaries feem 
to have been ignorant of it. He had, not long 
before this event, encamped with his army 
in the neighbourhood of the town, and had 
fent a meffage to the magiftrates, demanding 
a certain number of bonnets, fhoes, and other 
neceflaries, with fome money for the ufe of 
bis army ; the magiftrates and town council 
h^d waited upon him, to endeavour to get 
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him to abate fomewhat in his demands; the 
marquis had detained them to dinner, and had. 
granted them the abatement they demanded; 
upon taking leave of him, fome of them kif- 
fed his hand, and out of the abundance of 
their zeal wifhed him fuccefs ; an account of 
this was fbon fent to the covenanters ; it ex- 
cited their jealoufy, and occafioned this vifit 
from the earl of Lanerk; and the anlwer giv- 
en to him by the magiftrates and council was 
certainly fpirited and proper. 

1645. ** Odsober nth, Conveinit James 
Bdl^ Jdm Anderfbn, &c. The faid day com- 
pared perfonally, Sir William Baillie of La- 
mington. Sir James Lockhart of Leye, Sir 
William Carmichaell^ and others of the com- 
mittee of ClydifiJale, and produceit a letter 
direct to them, he the committee of eftates, 
willing them to meet in Glafgow, and lie the 
magiftrates thereof accept their charges, and 
in their names to take their oaths, for their 
faithful difcharge of their duties therein; and 
thereafter produceit ane other letter, direA be 
the committee of eftates, to the burgelTes of 
Glafgow, wherein there wa« containit ane lift, 
fubfcribet be the earl of Crawfurd Lindfay, 
containing the names of fuch as were to be 
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provoft, baillies, and council! of this burgh, 
viz. George Porterfield, provoft, &c." 

Henry Gibfon, town dark, was depofed, as 
being concerned in the capitulation with James 
Grahame, againft which he protefted. Againft 
the above nomination of magiftrates and coun- 
cil, a proteftation was entered, that it fliould 
no ways be prejudicial to the liberties and pri- 
vileges of the burgh. 

1648. " June 1 3th, Conveinit in the coun- 
cil! houfe of Glafgpw, James Bell, kit provoft, 
John Anderfon, William Nielfon, lait baillies, 
John Barnes, James Hamijtone, Walter Stirling, 
James Tran, Robert Darrdche, Thomas Pol- 
lock, John Anderfon, youngeft, James Col- 
quhoune, Thomas Scott, Richard Allan, Tho- 
mas Morfounne, John Herbertlbn, John 
Auldcorne, Robert Horner, William Hynd- 
fhaw, Walter Nielfon, James Barnes, Henry 
Merechell, as being ane number of thefe wha 
buir office as provoft, baillies, and council!, of 
this brughe in anno 1645. 

*♦ The quhilk Day there was producet, in 
prefence of the forefaid haill perfonnis above 
nameit, ane letter dire<a to the magiftrates and 
councill of the faid town of Glafgow, wha 
buire office there in anno 1645, having inclofit 
within the fame an a6t of parlian^nt, for mak- 
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ing of ane new election of the provoft, baillies, 
and councillof thefaid brughe, and other offifce- 
bearers therein, conform to the tenor of the 
iaid aft: quhilk aft being redd, in prefence of

the laid aft/' 

« Glafgow, 14th of June 1648. Conveinit; 
in the councill-houfe of the faid brughe, James 
Bell, &c« as before-mentioned, who did bear 
office as provofl, baillies, and councill of this 
brughe, in anno 1645, ^^^ ^^^ thera Gabriel 
and Andrew Cunygnhames> Niniane Gilhagie,

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James Duncan, and David Schcirer, wha were 
of the faid councill, and haldin and reput aa 
they wha gave, or were willing to give, obe- 
dience to the adis of parliament.

" The above named magiftrates and coun- 
cill, were put out of place the 14th of June, 
1648, in obedience to ane a£t of parliament, 
of date the loth of June, 1648, for refufing 
to join in the late engagement; but were re- 
poinit by a£t of committee of eftates, dated the 
27 th of September, 1648, as having been un- 
juftlyejeded.'* 
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The town of Glafgow about this time wag 
almofl deftroyed by misfortunes ; to the cala-^ 
mitles attending civil war and divifion, were 
added thofe of peftilence and famine; the 
plague had raged for fpme time in the city and 
neighbourhood, the crops of corn had failed, 
the meal was fold at one fliilling and nine 
pence Sterling per peck ; and to compleat their 
mifery, a violent fire breaking out in June, 
1652, had deftroyed the greateft part of the 
Saltmarket, TrOngate, and High Street. The 
fronts of the houfes were then moftly of woodt , 
fo that they became an eafy prey to the vio-'^^": 
lence of the flames; to prevent this in futurei 
the fronts were built of, free ftone, which a- 
bounds in the neighbourhood,. For the dread- 
ful effcGts of thiis fire, fee a reprefentation 
drawn up by the magiftratesat that time, in 
the true puritanical ftyle of the age, in Appeh-^ 
dix, N° XXII. 

1658. *^ The eledion of magiftrates was de- 
ferred, at the defire of his highnefs the lord 
prote£tour, in a letter producet by the provoft . 
to the couacill, of date the 30th of September, 

1657- 

1679, " Magiftrates and town-councill of 

Glafgow continued by an order from the privy 

lSf^2 
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councill at Edinburgh^ for aaother year, from 
the 30th of September, 1679. 

168 1. " The eleftion of magiftrates and 
town-council of Glafgow was poftponed by 
the ufual time of eledlion, to the 7th pf Odto* 
ber^ 168 1, becaufe liis royal highnefs Jame^ 
duke of York was in town, ^hen the. following 
pcrfon? wore chofen, viz. Sir John Bell, &c." 

By a^n order from his roy?^l higjinefs J^mc^ 
duke of York, and the privy council at Edin«- 
burgh, a new eledlion was ordained to be upon 
the i6th of November, 1681. 

When the convention met at Edinburgh, 
upon the abdication of king James the fecond^ 
4a order to confider of the fettl^ment of the 
qrown upon William and Mary, the city 6f 
Glafgow, which has ever diftinguifbed itfelf 
in favour qf the Proteflant intereft, levied and 
jirmed five hundred nn^en, whopi they fent into 
Edinburgh, to affift in guarding the convention 
pf eftates; tliey were commanded by the earl 
of Argyle, and the lord Newbottle, 

i689. The magiftrates and council were 
eledled by a poll VQte o^ alj the byrgeffes upoa^ 
the 2d of July, 

Ever fipice the reformation of religion, it ia 
impoffible to affert who was poffeffed of the 
po\^er of nominating t^e magiftrates of Glaf^ 
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gow; the citizens exercifed it, the bifhop, the 
earl of Lennox, and others; the idea that Glaf- 
gow was a bilhop's burgh, and not a royal free 
burgh, gave occafion to this unfettled manner 
of appointing the m^giftracy j and though they 
were declared to be a royal free bur^h in 1633, 
by the parliament,, yet we find their freedom 
of eledion difturbed, by the privy council, by 
Cromwell, and by the duke of York. 

The freedom beftowed by the Revolution 
extended to the city of Glafgow; William and 
Mary, by their charter of January the 4th^ 
1690, declared the town freej and in the con- 
firmation of this chirter by a<9: of parliament 
in June 14th, i6()o^ {vide JppendixN'' XXIII,) 
it is inferted, that they fhall have power and 
privilege to eledt their own magiftrates, pro- 
voft, baillies, and other officers within the 
burgh, as fully, and ^s freely, in all refpedts^ 
as the city of Edinburgh, or any other royal 
burgh within the kingdom; and this freedom 
of eledion continues to this day. 

1690. The council this year ena£ted, that 
xxo public houfe-teeper fhould be conveener. 

1694. ** Mr. Robert P^rk, town clerk, 
was fticked in the town clerk's chamber, ia the 
month of Odkober, by major James Menzies, 
with a fword in a fit of paflion; and fame 
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night the major was fhot in Renfield garden, 
by one of three purfuers, viz. John Anderfon, 
late provoft, John Gillefpie, taylor, and Robert 
Stevenfon, wright; he is faid to have been kil- 
led by John Gillefpie, as he would not be 
taken." 

The reafon of this daring murder commit- 
ted by the major was this; a citizen and foldier 
having fome diflFerence, they applied to the 
fitting magiftrate to determine it; the major at- 
tended to fupport his foldier; the town-clerk 
embraced the caufe of the citizen, and, in the 
converfation, made ufe of fome expreffions 
which incenfed the major, upon which he 
drew his fword, and run him through the 
body. 

By the aft of parliament pafled the 20th of 
June, 1695, for a monthly cefs to be paid by 
the royal burghs in the kingdom, we find that 
the wealth of the different towns in Scotland 
varies greatly from what it Was in the aflfeff- 
ment of 1556; the city of Glafgow now ftands 
fecond on the roll in point of wealth, as will 
appear from the following account of the fums 
paid by each burgh.

To account for this comparative fuperiority 
of the wealth of Glafgow at this time, I muft 
take notice, that fincebeforfe tiie reftoration of 
the royal family, in the perfon of Charles the. 
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fecond, the inhabitants of Glafgow had been In 
pofleffion of the fale of both refined and raw 
fugars for the greater part of Scotland; they 
had a privilege of diftilling fpirits from their 
melaffes, free from all duty and excife; the 
herring-fifliery was alfo carried on, to what 
was, at that time, thought a confiderable ex- 
tent; they' were the only people in Scotland 
who made foap; and they fent anAually fome 
hides, linen, &c. to Briftol, from whence they 
brought back in return, a little tobacco, (which 
they manufadtured into fnufF and otherways,) 
fugars, and goods of the manjifadhire of Eng- 
land, with which they fupplied a confiderable 
part of the Whole kingdom. 

1696. The inhabitants of Glafgow contri- 
buted liberally to the expedition to Darien, 
from which fcheme the whole people of Scot- 
land wer? of opinion, that immenfe fums of 
money were to be made; that it would have 
fucceeded, provided proper fupport had been 
given to it by the government,, is, I believe, 
beyond a doubt ; but the partiality which king 
William feems to have had for the Dutch co- 
lony of Surinam, and the mean jealoufy of the 
Englifli againft this infant-fettlement, prevailed 
upon hipa to iffue out a proclamation, forbidding 
the Englifh colonies, either to fupply them with 
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pfx)vifion8, or to hold any cqrrefpondettce with 
them; this efFe£tually ruined the colony, and 
their goldeft dreiims Vanifhed at once* 

1 707. The Onion \frith England, fo fortu- 
nate for the happinefs of both kingdoms, beiAg 
laccomplifhed this year, We may frona this aefa 
date the profperity of the city of Glafgow; 
whatever effof ts the inhabitants had made, for 
the intf oductidii and extenfioii bf commerce 
and taanufadtureis, prior to this time, they were 
but trifling and unimportant; by the Unioiit 
the trade to America Was laid opeti, the inha- 
bitatits were fenfibk bf their advantageous li- 
tuation on the weft coaft, and they began al- 
inoft immediately to prbfecute this commerce ; 
the afliduoUs attention, the unwearied ilpplica- 
tion, which they hav6 exerted, ever fiiice that 
period, to the extending bf their cbmmerce,and 
to the introdudtion and improvement of manu- 
factures have proved the nieans of raifing the 
inhabitants of Glafgow to that affluent conditi- 
on, which they are to be found in at prefent* 
If we take a view of the city, at this period, we 
ihall find that it extended to the eaftward, as 
far as the Saracen^s Head-inn; to the wefl:ward 
if reached no farther than the fituation of the 
Black Bull-inn ; the grounds upon which BeU's 
Wynd, Candleriggs, King^s ftrect, Prince's

ftreet, and StockwcU ftreet, though now po» 
pulous and well built ftrcets, and at that time 
contained within the walls of the city, were 
only corn-fields J the other ftreet s were but 
fparfely built, and thinly inhabited, in com- 
^parifon with what they are at prefent; the 
number of peopl? did not exceed fourteen 
thoufand, and they were in general poor; mar 
nufadlures, the only certain means of diffufing 
wealth over a whole people, were almqft un- 
known; and commerce, which, without ma- 
nufad):urea, tends to the, enriching of only a 
few, was carried to a very trifling extent j the 
inhabitants fubfifted by letting lodgings, and 
furniihtag neqeflaries, to the young gentlemen, 
who attended the college; by a fale of fugarcj, 
and fpirits diftilled from them, aftd of goods 
the manufadure of both England and Scotland; 
by the making of foap, by the cultivation of 
fome-Uttle land in their neighbourhood, and by 
the advantages that refulted from the numbers 
who attended their weekly markets and fairs; 
the body of the peopl? were but a degree above 
want; the ftreets were crowded with beggarsi 
both old and young, who were able and wil- 
ling to work, could they have found emjploy-^ 
ment 

The community were fenfible of the incon- 
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veniency> that attended the want of a fuffici- 
ency of water in the river Clyde, for carrying 
on their cbfhmerce; they were therefore re- 
iblved to have a port of their own, nigher the 
fnouth of the river, where the depth of cwater 
fliould be fufficient to admit any veflels, which 
they might have occafion to employ; they pro*- 
pofed to make a harbour at Dumbarton^ but ^8 
this is a royal burgh, the magiftrates of that 
town oppofed it, as the ififlux of failors and o- 
thers, and the great increafe of inhabitants, 
which the harbour would be the caufe of, 
would, they imagined, raife the price of pro- 
vifions. The magiftrates and town-council of 
Glafgow, therefore, purchafed fome grounds, 
upon the fouth fide of the river Clyde, for this 
purpofe ; and fo expeditious were they in mak* 
ing their harbour, and rearing their town, that 
in 17 1 o, a baillie was appointed for the go- 
vernment of Port-Glafgow ; it is now a very 
confiderable parifh, and lies fourteen miles 
nigher the mouth of Clyde than Glafgow. 

17 1 J. The convention of royal biirghs 
having ordered each burgh in Scotland to tranf- 
mit to the clerk of the royal burghs, a copy of " 
their fetts or cuftoms, in thq eleQion of their 
magiftrates and councils, the city of Glafgow 
O 2 
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fcnt in theirs, for which vide Appendix N* 

The dcfire of ferving in parliament, now fo 
prevalent among our great men, was not fo 
ftrong immediately after the Union ; in place 
of throwing away great fums of money to ob- 
tain a feat, the people paid their reprefentatives 
for their attendance, as may be feen from the 
following fums, paid by the city of Glafgow,

1 7 1 5. When the rebellion bi;oke out undey 
the earl of Marr, the city pf Glafgow raifed 2^ 
battalion of 600 iQen, and maintained then^ 
for fixty days at their own expence; they 
n^adc an offer of thefe men to government, 
for which they received a letter of thanks 
from Iqrd Xpwnfhepd, in his majefty's namej 
but at the fam? tiw? jnfqrffiing tjiem, th»t }m

majefty was in hopes, fuch meafures had been 
taken for the fecurity and defence of the coun- 
try, as would be effe£kual, without putting the 
inhabitants of Glafgow to any trouble or ex- 
pence. However the duke of Argyle having 
made a requilition of thefe men, by his letter 
of the 14th of September, they immediately 
marched to Stirling, and joined the king's 
troops. The people were at the' fame time, 
not inattentive to their own fafety, for they 
began to fortify the town, by drawing a ditch 
round it, twelve feet wide, and fix feet deep. 

1 722. An impofition of two pennies Scots 
upon each Scots pint of ale and beer, brewed, 
inbrought, and fold, within the city of Glaf- 
gow, granted by an a£t paffed in the parlia- 
ment of Scotland the 15th of June, 1693, and 
continued by another adl of the 21ft of Sep- 
tember, 1705, towards enabling the city to pay 
their debts, beautify their town, and improve 
trade there, ftiall, by aft of parliament, be paid 
to the magiftrates and town-council. of Glaf- 
gow, from the ift of November, 1722, for 
fixteen years; and farther continued by fun- 
dry ads of parliament to this time; and ex- 
tended over the villages of Gorbells and Port- 
Qlafgow. 

1724. The town was fo much increafed, 
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diat an additional church was found neceflary^ 
the Ramfliorn was accordingly built by the 
community, and finifhed about this time; the 
Candleriggs, King's ftreet, and Princess ftreet 
were laid out, and begun to be built. 

J 725. Mr. Campbell, the member of par- 
liament for the city, having given his vote fot 
the malt-tax being extended to Scotland, and 
this tax being exceedingly difagreeable, it oc- 
cafioned a riot among the lower clafs of peo- 
ple, who aflembling tumultuoufly, deftroyed 
the furniture of Mr. Campbeirs houfe, and 
maltreated fome excifemen, who attempted to 
take an account of the malt. 

General Wade, who commanded the forces 
in Scotla,nd, had fent two companies of foldi* 
ers, under the command of captain Bufhell, to 
prevent any difturbance of this kind ; he<irew 
up his men in the ftreet, where they were pelt* 
ed with ftones by the multitude, which he en- 
deavoured to difperfe, by firing among them 
without (hot ; this expedient failing, he order- 
ed his men to load their pieces with ball, and 
at a time when the magiftrates were advancing 
towards him in a body, to aflift him with their 
advice and influence, he commanded the fol* 
diers to fire four different ways, without the 
fan£tion of the civil authority. About twenty 
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{^erfons w^re killed or ipyouaded upop this oo- 
cafipn; the people feeing fo many vi^lims fall, 
were exafperated beyond all fenfe i4 danger; 
they began to procure arms» afid breathed 
nothing but defiance and rerenge; BuiheU 
thought prqper to retreat to the ca^le pf Dunx- 
bartCMEi/and was purfued above five miles by 
the enraged multitude. 

General Wade being in&rmed of this tranf^ 
adbn, aflembled a body of forces, and being 
accompanied by Duncan Forbes, lord advo- 
cate, took pofleflion of the town; the magi^- 
ftratea were apprehended, and conveyed pri- 
foners to Edinburgh, where the lords of juf- 
ticiary, having taken cognifance of the af- 
fair, declared them innocent, fo that they were 
immediately difdiarged. 

Bufliell was tried for murder, convi^ed^ 
and condemned; but inftead of undergoing 
the penalties of the law, he was indulged with 
a pardon, and promoted in the fervice*, 

Mr. Campbell having petitioned the houfe 
of cop^mons, that he might be indemnified 
for the damage he had fufiained from th^ 
j-ioters, a bill palTed in his favour; thefe da- 
jnages, with other expences incurred by the

1 7 2 5 to 1 7 50. The cothittef ce io Amerida 
having hitherto proved fuccefsful, the advan- 
tages thatVould refult, from introducing ma- 
nufadtures in different articles, for this, And 
bther markets, were eatily forefeen hy the in- 
habitants; the making of Itnens df various 
-kinds, of threads, of faddles, of fhoes, and of 
iron-mo Agek-y ware, was attended to;' and thfe 
benefits which the inhabitants have derived 
^ from them have been very gre^t. 

1745. During the time of the irebellion, 
the citizens of Glafgow gave proof of their 
attachment to Revolutioh-pf inciples, by raifin^ 
two battalions, of 600 men each, for the fer- 
vice of government; and for their adtivity iti 
favours of the prefent family^ they would 
have fufFered moft fevdrely, hsid it not beeti 
for the interpofition of Mi^. Cameron df 
Lochiel ; a refolutiori had been taker! by the 
rebels td plunder and buril the city of Glafgow, 
and had not Mr. Cameroft threatened to with- 
draw his clan, if this tefolution fhould be put 
iti pradtice, it is pfobable that Glafgow would 

V have been deftroyed. 

I Upon the 14th of September, the magi- 

ftrates received a letter from the pretender's foil. 
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demanding from the corporation 15^000!. 
Sterling in money, with all their arms, and 
all arrears of taxes then due to government; 
but this demand was difregarded by the ma- 
giftrates, as they were in hopes of being 
fpeedily relieved by Sir John Cope, who was 
then on his march from the north; however* 
upon the 26th, Mr. John Hay, writer to the 
fignet, came to Glafgow with a party of 
horfe, and being met by Glcngyle, chief of 
the McGregors, with a great part of his clan, 
he produced another letter, to the fame effeA 
with the former; but with a power to treat 
with the magiftrates, in cafe of their being 
unable to conlply with the firft demand: the 
magiftrates were, under the neceffity of treat- 
ing, and as they alledged they were unable 
to pay the fum demanded. Hay compounded 
with them, for 5000 1. in money, and 500 1. 
in goods; which fums were borrowed on the 
credit of the corporation* Upon the return of 
the rebels from England, the fame Mr. Hay 
came in with the firft of their army, and 
made a new demand upon the corporation; 
which was, that they fhould furniftx the rebel 
army with j 2,000 linen fhirts, 6000 cloth- 
^oats, 6000 pairs of ihoes, 6000 pairs of hofe, 

p t 
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and 6000 bonnets; which requifition they 
were obliged to comply with. 

Thefe goods, with the money formerly paid 
them, the expence of railing and fublifting the 
two city battalions, (one of which was engag- 
ed at Falkirk, and behaved remarkably well) 
and the charge of maintaining the rebel ar- 
my in free quarters for ten days, coft the 
community the fum of 14,000 L Sterling, 
1 0,000 1. of which they recovered in 1749^ 
by an application to parliament. 

1748. The former fett of the burgh having 
been complained of, as having a tendency to 
continue the government of the city in a par- 
ticular fet of men, longer than may be for 
the public intereft, a new one was made out, 
for which vide Appendix N° XXV* 

1750. Hitherto an attentive induftry^ and 
a frugality bordering upon parfimony, had 
been the general charadteriftic of the inhabitants 
of Glafgow; the feverity of the ancient man- 
ners prevailed in full vigour; people were pre- 
vented, by authority, from walking on the 
Lord's day; no lamps were lighted on that 
evening, becaufe it was prefumed that no man 
would be out of his ownhoufe after' fun-fet; 
the indulgences, and , innocent amufements 
of life, were either unknown, or were little 
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praiStifed. An extending commerce and in- 
creafmg manufadtures, joined to frugality 
and induftry^ had produced wealth ; the efta- 
blifhment of banks had rendered it e^fy fofr 
people poffeffed of credit to obtain money; 
the ideas of the people were enlarged, and 
fchemes of trade and improvement were ad-* 
opted, and put in pradkice, the undertakers 
of which, in former times, would have been 
denominated madmen; a new ftile was in-^ 
troduced in building, in living, in drefs, and in 
furniture; the, conveniences, the elegances of 
life began to be ftudied; wheel-carriages were 
fet up; public places of entertainment were 
frequented; an aflembly-room and a play- 
houfe were built by fubfcription. 

In vain did the clergy, thefe watchful paf- 
tors, declaim againft this change of manners 
that began to gain ground among the people ; 
they were either carelefsly liftened to, or little 
regarded ; luxury advanced with hafty ftrides 
every day; and yet from this aera we may 
date all the fubfequent improvements which 
have taken place, not only in Glafgow, but 
over the whole of the weft of Scotland : new 
ftreets have been laid out, and houfes built 
with a tafte and elegance unknown in former 
times ; the old wooden houfes, of which there 
P 2 
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was a number, have be^n pulled down, and 
ftone ones, of a better fabric, redred in their 
place; the manner of living is far better in 
general, and a cleanlinefs aiid neatnefs in dr^fs, 
and in furniture, are now almoft univerfal^ 
which muft contribute, in a very great de- 
gree, to health and happinefs. 
• As there, is no method of eftimating, with 
grej^ter certainty^ the growing improvement 
and confequence of any town, than by their 
frequent applications to parliament, I have 
therefore inferted the titles of fuch a£ks as have 
been obtained in favours of the city of Glaf- 
gow, fmcethe year 1750. 

1753. " An adt for repairing the roads from 
Livingfton, in the county of Linlithgow, by the 
Kirk of Shotts,- to thp city of Glafgow, and by 
^he town of Hamilton, to the town of Strathar 
von, in the county of Lanark; tolls are granted, 
from and after the 2 2d of A.uguft, 1753^ 

*♦ Ariad: for repairing f^verjil roads, lead- 
ing into ^he city of Qlafgow. 

1756. " An ad for ereding, ijiaintaining, 
and fupporting, ^^ light-houfe on the ifland of 
little Cumrs^y, in the county of Bute, at the 
inouth of the river clyde, in Nof th-Britain, and 
for rendei'ing the navigation in the frith and 
rjv^r of Clyde more fafe and commodiovis.."* 
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1759. ** An a£t for improving the naviga- 
tion of the river Clyde to the city of Glafgow, 
and for building a bridge crofs the faid river, 
from the faid city to the village of Gorbells.'* 

1 767. The people of Glafgow having, pro- 
jected the making of a fmall cut or canal, from 
the frith of Forth, to the frith of Clyde, for the 
conveniency of their, trade to the eaftern fide 
of the ifland, feveral gentlemen at Edinburgh, 
and throughout different parts of the kingdom, 
, propofed that this canal fhould be carried on 
upon a much larger fcale than the one that 
was prqjedted by the inhabitants of Glafgow; 
accordingly they obtained " An a6t, for mak- 
ing and maintaining a navigable cut or canal 
from the frith or river of Forth# at or near the 
mouth of the river of Carron,-in the county of 
Stirling, to the frith or river of Clyde, at or 
pear a place called Dalriiuir Burn-foot, in the 
county of Dumbarton; and ^Ifb a collateral cut 
frbm the fame to the city of Glafgow; and for 
making a navigable cut or cailal of communi- 
cation, from the port and harbour of Borrowf- 
townnefs, to join the faid canal, at or near the 
place where it will fall into the frith of Forth. 

J 770. " An adl to explain and amend an 
?i€t made in the thirty-fecond year of the reign 
pf king George tl|e Second, for improving the 
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navigation of the river Clyde to the city of 
Glafgow, and for building a bridge crofs the 
faid river, from the f^tid city to the village of 
Gorbells. 

/ 177 1. " An ad for making and widening 
a paffage or ftreet from the,Saltmarbet ftreet, 
in the city of Glafgow, to St. Andrew's church 
in the faid city, and for enlarging and compleat- 
ing the church- yard of the faid church; and for 
making and building a convenient exchange, 
or fquare, in the faid city; and alfo for explain- 
ing and amending an adl, paffed in the thirty- 
fecond year of his late majefty, for improving 
the navigation of the river Clyde to the city of 
Glafgow, and for building a bridge crofs the 
faid river, from the faid city to the village of 
Gorbells. 

" An adlfor making and maintaining a na-. 
vigable cut or canal, and waggon-way, from 
the coalleries in the pariflies of Old and New 
Monkland, to the city of Glafgow. 

** An ^Ol for explaining and amending an 
a£t, made in the thirty-fecond year of his late 
majefty, for improving the navigation of the 
river Clyde t6 the city of Glafgow, and for 
building a bridge crofs the faid river, from the 
faid city to the village of Gorbells ; and part of 
another a<3:) made in the eighth year of his 
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prefent majefty, for explaining and amending 
the faid a6t, and for repairing, widening, and 
enlarging the old bridge, acrofs the river of 
Clyde, from the city of Glafgow to the village 
ofGorbells/' 

Befides thefc afks narrated above, feve^jal 
a£ts for roads have been obtained. - 

The advantagea refulting from thefc add 
are,, that we are now bleffed with good road« 
all aromid the city- of Glafgow, a light-houfe 
has been eredted on the ifland of Little Cum^ 
ray, which has proved highly ferviceable to the 
fhippiiig and trade of Glafgow j a convenient 
bridge has been built acrofs the river of Clyde j 
and they are employed, at prefent, in widening 
and repairing the old one ; the canal from the 
frith of Forth is brought within a mile of the 
city; this muft, in time, prove of very great 
ufe to the trade and improvement of the coun- 
try. The river Clyde, which, in former times, 
was fo (hallow, that it frequently proved a very 
great hinderance to .the expeditious difpatch of 
the {hipping from Pprt-Glafgow and Greenock, 
is no>v fo much deepened, that there is always 
more than feven feet of water, at the Broomy- 
law, or quay of Glafgow, every tide, fo that 
lighters and boats can be employed'at all times. 

The Monkland-canal, which was under- 
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taken with a view to reduce the price of coals, 
has not anfwered the end for which it was in- 
tended. 

It may be confidently afferted, that, fince 
the year 1750, a total change has been effeded, 
not only in Glafgow, but over the whole coun- 
try around it; the manners of the people have 
undergonie an alteration greatly for the better; 
a fpirit of induftry and ad:ivity has been raifed, 
and now pervades every order of men; com- 
merce has been increafed, manufactures have 
been carried on to a confiderable extent, and 
they are ftill extending ; every perfon is em- 
ployed, not a beggar is to be feenf in the ftreets, 
the very children are bufy. 

Having, it two former periods, given a com- 
parative ftate of the wealth of the different 
royal burghs, annexed is a copy of their tax-, 
roll in July, 1 771, from which will be feen 
their comparative ftate of wealth at prefent.

OF THE SITUATION OF GLASGOW, NUM- 
BERS, DIVISIONS, GOVERNMENT, RE- 
VENUE, Sec. 

GLASGOW is fituatedin North Britain, 
in the Ihire of Lanark, upon the banks , 
of the river Clyde, in latitude 55 : 50 North, 
longitude 4 : 30 Weft from the. meridian of 
London. The moft ancient part of the city 
ftandfi upon a rifing ground. The foundation 
of the cathedral is 104 feet higher than the bed 
of the river; the defccnt from this high ground 
reaches to about one hundred yards below the 
College. The reft of the town is built upon 
a plain. The city reaches from north to fouth, 
i. e. from the Stable-green Port to the fouth 
end of the Grorbells, 2000 yards; from eaft to 
weft, I. e. from the Gallowgate toll-bar to 
Grahameftown toll-bar, 3160 yards; to the 
eaft the ground is not entirely built up; to the 
weft the buildings are extended beyond the 
royalty. 

With regard to the foil in the neighbour- 
hood of Glafgow, it is in general barren; to 
the north the country rifes gradually into hills. 
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the foil here is rocky and full of gravel; to the 
caft it is tolerably level, but of a fandy foil; to 
the fouth the country ia alfo level for about two 
miles, and here a part ofthe foil is of a ftrong 
day J to the weft the country is in general Ian- 
dy and level. 

Of all the improvements which have been 
made in the neighbourhood of Glafgow, agri- 
culture, which ought to have been attended to 
among the firft, has been the laft; it is only 
within thefe laft twenty years that any thing 
has been done to purpofe ; tut the progrefs in 
-this ufeful branch of improvement has been 
exceedingly rapid; the country around Glas- 
gow is for fome miles well cultivated, and a part 
of it is inclofed with hedges and ftone-dykes; a 
tafte for planting is alfo become univerfal, fo 
that, in the courfe of afew years, the face of 
the country muft be changed for the better: 
numbers of villas, the fummer refidences of 
' wealthy merchants and mechanics, appear e- 
very where around the town. 

From the level fituation of the city upon the 
river, and from the frequent rains that fall in 
Glafgow, and over the whole of the weft of 
Scotland, a ftranger would be apt to pronounce 
it an unhealthy place; but this is vety far front 
being the cafe ; whether it proceeds from the 

CL2 
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falubrity of the air, the temperance of the peo- 
ple, or from the widenefe and cleanltnefs of the 
ftreets, I cannot pretend to determine; it is 
however certain, that the people in Glafgow 
are, in general, healthy; ague9, fo common in - 
places that lie low upon rivers, ar? unknown ; 
in no town of its fize, as far s^s ever I could 
find, do fo many people live to above the age 
offixty. 

Though the people in Glafgow are not 
numbered with that accuracy which isobferved 
in maqy towns in England, yet, from the lifts 
annually taken by the minifters and elders, we 
learn, that the number of inhabitants in the 
city of Glafgow* and in the villages of CJor- 
bells and Calton, which arp joined with it, 
(though not ivithin the royalty) amounts to; 
forty three thoufand, which agrees to within a 
trifle of only one in thirty-two dying annual- 
ly; a certain fign of the healthinefs of the 
place* The average number of perfons dying 
annually in Glafgow, Calton, and Gorbells, 
beings 1 350, But in order that the- reader may 
have an idea of the difeafes and ages of which, 
and at which, the inhabitants die in Glafgow,, 
annexed is a bill of mortality for Glafgow and[ 
Gorbells for the year 1775. 
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Males 630, Females 703, Total 1333. 
Ages at which they died.

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The city of Glafgow is divided into fcvcn 
parifhes; the village of Gorbells has lately 
been ereded into a parilh by itfelf; the vil- 
lage of Calton appertains to the Barony pa- 
riih of Glafgow; the church of this pariftl is 
lituated in Glafgow, though the parifhioncrs 
live in the country around. 

Befides thefe parifhes, above taken notice 
of, there are feveral other places ofi worfhip in 
Glafgow; as, the chapel of eafe, a chapel for 
thofe who fpeak the Earfe language, a chapel 
in Calton, and the gentlemen in the univerfi- 
tyhave, within thefe few years, converted one 
of their halls into a place of worfhip for them- 
felves and fludents, 

DifTenters from the eflablifhed church of 
Scotland are numerous in Glafgow; I fhall 
infert the names of fuch of them as have places 
of public worfhip. . .

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The government of the city of Glafgow is. 
vefted in a provoft and three baillies, a dean 
of gild, deaconH:onYeener, and a trcafurer, 
with a common council of thirteen merchants 
and twelve mechanics. The provoft and two 
of the bailies muft, by the fett of the burgh, be 
elefted from the merchant rank, and the other 
baillie from the trades rank, u e. niechanics. 

The provoft is from courtcfy and cuftom ftil- 
ed lord provoft; he is properly lord of the po- 
lice of the city, prefident of the community, 
and he is, rx officio^ a juftice of the peace for 
both the burgh and the county. 

The baillies are poffeffed of very confidera- 
ble powers within burgh; crimes, mifdemea- 
nours, and contempt, they punifti by ftripcs, 
imprifonment, fines, and baniftimcnt from the 
liberties of the city; diforderly perfons they 
endeavour to reform by committing them to 
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the houfc of corre€lion; in civil matters, 
within their jurifdidion, they are competent 
to any extent. •• • 

One of them (its erery day, in the council- 
chamber, for the prefervation of the peace, 
and for the determination of petty caufes and 
diflFerences, 

A court- of confcience is held by them, eve- 
ry Monday, to determine all debts from five 
to twenty (hillings Sterling. 

A burgh-court is held, every Friday, for 
the determination of civil caufes to any ex- 
tent. 

TKe dean of gild is prefident of the mer- 
chants; he decides all queftions of lining and 
neighbourhood; he has the infpedion of all 
weights and meafures ; he has the power of 
inquiring into the condition of all buildings 
within burgh, and of ordering them to be 
pulled down, if any how deficient; beholds a 
court every Thurfday. 

The deacon conveener is prefident of the 
trades. 

The magiftrates and town-council are pa- 
trons 'of the parifh churches within their 
bounds. 

The (herifF holds a court every Wednefday,^ 
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for the decifion of all caufes, whether, crimmal * 
or civil, either in the burgh or county. 

A court of commiffariot is held every Tuef- 
day and Thurfday; the jurifdiSion of this 
court is very extenfive. 

The afiizes are held every Spring and Au- 
tumn, by the lords of jufticiary. 
'i The revenue of the city of Glafgow is at 
prefent about fix thoufand pounds Sterling per 
annum; it arifes from a duty upon all grain 
and meal brought into the city (this tax is de- 
nominated the ladles); from the rents of lands 
and houfes, the property of the community; 
from an impoft of two pennies Scots upon eve- 
ry Scots pint of ale or beer brewed, inbrought^ 
or fold, within Glafgow; from certain dues 
payable out of the markets; from the rents 
of the feats in t^e churches; from the dues 
of cranage at the qilay, at the weigh-^houfe; 
tonnage on the river; pontage on the bridge; 
ftatute-work within the burgh, &c. This ii 
laid out upon paving the ftreets, lighting of 
lamps, deepening fhe river, building of bridges 
and churches, and keeping them in repair, 
paying of minifters ftipends, falaries for the 
encouragement of proper teachers in almdl 
every branch of education, and in defraying 

R t 
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all the neceffary expences of the civil govern* 
ment and police of the town. 

If we confider with attention the many public 
work's which have of late been carried on in 
Glafgow, the good order in which the ftrdets 
are, the encouragement which the magiftratea 
have ever given to procure able mailers in the 
different branches of education, the ftipends 
t0 the miniAers, which are among the higheft 
in Scotland, the neceiTary expences for fer* 
vants and others for. the proper government 
of the city, and the repairs of public buildings, 
with the fums given in charity by the magif» 
trates and council, we muft be convinced that 
the fcanty revenue of fix thouland pounds 
Sterling per amum cannot be fufficient for all 
ttefe purpofes, and ought therefore to be in- 
crcafea by an application to parliament. 

The arms of the city of Glafgow'are ar- 
gent, an oak tree growing out of a mount in 
b^fe, with a bird ftanding on the top of the 
tree, and a bell hanging on a branch in the fi-* 
nifter fide, in bafe a falmon fijGbi with a ring in 
its mouth, all proper. Motto, Let Glqfgpw 
Flouri/h* 

I have already taken notice, that 6ne of the 
baillies fits, every day, in the council-^ham- 
ber, for the prefervation of the peace; in the 
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night ther^ is a guard of the militatry, with 
proper cjeptinels at the prifon, the cuftom- 
houfe, and other places; iand» in the ah* 
fence of the military,, the citizens do duty 
themfelves. It is earneftly to be wilhed foft 
that the city (hould be fupplied with better 
water, that a nightly watch fliould be efta- 
bliftied, that the number of lariips {hoiild be 
increased, and that commodious foot-walks 
Ihould be made on the fides of all our princi* 
pal ftreets. From the fmall fu'm to which the 
town's revenue amounts, it is impoiTible that 
thefe fo neceflary improvements can be made 
at prefent; it is therefore the duty of every- 
good citizen to co-operate with themagidrates 
in an application to parliament for fuch a tax as 
would be leaft burthenfome to the inhabitants, 
and which wpuld, at the fame time, be fuffi- 
cient for the purpofes above-mentioned, 

Entertainmjents, in Glafgow, for the win- ^ 
ter, are dancirigand card-a{remblies,/>^r 'uices^ 
or week about, concerts of mufic, and fonie- 
times the players from Edinburgh. 

In fummej^, the richer part of the inhabitants 
retire to their country-houfes, from which 
they come into town only for a little while in 
the forenoon, in order to look after their bufi- 
»cfs. ,

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Excrcifes in winter, are golfing, Ikateing, 
and curling; in fummer, Bowls, nine pins, 
aad quoits. , 

There is perhaps no town in Britain better 
accommodated with public walks, yet they are 
very little frequented. 

Every ftranger is charmed with the appear- 
ance of Glafgow} the ftreets are clean and 
well paved; the medium breadth of the prin^ 
cipal ones is 52 feet, feyeral of them, interfec* 
ting one another at right angles, have a very 
fine efFe£l: ; . the houfes are all (excepting a ve- 
ry few) built of free ftone, well hewed; few 
of them exceed four floors in height, and ma- 
ny of them are in. an exceeding good tafte. 
Mr. Pennant pronounces Glafgow to be the 
bcft built fecond rate city he had ever feen. 

The city of Glafgow, in conjunction with 
the burghs of Rqtherglen, Renfrew, and 
Pumbartdn, fends one member to parliament 
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C H A P. VI. 

OF THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

THE public buildings in Glafgpw are not 
unworthy of the attention of a ftrangen 
The firft and moft ancient is 

THE CATHEDRAL, OR HIGH CHURCH, 

WHICK is a magnificent building, and its 
fituation greatly to its advantage, as it (lands 
^higher than any part of the city. 

It has . been intended to form a crofs, though 
the traverfe part has never been finifhed. The 
great tower is founded upon four large maf- 
five pillars, at the eaft end of the choir, as 
you go in to the nave of the church, which 
are each of them about thirty feet in circum- 
ference; the tower, which is 25^ feet fquare 
within, is furrounded by a balluftrade, within 
which rifes an odangular fpire, terminated by 
^ fane; the tower, upon the weft end, is upon 
the fame level, but appears not to have bten 
\ iiniftied,, though it is covered over with lead, 
and in it a very large bell, 1 1 feet 4 inches dia- 
meter; the confiftorial houfe ftands upon the 
fouth fide of the weft entry, and is a very 
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mean building. The principal entry was from 
the weftf the gate 1 1 feet broad at bafe, and 17 
feet high; the weft end of the choir is npw ap- 
propriated for a place of worfliip, and is di- 
vided from the remaining part by a ftone par- 
tition, and that is inclofed by another ftonfc 
wall, parting it from the nave; this weft entry 
being now fliut up, it is impoffible to form an 
adequate idea of the awful folemnity of the 
place, occafioned by the loftinefs of the roof 
and the range of pillars by which the whole 
building is fupported. 

At the eaft end of the choir, and between 
the pillars fupporting the tower, are two very 
large oppofite windows, each of them 40 feet 
high, and 22 feet wide at bafe; the one upon 
the north fide confifts of five pillars or bars, 
which divide it into fix parallel windows, and 
over them a circular one, about 10 feet diame- 
ter; the one upon the fouth fide is divided by 
four pillars, but confifts of two feries, and over 
the upper row a circular one, the fame as the 
other, and two fmaller ones at each fide. The 
nave of the church rifcs four fteps higher than 
the choir; and on the weft end ftood the or- 
gan-loft, ornamented by. a variety of figures, 
iiow defaced ; the pillars here are done in a bet- 
ter tafte than thofe in the choir, and their ca- 
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pitils are ornamented with fruits; on the 
arches of the pillars are galleries covering the 
fide ailes, over which is an upper range of . 
windows ; by thefe, and the tinder range, to- 
gether with the three capital ones facing the 
northveaft, ?^nd fouth, the whole building was 
enlightened. The arched roof of the altar is 
fupported by five pillars, over which was a 
fine terrace-v^ralk, and above it a large window 
of curious workmanfllip, but now fliut upj 
on the north fide df the altar is the veftry, be* 
ing a cube of 28 feet>' the roof arched, and 
vaulted at top, and fupported by one pillar in 
the center of the houfe; arched pillars, from 
every angle, terminate in the grand pillar, 
which is 19 feet high. The chapter-houfe ap* 
pears to have been in the north crofs, which 
communicated with the nave by a vaulted en- 
try. The lower part of the fouth crofs is made 
ufe of as a burying place for the clergy of the 
city, anS is, by much* the fineft piece of 
workmanihip in the whole building; it is ^s 
feet long, 28 feet abroad, and 15 feet high, 
arched and vaulted at top, and fupported by a 
middle range of pillars, with their capitals 
highly ornamented; correfponding to which 
are columns adjoining to the walls, which, as 
they rife, fpring into femi-arches, and are every 
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where met at acute angles by their oppofites, 
and are ornampnted with carvings, at the clof- 
ing and croffing of the lines; at the eaft end of 
the choir, you defcend by flights of fteps, upon 
each fide, into paflages, which, in former 
times, were the principal entries to the burying 
vault, which ^s immediately under the nave; it 
is now made ufe of as a parifli-church for the 
Barony of Glafgow, and is full of pillars, fome 
of them very maffive, which fupport the arched 
roof; it is but a very uncomfortable place for 
devotion. The fpace under the altar and veftry, 
though now made ufe of as a burying place by 
the heretors of the Barony, was, in days' of 
old, if we may credit tradition, appropriated to 
the keeping of the relics; and, indeed, by the 
beautiful mai^ner in which this place is finifh- 
ed, one would imagine that it had not been des- 
tined for (Common ufe : here is fhown St Ken- 
tigern or Mungo's monument, with his figure 
lying in a cumbent pofture. 

The whole length 'of the cathedral within 
is 2 84 feet, its breadth 65 feet, the height of 
the choir, from the floor to the canopy, 90 
feet, and the height of the nave 85 feet, the 
height of the middle toWer 2^0 fe6t. There 
are feveral winding ftair-cafes in the building, 
which lead to paflages round the whole church. . 
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Mo tombs, no monuments, worthy oi being 
toade mention of, are here to be met with; 
whatfoever works of art, that were either beau- 
tiful or mfagnificent, which the piety of our 
anceftors had reared to prote<fi the afties of the 
dead, and to hand down their names to pofte- 
rity, fell a Jacrifice to, and were deflroyed by, 
the rude^hands of a fet of furious reformers. 

This fabric was begun by John Achaius, 
bi{hopt)f GlafgoW, t^ H23, and was continu- 
ed, by fucceeding bifhops, until fuch time as it 
was finiflied in the manner in which it ftands 
at prefent. Great as the wealth of the fee of 
Glafgew was, we find it infufficient for rearing 
and compleating fo largeabuilding; they had, 
therefore, r^ourfe to all the churches in Scot- 
land for afliftance, as will appear from the fol- 
lowing paflage, contained in the 48di canon 
t>f the provincial councils of the church of 
Scotland, held at Perth, in 1242 and 1269^

i • " Moreover, We ftridlly enaft, that the bufi- 

i nefs of the building of the chtirch of Gla%OW 

I be, upon all Lord's days and ^feftivals, fmth- 

fully and diligently explained iti all churches, 
after faying of the iiiafs, from the beginning 
of Lent to the eight day after Eafter ; and that 
* the indulgencies granted to thole aflifting at 

the laid building, which we have ordered to be 
written in evef y churih, may be diftindly ex- 
plained in the vulgar language to the parilhi- 
oners ; and that their alms, the efffe£ts of per- 
fons dying inteftate, and pious' legacies, may 
be faithfully collected, according to ufage hi- 
therto approved, and delivered to the deacons 
of places in the neareft chapter, vnthout any 
dedudtion; and that, during the faid fpace of 
time, tio fermon, for any other bufmefs, be ad- 
mitted in the parochial churches/* 

The famous fchool of mafonry at Antwerp, 
which fern out fo great a number of excellent 
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Itrcihkeds, during the eleventh, twelfth, and 
thirteenth centuries, in all probability fupplied 
the bifliop of Gla%Geiv with one, who, I fup- 
pofe, gave the defi^n of this churchy or at leaft, 
affifted in the building of it. From an infcrip- 
tion on the abbey of Melrofe, which was con^ 
fecrated in 1146, we learn that the name of 
this man was John Murdo. It is as follows, 

John Murdo fum tym callit was I, 
And born in Pacryfle certainly. 
And had in kepying all mafom werk. 
Of Sandandroys, the hye kyrk 
Of Glafgu, Melros, and Paflay, 
. Of Nyddyfdayl, and of. Gal way. 
Pray to God, and Mari baitb, 
And fweet St. John, keep this haly kyrk frae 
Ikaith. 

From a principal of oeconomy, this church 
is divided into three feparate places for public 
worfhip. 

• THE COLLEGE CHURCH. 

THE old church having been deftroyed by 

lightening in 1668, the prefent plain edifice a- 

rofe in, its ftead; the length of which> fronx 

north to Ibuth, is 76 feet, the breadth of the

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main body, from eaft to weft^ is 32 feet; rtlia^ 
an aile, upon the eaft fide, 56 feet long, by 29 
feet broad; this church k enlightened by one 
feries of windows^ and has a fmall tower, upon 
which is placed a fpire, in which there is a bell^ 
but no clock. 

THE TRON CHURCH. 

THIS churchy which was collegiate, and was 
built in 1487, ftands upon the fouth fide of the 
Trongate, and confifts of a number of ailes; 
the tower, which was built in 1637, ftands de- 
tached from the church, and is furrounded 
with a balluftrade, within which rifes a very 
folid OiJiangular fpire, with windows on all 
fides; the heighth of this fpire is 126 feet, 

THE WYND CHURCH. 

WHEN king James the feventh, by his dif- 
penfing power, granted an indulgence in the 
year 1687, this church was built by the Pref- 
byterians, and it has, fmce that time, been re- 
edified at the expence.of the community; it is 
a very neat building, but much confined; the 
length is 76 feet, the breadth 48 feet; it is 
well finiftied in the infide, and wants nothing 
but a good fituation to render it an agreeable 
pUce for public worihip. 
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THE RAMSHORN CHURCH 

WAS built by the community in 1724; it is 
a plain, commodious building, having an aile 
upon the north fide; the length, from caft 
to weft, is 85 feet, the breadth 3 9 feet; length 
of the aile 27 feet, the breadth 41 feet: the 
tower is conform t(J\hc building, and is 140 
feet high; in it there is a good bell and clock* 
This church is well enlightened by one feries 
of large windows; and to the north is a very 
fpacious burying ground, much too nigh the 
houfes of many of the inhabitants in that 
cjuarter of the city, 

SAINT Andrew's church 

WAS begun to be built by the community in 
1739, and was finiftied in 1756; it is the fin- 
eft piece of modern architedlure in the city, 
and is built after the model of St, Martin's in 
the Fields, London, whofc archited was the 
famous Gibbs. It has a noble portico of fix 
jofty columns of the Corinthian order, in the 
weft front, the fame order being continued in 
pilafters, both under the pediment, and on 
each fide; the afcent to this portico is by a 
flight of fteps; the columns, which are well 
wrought, fupport an angular pediment, in 
which are the city arms cut in has relief: the ^j| 
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entablature of the north and fouth fronts fup-» 
port a balluftrade, well adorned with vafes. 
The length of the church is 104 feet, and it is 
66 feet broad; it has a fine arched roof, well 
ornamented with figures in ftucco, and fuftain- 
^,r f cd by Corinthian. ftone columns; to compleat 

* the model, it has a place for the altar, on the 
eaft, in which is a very handfome Venetian 
window ; but the altar-place being feated, makes 
this end appear to no great advantage: the 
fronts of the galleries and the pulpit are done 
in mahogany, in a very elegant manner: the 
fpire by no means correfponds with the reft 
of the building, and in place of being an or- 
nament, it difgraces this beautiful fabric; its 
heighth is 170 feet. 

All thefe churches are well paved within, 
and are properly divided into pews, fo as to 
contain a very great number of hearers. 

THE COLLEGE. 

THE front of this building extends along 
the eaft fide of the High Street, and is up- 
wards of 330 feet long; the gate at the en- 
trance is decorated with raftics, and over it are 
the king's arms ; the firft court is 88 feet long, 
and 44 feet broad; the weft fide is elevated 
upon ftone pillars, upon which are placed pi- 
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lafters, fupporting the Doric entablature^ and 
ornamented with arches, forming a piazza, a-* 
bove which is the pubilic hall; the afcent to 
this hall is by a double flight of fteps, inGlo{^ 
ed by a hahdfome ftone balluftr^de, upon the * 
right of which is placed a lion, and on the left > ;w, 

an unicorn, cut in free ftone. The fpire ftands ^:.^ ; y^" 
upon the eaft fide, it is 135 feet high, and con- '^ 

tains a very good clock; under this is the 
gate-way whiqji leads into the inner-court, 
which is by far the moft fpacious of the two, 
being 103 feet long, and 7 9 feet broad ; ov^r the * 

entry, in a niche, is a ftatue of Mr. Zacharias 
Boyd, who was a benefador to the univerfity j 
thefe courts confift of clafs-rooms, two halls, 
and a few rooms for lodging fuch ftudents as 
chufe to live in the college; on the eaft fide 
of the court is a narrow paflage leading into a 
handfome terrace-walk, gravelled, 122 feet 
long, by 64 broad, inclofed to the eaft by an 
iron-pallifade, in the center of which is a gate 
leading into the garden, which confifts of feven 
acres of ground, laid out in walks for the re- 
creation of the ftudents; on the fouth fide of 
this walk ftands the library, a very neat edifice,, 
well conftruded for the purpofe intended, and 
containing a very valuable colledlion of books ; 
On the north fide is a large court, upon the 
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north and eaft fides of which are built houfeA 
of three floors each^ appropriated for lodgings 
to the different profeffors* 

THE TOWN'-HDUSE ANt) ASS JEMBLV-^HALL. 

THIS is a magnificent and extremely elegant 
building: the front is adorned with a range 
of Ionic pilafters, within the height of which 
there are two feries of windows, viz. a range 
of large lofty ones, with fquafe ones above; 
the top of the building is ornamented with a 
balluftrade, and handfome vafes; the front id 
elevated on ftrong rufticated pillars, adorned 
with arches, forming a piazza for merchants, 
and others, to fhelter themfelves from the wea- 
ther, when met upon bufinefs. 

The affembly^hall is a neat room^ and is fi-* 
nifhed in a good tafte, though too fmall for 
the city; its length is 47 feet, breadth 24 feet, 
and heighth 24 feet. 

The town-hall is a very fpacious and lofty 
apartment, 52 fget long, by 27 feet broad, 
and 24 feet high ; it is finifhed in a very grand 
manner, the dieling is divided into different 
compartnjcnts, well ornamented; in it are the 
following full length portraits, kings James 
6th and 7th, Charles firfl and fecond, William 
and Mary, queen Ann, kings George ill, 2d, 
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and 3d, and Archibald, duke of Argyle, in his 
jufticiary robes; the two laft are by Ramfay. 

Oppofite to the front of this building is the 
Exchange, which is well paved with free ftonei 
and iuclofed from the ftreet by ftone-pillars; 
upon it is an equeftriaa ftatue of king William 
the 3d, placed upon a lofty pedeftal, and fur- 
round with an iron-raiL 

Adjoining to the town-houfe upoa the eaft 
is the. 

TOLBOOTH, OR PRISON, 

A large building, in length 60 feet, and in 
breadth 29 feet. The circuit court of jufticiary 
is held in a fmall hall on the weft end, the a- 
fcent to which is by a flight of broad fteps, 
having a handfome rail. Immediately under 
the landing of this ftair is a neat door-cafe 
leading to the council-chamber, above which 
are offices for the town-clerks, &c. Standing 
upon the eaft end is a tower,^ which rifes fquare 
to a conflderable height, when it is terminat- 
ed by four turrets, from which fprings an o- 
pen lanthorn, fupporting a balluftrade, out of 
which rifes a fmall fpire or fane; the whole 
height of the tower and fpire is 126 feet; 
here is placed a fet of mufical bells, which, by 
means of a barrel, turned round by machine-

rjj play one tunc at every two hours; a mufi- 
cian, alfo, plays upon them every lawful day 
from one to two o'clock. 

THE 6ILD-HALL, or MERCHANTS-HOUSE, 

THIS building is fituated upon the fouth 
fide o£ Bridgegate-ftreet and is in length 82 
feet, in breadth 31 feet; in the front is a large 
handiomc entrance, adorned with columns of 
the Doric order, with their entablature, over 
which are two Ionic columns, fet upon their 
pedeftals, fupporting an angular pediment; 
between the columns are placed the figures of 
three old men, reprefenting decayed mem- 
bers, and under them a fliipin full fail, and 
the city arms. The great halU which is the 
whole length and breadth of the building, is 
fo capacious, that it is better adapted for the 
reception of numerous affemblies than any o- 
ther in the city. This houfe is adorned with a 
very elegant fpire, 200 feet high j it confifts of 
three ftages, the firft of which rifes fquare, to 
a confidcrable height from the ground, and is 
furrounded with a balluftrade, as are alio the 
other two, which gradually diminifli, and out 
of the laft krifes the fpear, crowned with a ball 
and fane in the form of a (hip* 
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THE town's hospital. 

THIS is a very neatbuilding;, contrived (o as to 
be plain, yet elegant ; it, confifts of two wings, 
and a large front, the length 146 feet, the breadth 
of the center 30 feet, and depth of the wing® 
68 feet In the lower part of the houfe is a 
Urge hall, where they mefs, the committee- 
room, adorned with the portraits of thofe who 
have been confiderable benefactors to the hof- 
pltal, the bake^houfe, brew-houfe, and other 
oflSccs ; different ftair-cafes lead to the diffe- 
rent apartments, which are well laid out. Be- 
hind the building is an infirmary 167 feet long, 
by 25 feet brpad, the afcent to which is by a 
flight of fteps; the low^er part of this building 
is allotted for the reception of lunatics. The 
area between the buildings is large; this, with 
the agreeable open fituation of the hofpital on 
the river, muft conduce to the health of its in- 
habitants. 

the new bridge. \ 

THIS bridge, which (lands at the foot of Ja- 
maica-ftreet, is built in an elegant manner; it 
is 32 feet wide, a commodious foot-way being 
allowed for paflTengers, 5 feet broad on each 
fide, raifed above the road made for carriages, 
and paved with free ftone, while the fpace left 
T 2 
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between them is fufficient to admk three carri- 
ages abreaft, without danger ; it extends 500 
feet in length, and confifts of 7 arches, the 
faces of which are wrought in ruftic, and a- 
bove a ftrong block-cornice. The piers are all 
founded upon piles planked, and terminate 
in a fharp angle againft every ftream. The 
arches fpring but a Httle way above low water 
mark, which, though it renders the bridge 
ftronger th^n if they fprung from taller piers, 
adds nothing to its beauty. Between every 
arch there is a fmall circular one; thefe break 
the force of the water when the river rifes to a 
flood, and add to the ftrength of , the whole. 
The parapet- wall, or breaft-work, is cut out in 
the Chinefe tafte; and the two ends are finiflied 
pff with a fweep. 



THE 1>L AY-HOUSE. 



T H I S is a fmall neat building, in length 92 
feet, breadth 44 feet ; it is tolerably well der 
. corated in the inftde. 

PUTGHESON'S HOSPITAL. 

THIS building is fituated upon the north fide 
of the Trongate-ftreet, and is in length 73 
feet, in breadth 30 feet; adjoining to the back 
fjont^ upon the weft fide, is a very long wing^j 
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which makes it appear as if a court had been 
intended; but the fouth and weft fronts have 
only been finiflied. The entry is decorated with 
ruftics, over which is a large hall, now made 
ufe of as an academy. The fpire is 100 feet, 
high, and is conform to the reft of the build- 
ing, in the lower part of which, fronting the 
garden, the ftatues of the two brothers, in two 
feparate niches, are placed, with an infcription. 

THE MARKETS IN KING-STREET. 

THESE are juftly admired, as being the 
compleateft of their kind in Britain; they are 
placed upon both fides of the ftreet, the one 
upon the eaft is 1 12 feet in length, and 67 feet 
in breadth, in the center of which is a very 
fpacious gateway, decorated, on each fide, with 
coupled Ionic columns, fet upon their pedes- 
tals, and fupporting an angular pediment; at 
the north end is a very neat hall, belonging to 
the incorporation of butchers, the front orna- 
mented with ruftics and a jpediment. This 
market is entirely appropriated for butcher- 
meat. Thbfe upon the weft fide of the ftreet 
are divided into three different courts, fet apart 
for a fifti-market, a mutton-market, and cheefe- 
market The whole length of the front is 1 7 3 
feet, the breath 46 feet, in the center of which, 
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as in theoppofitc fide, is a very ipacious ga(e« 
way, of the Doric order, fupporting a pediment j 
this is the entry to the mutton-market; each 
of the other two has a wellrproportioned arch, 
faced with ruftics, for their entrance. 

All thefe markets are well paved with free 
ftone, have walks all round them, and are co- 
vered over, for flielter, by roofs ftanding upon 
ftone-piers, under which the different commo- 
dities are exjpofed to fale; they have likeways 
pump-wells within, for cleaning away all the 
filth, which render the markets always fweet 
and agreeable. 

THE GUARD-HOUSE. 

THIS is a very handfome building, with a 
piazza, formed by arches and columns of the 
Ionic order, fet upon their pedeftals; the enta- 
blature fupports an Attic courfe, in which are o- 
val port-holes, ornamented with palm-branches. 
The lower part is divided into two apartments; 
the weft end, which is the largeft, is deftined 
for the privates, the other for the officers; over 
thefe are lofts for holding ammunition, &c 
Adjoining to this building, upon the north, 
fronting Candleriggs-ftreet, ftands 
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WHICH is neat and commodious^ in length' 
130 feet, in breadth 41 feet^ The principal en- 
try is decorated with coupled Ionic columns, 
fupporting an angular pediment. This market 
is laid out in the fame manner with thofe in 
J^ng-ftreet.^ 



CHAP. VIL 



OF THE MERCHANTS AND TRADES 
HOUSES, AND OF THE FOURTEEN IN-^ 
CORPORATED TRADES. 

TH E inhabitants of burghs, in North BrU 
tain, are divided into two ranks, viz. mer- 
chants and tradefmcn; by merchants are to be 
^ underftood all thofe who buy and fell; tradefmen 
means mechanics of every denomination: with 
either the one or the other of thefe ranks, every 
perfon, who intends to carry on any bufinefs, 
muft enter and pay a freedom-fine. Thefe 
corporations fcem tQ be very ancient in Scot- 
land, and a difference between the merchant 
and trades rank early cftablifhed. The mer-

chants are joined into one corporation under 
the name of the Gild: the trades arcereded 
into fo many feparate corporations by feals of 
caufe from the m^-giftrates and council; they 
are endowed with exclufive privileges; none 
but thofe who enter with the refpedlive corpo- 
rations, whether merchants or tradefmen, are 
allowed either to deal in merchandize, or to" 
ex^rcife any craft or trade. By the ftatutes of 
king William the firft it is provided, cap. 35. 
that none but the merchant-gild {hall buy or 
fell within the liberties of the burgh; and, by 
adts of parliament 1466, cap, 12. and 1487, 
cap. 107. craftsmen are prohibited to deal in 
merchandize, unlefs they renounce their craft. 
It would appear that the merchant-rank in 
Glafgow had, in former times, arrogated to 
themfelves every power within the burgh j 
they were the only people who could be ele£tcd 
magiftrates, and they refetved to themfelves 
the diftribution pf the common good of the 
burgh ; the trades, with a greal deal of juftice, 
thought that they were entitled to have a fhare 
in the government- of the town, and in thfe di- 
ftribution of what certainly belonged equally 
to every freeman ; the merchants refufed to ad- 
mit them^ ill-blood, ftrife, and contention a- 
rofe between the two ranks; they were often 
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teiady to come to blows j at laft, for the fake of 
peace, and at the intereeflion of fcveral of the 
princijMil inhabitants, they agree4 to fubmit 
alltheir differences to Sir George Elphinfton> , 
then provoft, and fome other gentlemen; the 
award which they gave, in 1605, is termed the 
letter of gildry [vide Appendix N** XXVI;) 
this eftablifhes the powers and privileges of 
each rank, and is the real inftitution of the 
merchants and trades houfes. 

This letter of gildry is confirmed by a£t of 
parliament, pafTed the nth of September^ 
1 672, **.Our fovereign lord, taking to confi- 
deration the great and many debates, diffe- 
rences, and Gontefts, which were betwixt thofe 
of the merchant-rank, and thofe of the crafts, 
within the burgh of Glafgow, in the time of 
his royal predeceflbrs, and particularly in the 
reign of his majefty^s grandfather, of ever 
bleffed memory, until the year 1605 years, at 
which timfe, by the mediation and endeavours 
of feveral perfons of the faid burgh, the faid 
differences came to be fettled and compofed, 
by a fubniiffion havbg beea entered into, and 
a decreet arbitral pronounced the 6th of Febru- 
ary, 1605; by virtue of which agreement and 
decreet arbitral, the inhabitants of the burgh 
of Glafgow have lived in great peace, unity, 
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and concord among themfelves, as alfo thereby 
good wder has been obferved in the refpeftivc 
crafts and callings, and orderly contributions 
made for maintenance of the poor; therefore, 
his majefty, with the exprefs advice of the 
eftates of parliament, ratifies, confirms, and 
approves of the faid glldry, decreets and agree-* 
ment, whereby the faid merchants and crafts 
have met and made orderly contributions for 
the maintenance of their poor, declaring the 
iaid decreet and agreement to have the force 
and ftrength of an aft of parliament/* 

By the charter of king William and queen 
Mary, dated the 4th of January, 1690, all for- 
iner charters in favour of the gild-brethren, 
tradefmen, or any fociety, or deaconry, within 
the burgh ojf Glafgow, are confirmed; and 
this charter is alfo ratified by ad of parlia* 
ment, of date the 14th of June, 1690. 

THE MERCHANTS-HOUSE 

is compofed of all thofe of this rank in Glaf- 
gow; every man, -who fettles as a merchant, 
(which means traders of every kind) muft en- 
ter as fuch with the dean of gild, for which he 
muft pay one of the following fiims a sa free- 
dom fine, viz»

Upon paying one of thefe fums, and fign- 
ing the gold book> to which he gives what he 
pleafes, not lefs than 1 1. is. he is fumifhed

" Here I proteft, before God, that I confefs 
and allow, with my heart, the true Proteftant 
religion, prefently profefled within this realm, 
and authorifed by the laws thereof. I fhall a- 
bide thereat, and defend the fame to my life's 
end; renouncing the Roman religion, called 
Papiftry. I (hall be leal and true to our fove- 
reign lord the king's majefty, and to the pro^^ 
voft and baillies of this burgh. I ihall obey the 
oflScers thereof, fortify, maintain, and defend 
them, in th6 execution of their office, with my 
body and goods^ I (hall not colour unfrce- 
U 2 
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mens goods, under colour of my own. In all 
taxation's, watchings and wardingSj to be laid 
upon the burgh, I fhall willingly bear my 
part thereof, as I am commanded thereto by 
the magiftrates; I fhall not purchafe, or ufe ex- 
emptions to be free thereof, renouncing the 
benefit of the fame for ever. I fhall do nothing 
hurtful to the liberties and common well of 
this burgh. I fhall not brdw, nor caufe brew, 
any malt but fych as is grinded at the town'a 
. milns, and fhall grind no other corns, except 
wheat, peafe, rye, and beans, but at the fame 
allenarly. And how oft as I fhall happen ta 
break any part or point of this my oath, I ob-i 
Jige me to pay, to the common affairs of this 
burgh, the fum of one hundrecj pounds Scota 
money, and fhall remain in ward while the 
fame b,e paid. So help me God. 

" I fhall give the befl council I can, and 
conceal the council fhown to me. I fhall not 
confent to difpone the common goods of thi§ 
burgh, .but for ane common caufe, and ane 
common profit. I fhall make concord, where 
jiifcord is, to the outmoft of my power. In 
^11 lienations and neighbourhoods, I fhall give 
my leal and true judgment, but price, prayer^ 
pr reward. So help me God. 

f ^ At Glafgow, the fjxth day of Auguil, png 
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thousand feven hundred and fcventy "yeara, 
fitting in judgment Archibald Smellie, dean 
of gild, and brethren of council; the faidday 
A. B. merchant, is made burgefs and gild-bro- 
ther of the burgh, who has paid his fipes aa 
^t the far hand, and given bis oath as is here- 
to prefi^f^d/* 

This ticket he produces to the clerk of the 
merchantsrhoufe, who, upon his paying 4L 
Sterling, enrolls him as a matriculated member 
of the hoyfe. 

The government of this houfe is vefted in 
the dean of gild, and a council of thirty-fix 
members, who are elected annually in the fol- 
loiwing mannfer ; the dean of gild names twelve, 
afterwards the whole matriculated members 
are divided into twenty-four leets, twelve of 
which leets are entirely made up of foreign 
merchants, and twelve of inland, and out of 
each of thefe twenty-four one is chofen; the 
dean of gild, with tbefe thirty-fix membersi - 
the merchant magiftrates, and colle<3:or of the 
houfe, are managers of the funds of this houfe; 
which arife from the fams paid for freedom- 
fines, figaing of the gold- book, and fums of 
mone/ mortified by the charitable of the mer- 
^[hant rank for the behoof of decayed mem- 
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bersof tnis rank; thefe funds are diftributed 
in penfions to decayed membersi their wi- 
dows and children, in annual fums, from 10 L 
Sterling, to five pounds Sterling each, accor- 
ding to the necelfity of the penfioner, in the

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The conveener and collcdor are annuitljr 
cliofen by the members 6f the houfc, but com* 
monly continue for two years. 

The deacon of e^ch incorporation, from his 
office, is always one of the number that reprefents 
his particular incorporation in the houfe, and 
he has the nomination of the reft at filling up 
the houfel For example, the prefcnt deacon of 
the hammermen nominates, five members out 
of that trade; thofe five, with himfelf, make 
fix members, whoreprefent that trade in the 
houfe, and fo on through all the reft of the in- 
corporations, Thefe are the ordinary conftitu- 
ent members, and they are always chofen an- 
nually; the extraordinary members are, the 
trades baillie, while in office, the deacon-con- 
veener and collector, if chofen out of the laft 
nine trades, during the time they are in ofiice, 
and for two years after they go off; in this cafe 
the total members are fifty-nine; but if the 
conveener and coUedtor are chofen out of the 
firft five trades, it makes no alteration in the 
members of the houfe, they being, in that 
cafe, fifty-fix iii all^ befides the trades baiUie, 
who is always an extraordinary member dur- 
ing the time he is in office. 

The funds of this houfe are confiderable; 
they arife from freedom-fines paid by thofe of 
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• the trades rank, from funTs of money mortified 
to the houfe by the charitable of this rank, 
and from annual fums paid by the thirteen 
firft trades in the roll, in the following propor- 



tions* 
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This houfe pays annually, to thirteen de- 
cayed brethren, from the firft thirteen trades 
in the roll, 62 1. 4 s. 5|d. each of thefe trades 
having one old man, chofen from amongft 
them, in the following manner; the deacon 
and matters of the trade where the vacancy 
happens, meet and choofe two of their decay- 
ed brethren, whom they prefent to the houfe, 
and out of thefe two one is chofen by the 
houfe, who is immediately entered in the 
books, as the old ma|^ in the hofpital, for that 
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trade. The annual fum paid to each of thcfe

The aera of the eredion of thefe different 
corporations is between the years 1520 and 
1560; the eaufe of eredion, in all of themt 
was in order to raife a. fund for the mainte-

Eroih thefe incorporations of merchants and 
trades all the counfellors, and confequcntly the* 
magiftrates, are eledied ; they are^ therefore, 
ia point of political confideration, the only 
confiderable bodies in the community. Some 
other corporations remain to be treated of; 
but, as the aera of their creation is pofterior to. 
the letter of gildry, by which the conftitutioa 
of the town was fixed, and as they are not en- 
titled to any fliare in the government of the 
city, they may, with greater propriety, .be 
termed- incorporated focieties for charitable, 
/purpofes. 
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CHAP. VIIL 

OP INCORPORATED AND PRIVATE SOCIE- 
TIES FOR CHARITABLE PURPOSES, 

THE next corporation in point of anti- 
quity to thofe vy^hich 1 have already treat- 
ed of is 

THE FACULTY OF PHYSICIANS AND 
SURGEONS, 

WHO were erected by a charter from king 
James the fisfth, for which vide Appendix N^ 
XXVII. This charter was confirmed by king 
Charles the fecond, in a charter of confirmati- 
on dated at Edinburgh the nth of Septem- 
ber, 1672. Thefe gentlemen were, for a con- 
fiderable fpace of time, incorporated with the 
barbers, in order that they might be entitled 
to a fhare in the government of the city; but, 
as they found that the advantages, refulting to 
them from this admiflibility into the council, 
were ubt great, and as they apprehended that 
they might receive a greater degree of perfonal 
refpea, provided they had a meeting, with re- 
gulations for themfelves, they efFe^ed a fepara-. 
tion from them foon after the year 1700; and

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from that time they have been a diftindl l^ody 

by themfelvea. The re^dec yn\l obfervc, xhsi/t^ 

by their charter, they have a power of fining 

all thofe, within their bound^, who do not ui^- 

dergo an examins^tion, pbtain a li^:ence from, ' 

and enter with them, in the fum of 3 1. 6 s. 8 d. 

Steyling, This fum might perhaps be fnffici- 

cnt, in 1599, to dqter people from pradifing 

inphyfic or furgery ; but, from the increafe of 

money, it is iiqw fq trifling, th|^t every perfon 

who pleafes may pra£tife; as, before even this 

fine can be levied, the perfon offending may 

ftp'd a fuit for fome years. It would therefore 

be much for the intjereft of the public, that this 

fine fhquld be raifed to ido 1. Sterling, or even 

mor,e, as many ignorant people take it upon 

them to X vend medicines, praftife in furgery, 

and even prefcribe, within the bounds pf the 

faculty, without being regularly bred to the

THE Buchanan's society. 

A fociety was erefted by thofe of the name of 
Buchanan, and the fepts or clans defcended 
from that name, in 1725, for the purpofe of 
putting out to apprenticeftiips poor boys of 
their name, and of affiifting fuch widows of 
their name, whofe circumftances Ihould re- 
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quire it. Each entrant pays 2 1. 12 s. 6 d. and 
nothingHTarther. Their capital* dock is now 
fo much.increafed that they have it in their 
power to bellow 170 L Sterling per anmm up- 
on thefe truly charitable purpofes. 



THE GLASGOW HiGHLANDJipRTY 

WAS begun in 1727; the members of this 
fociet^ are either people born in the Highlands: 
of Scotland, OP. the children of fuch as were 
born there. Each n^ember pays at his admifll- 
on 1 1. n 9* 6d. They have a feal of caufe from 
the magifiratesi io that theiy can fue, or be iued^ 
in any court of law, in the fame manner as any 
other body corporate. Their funds were a 
confiderable time ago laid out upon buildings 
the Black Bull inn, which yields them 140 1. 
Sterling per annum; this fum is difpofed of in 
putting out ^he children of poor Highlanders, 
to apprenticeftxips ; they generally bind them 
for feven years, and give their matters 4 1. Ster-, 
ling of apprentice-fee with each of them. 

Befides thefe focieties, made mention of a- 
bove, there are numbers of others to be found 
in Glafgow, all tending to various charitable 
ends J as, the Marine Society, the Airfhire Soci-, 
ety, the Gilloway Society, and many others* 
The journeymen of evfiry trade have boxeS; 
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and focieties of their owi;i, from which they 
fupport fuch members as are prevented by 
ficknefs from earning their livelihood; whett ' 
old age tenders them incapable of workings 
fupport is given them for life, and, when they 
die, they axe buried in a decent manner at the 
expence of the fociety, 1 fhall abridge the re* 
gulations of one of thefe focieties, in order that 
the reader' may fee the good efFeds that muft 
refult from them. 

The qualifications they exped from thefe 
defiring to become members are, that they 
ihould be above fouilfcen and under forty years 
of age, of the Proteftant faith, and free from 
church^fcandal, capable of earning their bread 
at' the time of admiflion; each intrant muft pay 
five {hillings of entry mo'ney, and two {hillings 
per annum afterwards, while in health ; from 
the funds of the fociety, each perfon, when 
fick, receives two {hillings per week j if con- 
fined to his bed, three {hillings per week, and, 
if unmarried, two {hillings per week, for a 
nurfe to attend him, with ten {hillings to pay 
for a furgeon; {hould he d^e, the prefes of the 
fociety mu{l carry his head to the grave, if 
there is no relation prefent, and the members 
mufl attend in decent drefs. The fociety pays 
thirty {hillings to defray the expence of his fu- 
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necal; axul^ ihould b)e leave a 'widow and chiU 
drcn behind him, the ^fociety prefents her or 
dicm with twenty (hillings Sterling. 

The fums given away in charity annually* 
by thefe^fferef^ foeiedee^ exceed 400 1. Ster- 
ling* 



CHAP. XI. 

OP THE PUBLIC CHARITIES. 



IN die ti(vo laft chapters, I have narrated 
the fums given away in charity, by bodied 
corporate, and by focieties folely eftablifhed 
for charitable purpofcs; it remains to give 
an account of the puMic charities. The hu- 
mane and . benevolent heart muft receive a 
great deal of pleafure from beholding the am- 
ple provilion, which is made for thofe in Glaf- 
gow, whom unavoidable misfortunes, and 
unforefeen accidents, havfe reduced to the &d 
neceility of depending for their fupport on die 
bounty of others. , 

MVlKHEAJ>%Ot 5T.KICH0J.AS'S H08PITAU 

THIS hofpital, vrtiich was founded and en- 

z t ' 
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dipwed by bifhop Muirhcad, ftill fubfifts; bm^ 
from what caufe I cannot pretend to fay, die 
revenues of this hofpital have certainly been 
in a great meafure loft, as no more remains of 
. this foundation, which was intended to fup- 
port twelve old men and a chaplain, than the 
paltry fum of 1 3 9 1. 2 s. 5 d. Scots money, 1 2 8 1. 
jof which is divided among four old men annu- 
ally, at the rate of 2 1. 1 3 s. 4d. Sterling each. 

hutcheson's hospital. 

THIS hofpital was Tounded and endowed by 
George Hutchefon, of Lambhill, notary pu- 
blic, and Mr. Thomas Hutchefon, his brothef , 
who was bred a preacher, in the yeir 1639, for 
the maintainence of old men and orphans; the 
funds of this hofpital were afterwards increa- ^ 
fed by James Blair, merchant in Gla%ow, in 
lyio : for the fums mortified by thefe gentle- 
men, and for the purpofes for which they were 
mortified, 'uide Appendix^ N*" XXVIII. Small 
as thefe fums are, and expenfive as the build- 
ing of the hofpital was, (being 17 81 1. 13 d. 8 s* 
Sterling,) yet fuch has been the generous and 
attentive management of the affairs of this 
hofpital, that the will of the donors has ever 
been religioufly obferved, and the funds of 
this <:harity fo much iricreafed, that they nOMf 
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have it in their power to* give away above ^ 
900 L; Sterling ^^r annum in penfionsi, from,^ 
jol. to 5I. 10 s. Sterling per penlioner. 

THE GENERAL SESSION, 

WHICH is qompofed of the minifters and 
elders of the diflFerent pariflies upon the efta- 
blifhrnenj, give away a great deal of money 
annually in charity. In order to give the read- 
er an idea of the fqms given away by thefe

' Mitchell's mortification. 

Mr. WILLIAM MITCHELL was born in the 
city of Glafgow, and Ifeving fettled as a mer- 
chant in London, he there acquired a fortune, 
and died upon the a^tb of December, 17^9^ 
He, by his will, ordered that two thoufand 
pounds Sterling ftiould be p^id to the magi- 
ftrates of Glafgow, the intereft arifing from 
which fum to be applied to the maintenance 
of the poor, at the prefentation of his execu- 
tors and their heirs for ever; w^th this reftrlc- 
tion, that the perfons prefented fhould be bur-; 
geffes, orthe children of burgefies, of the city 
of Glafgow. This fund is now increafed to 
1:251. Sterling ;>^r annum. The patron is John 
Orr, efq; of Burrowfiel4> a? being neareft of 
jjjood to thp teftatof. ^ 
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THE town's hospital 

WAS built by fubfcriptioii, and was opened^ 
for the reception of the poor, upon the 15th 
of November, 1733. The reafons that induc- 
ed the community to build this hofpital were, 
that the poor might be better provided than 
formerly, with wholefome food, goodcloaths, 
elean lodging, and all other neceflary accom- 
modations of life, at a lefs expence than they 
flfed to ftand the community in for their main* 
fcenance. Here they are^tveU lodged, fed, and 
cloathed, the fick are well attended, and get 
die diet which the phyficians prefcribe for 
them; the old and infirm get even a reafona-* 
ble choice of diet, as far as is confiilent with 
neceflary frugality; here they arc relieved 
from the diftrefles of poverty, ^nd difengaged 
from all anxieties about their daily bread, and 
other vexing cares of the world ; they fpend 
the evening of their days in the agreeable vi- 
ciffitudes of cxercife, devotion, and reft; the 
young are inftrudted in the principles and 
precepts of the Chriftian religion, they arc 
taught reading and writing, and, from their 
qarlieft years, are accuftomed to a life of vir- 
tue, frugality, and induftry. 

The funds, froja which this hofpitd is 
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maintained, are the general feffion, the town- 
council, the trades-houfe, and nierchants- 
Jioufe, the intereftof money belonging to their 
^nds, which are fums that have been mortifi- 
ed by the charitable, for theufe of the houfe; 
^nd^ as there is always a deficiency, notwith-. 
(landing of thefe funds, this is raifcd by an 
affeflment made annually upon the inhabit 
tants, in the following manner; the magi-. 
Urates nominate twelve^ fourteen, or fome- 
times more, gentlemen of known integrity 
smd character, wKb haye a lift kid before them 
gf all the inhabitants in town, this lift they di^» 
vide into fixteen or eighteen columns, each^ 
of thefe columns contains the names of fuch 
inhabitants as carry on trade to a certain ex^ 
tent, or are fuppofed to be well able to pay the 
fum affixed to the particular column in which 
their names are. inferted; if it is neceffary to 
faife 500 1. for inftance, then each name, in 
every feparate column, is valued at fo much as- 
the fortunes of the perfons in each particular? 
qolumn a-re fuppofed to be; if loool. or mpre 
is to be raifed, it is only continuing a propor- 
tional increafe through the whole of the €0^ 
lumns; the higheft fum that ever was raifed,* 
was twelve (hillings and fix-pence upon eaeh. 
thoufand pounds th^t every perfon was fup- 
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pofed to be worth, making a diftindiofl, even 
, in equil fortunes, between the man who has 
a numerous family, and he who has none. 

The number of thofe maintained in the 
houfe, and by the funds of the houfc, is about 
fix hundred and twenty. For the manner in 
which they are maintained, annexed is an ac- 
count of one yearns management, in the two 
follo^ring pages.

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CHAP. X. 

OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

npHE univerfity of Glafgow owes its ori- 
•*• gin to the bounty of bifhop Turnbull ; it 
was eftablifhed in the year of our Lord 1450} 
the bull was obtained from pope Nicholas the 
fifth, and is dated the 7th of January, 1450; 
for this bull, 'uide Appendixi W XXIX. The 
biflbop afterwards obtained royal letters from 
king James the fecond, upon the 20th of A- 
pril, 1453, \yide Appendix^ N° XXX.] con- 
taining a number of privileges; and he, with 
the confent of his chapter, afterwards bellows 
many powers and privileges upon the mem- 
bers of the univerfity; for which vide Ap^ 
pendix.N'' XXXL 

The inftitution, at firft, confifted of a tcdiOTi 
a dean of faculty, a principal, who taught the- 
ology, arid three profeflbrs of philofophy; 
and foon after this, the civil and canon laws, 
were taught by fome clergymen. 

From the eftablifhment of the univerfity in 
1450, to the Reformation, in 1560, the college 
was frequented chiefly by thofe who were in- 
tended for the church; its members were all 
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ccclefiaftics, and its principal fupport was de- 
rived from the church. The Reformation 
brought the univerfity to the verge of deftruc- 
tion;. mafters, ftudents, fervants, all forfook it. 

The magiftrates and council of the city of 
Glafgow were fo fenfible of the lofs^ which 
the community had fuftained, by the defertion 
of the college, that they endeavoured to reftore 
it i^i 1,572, by beftowing confiderable funds 
upon it, and prefcribing a fet of regulations 
for the proper management of it; but thefe 
being found infufficienti king James the fixtli 
ereded it anew, by a charter called the nova 
ereSlio in 1 577, andbeftowed upon it the tiends 
of the parifli of Govan. The' perfons who 
were to eompofe the univerfity, by this new 
ere<Si:ion, were a principal, three profeilors of 
philofophy, four ftudents burfars, one oecono- 
mus, a principal's fervant, a janitor, and cook. 

The funds of the univerfity have been, 
fmce the year 15775 coh{idera:bly increafedby 
the bounty of kings, and by the donations of 
private perfons; the profeflbrs have therefore 
been increafed alfo; fo that, at prefent, the uni- 
verfity of Glafgow is compofed of the follow- 
ing members, vizi a chancellor, reftor, dean of 
faculty, principal, and thirteen profeflbrs, to- 
gether witK burfars, &c. The archbifliop of 
A a 2 
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GlafgQw, \ya8, in former times* chancellor* of 
the univerfity, (x officio^ at prefent the chan-r 
cellor is chpfen by the reftori dean of faculty^ 
jirincipal, and mafters. 

The chancellor, as being the head of the u- 
niverfity, is the fountain of honour; and in 
his name are all academical degrees l)eftpwed. 
The office of rcdtor is to exerpife that acade- 
piical jurifdidiiqn, in difputes among the ftuT 
dents themfelves, or between the Undents an4 
citizens, which is beflowed upon the greater 
pact of the univerfities in Europe. 

The redtor is chofen annually in the CQfi^itia^ 
that is, in a meeting in which the whole ftu-? 
4ents have a voice, as ^yell as^ the other mem-» 
befs of ^he univerfity; imniediately after his 
?^dmifIion he has been in ufe to cl^ufe certain 
perfons as hi? afleflbrs and counlellors in his 
capacity of judge; and, in former perjods, it 
was cuftomai;y to nan[ie the minifter^ of Glaf- 
go\y, or apy other gentlemen who had nq 
connedlion with the univerfity; but, for s^ 
great yrhile paft, the reftor has conftantly 
named the dean of faculty, the principal, an^ 
mafters for his ^tflTeflbrs; and he has always 
been, and ftill is, in the dajly pradtice of judg-t 
ing in the caufes belonging to him, with thg 
advice of his afleflbrs. 
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Belidcs thiefe powers as judge, the reftot 
fummons and prelides in the meetings of the 
wniverfity for the election of , his fucceflbr, and 
^e i? likewife jn ufe to call meetings of the 
profeflbrs, fgr drawing addrefles to the king, 
elefiting a member to the general affcmbly, 
and for bufmefs of the like kind. 

The (dean of faculty has, for his province, 
the giving dire£lions with regard to the courfe 
of ftudies, the judging, together with the rec- 
tor, principal, and prpfeffors, of the qualifica- 
tions of thofe who defire to be created mailers 
of arts, doftors of divinity, &c. and he pre-* 
iides \n. meetings which are called by him for 
ihefe^purpofesj he ischofen annually by the 
redlor, principal, and mailers. 

The principal ^pd mailers, independent of 
the reftor and dean, cqmpofe a meeting in which 
the principal prefide§ ; and, as they are the 
perfons for whofe behoof chiefly the revenue 
of the college was eftabllflied, the adminiftra- 
tion of that revenue is therefore committed to 
them. 

The revenue arifes fron^ the tiends of the 
parifli of Govan, granted by king James the 
fixth, in 1577, froin the tiends of the parifties 
of Renfrew and Kilbride, granted by this 
i^pnarch in 16 17, and ponfirmed by king 
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Charles the firft upon the 28th of June, i630f 
from thetiends of the pariflies of Calder, Old 
and New Monklands, conveyed to them by 
a charter from king Charles the fecond, upon 
the 4th day of March, 1670, from a tack of 
the archbifliopric, and from feveral donations 
which they have, at diflPerent times, received 
from private perfons. 

This revenue is expended in paying the fa- 
laries of the different profeflbrs, in repairing 
the buildings of the univerfity, in adding new 
ones when necefTary, and in defraying the ex-^ 
pence of fervants, &c. 

The college of Glafgow, for a very confi-* 
derable time after its ereftion, followed the 
mode of public teaching which is common, e* 
ven to this day, in Oxford and Cambridge, and 
in many other univerfities throughout Europe; 
that is, each profeflbr gave a few leftures evety 
year, gratis^ upon the particular fcience which 
he profefled ; but in place of this, the profeflbrs 
have, for this great while, adopted the mode of 
private teaching; that is, they ledlure and ex- 
amine two hours every day during the feflion, 
viz. from the loth of Odlober to the loth of 
June; a method which comes much cheaper to 
the ftudent, as he has it in hi§ power, if he is at- 
tentive, to acquire his education, without being 
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under the neceffity of employing a tutor: they 
have alfo private claffes, in which they teach 
one hour per day.

C H A P. XL 

OF THE EXPENCE OF EDUCATIiDN AND 
OF LIVING. 

IN no inftance are the magiftrates and town 
council more commendable, than i^ the at- 
tention which they have always paid to procur- 
ing of proper teachers in every branch of edu- 
cation ; falaries have been fettled by them upon 
teachers of Englifli ; of writing, arithmetic, and . 
book-keeping; and upon the matters in the 
grammar-fchool, which is folely deftined to the 
inftrufting of youth in the knowledge of tl^c 
Latin language. 

In order that a ftranger may have an idea of 
the expence of education in the city of Glaf- 
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gow, I fhall give an account of the wages paid 
to the teachers, Iri all the different branches, 
according to the courfe in which they are gene- 
rtilly taught. 

Englifti fchool 4 8. per quarter of a yean 
Grammar-fchool 4 s. per do. do* - 

A perfon, unacquainted with the cheapnefs 
of education throughout Scotland, will be fur- 
prifed to fee how low thefe wages are ; but thea 
hp will take notice, that the teachers have fkla- 
lies appointed them by the magiftrates, in order 
that they may be enabled to render this grcateft 
of all bleffings attainable even by the pooreft; 
befides, there is another cuftom, which I believe 
is peculiar to North Britain alone; it is as fol- 
lows* Upon Candlemafs day {2d of February) 
each fcholar prefents his m after with a fum of 
money, which is called a Candlemafs-ofFering, 
this is always agreeable to the inclination of 
the parent, as every boy may give what he 
pleafes; the wealthy man fometimes gives 
with his fon ten guineas, the poor man gives 
with his child perhaps two (hillings; thus the 
ability, and oftentimes the vanity of the rich, 
are made fubfervient to the education of the 
poor. While the boys are attending the gram- 
mar-fchool, they alio attend the writing for 
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tine hour per day^ the expcnce of which is on- 
ly 3$. 6d per quarter, if two hours per day 
7s* 6 d. p?r quarter; and after they have fi* 
niflied their grammar, they commonly attend 
four hours per day in fummer, in order to learn, 
with their writing, arithmetic and book*keep* 
ing; the expence of this is 10 s. per quarter^ 
While they are in the granjmar-fchool^ danc-* 
ing is alfo attended for oiie hour in the day, 
the expence for this is 8 s. 6 d» per month. 

This is the general rule that is followed in 
the education of the youth in iGlafgow, previ- 
Otis to their being fent to the college. I cannot 
help thinking that the children are put too 
early to fchool; at five or fix they are com- 
monly fent to the Englifh-fchbol, this they fel- 
dom attend above two years; fo that at feven 
or eight they gotojearn Latin; four years at- 
tendance here prepares them for the college, to 
which they are fent at eleven or twelve years of 
age; a time of life at which they are certainly 
unfit to obtain a critical knowledge of the Latin 
tongue, the clafs in the univerfity whicl^ they 
attend during their firft feffion: in the fecond 
fefiion they are employed in learning the Greek 
language, and they alfo attend the private La-" 
tin clafs ; this feflion finiflies them in the know- 
ledge of the Latin language ; in the third feffion 
Bb t • 
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logic and the private Greek clafs employ their 
attention^ in their fourth feflion, moral philo^ 
fophy, the mathematics, and the private logic, 
are the claffes upon which they attend; in their 
fifth feffion, natural and experimental philofo- 
phy, the mathematics, and the private moral 
philofophy compleat their eduction as gown 
ftudents. 

Their education in the languages and philo* 
fophy being thus finifhed, they afterwards at-** 
tend fuch claffes as are neceffary to fit them for 
the different profeffions which they intend td 
follow through life, Thofe who refolve to be 
preachers enter into the divinity-hall, which 
they muft attend for feven years; in order to fave 
one year of which they often inroll themfelves 
in it during their fifth feffion; with divinity 
they alfo attend the Oriental languages and 
church*hiftory. Thofe who incline to ftudy 
the law attend upon the civil law, and the law 
of Scotland, which are both taught by one pro- 
feffor; if they mean to be phyficians and fur- 
geons, anatpmy, materia medicaj .and chymif- 
try, are the claffes which they wait upon. 

With the expence of education, it is alfo ne- 
ceffary that I fhould give fome account of the 
expence of living; as the young gentlemen who 
attend the college generally bbard themfelyes. 
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I fliall begin with that article, and in enume- 
rating the expencc of this^ and of every other 
article which I fliall make mention of, I Ihall 
give it from the higheft to the loweft, not tak- 
ing notice of the extravagant prices that are 
fometimes given for early lamb, &c. &c.

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years ago; this proceeds from the improved 
methods that have bc^n adopted in the fum-» 
mer, and efpccially in the winter-feeding of 
cattle.*

The far- 
mers in the neighbourhood of large towns in 
England think the fale of poultry an objeil 
worthy of their attention, it might certainly be 
made fo in the neighbourhood of Olafgow.

Although cheefe of a quality equal to any 
from England is made in the parifh of Dunlop,

ftate of improvement to which our country is 
brought, that we cannot feed ourfelvcs; we are 
obliged to bring annually from England great 
quantities of cheefe, and of butter from Ire- 
land, 

Garden fluffs of all kinds are both plenty 
and cheap; but this^is not the cafe 'with fruits, 
except in the articles of goofe-berries and cur- 
rants; there is. not a fufficiency of any other 
kinds of fruits raifed in the neighbourhood of 
Glafgow; ftrawberries are as high as one {hil- 
ling pfer Scots pint, or Englifli pottle; cherries 
and plumbs of good kinds are feldom to be 
met with; and with refpe£l to apples and 
pears, the city is fupplied with them from the 
banks of Clyde, above Hamilton, and confider-- 
able quantities are brought annually from Eng- 
land, which are fold from 3 d. to i d, .per lib. 
Englilh. 

Wines, fpirits, and groceries, of every kind 
are to be purchafed in Glafgow at as reafon- 
ablc rates, as any where in Britain. 

Table beer from lod. to i s. 4d. per Scots 
gallon (4 Englifh.) 

Strong beer from 3 s. to 4 s per do. 
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In the article of fuel no place in the world 
is better fupplied ; coals, of an exceeding good 
quality, are to be procured every day at 2 s. 8d. 
per cart of 9 C. weight. 

By the following affize of bread, publiftied 
by the magiftrates, we may be enabled to judge 
of the general price of bread; for though the 
price of bread varies according to the current 
price of the wheat, yet the variation is feldom 
great.

Every per- 
fon who alks or takes for any bread, which he 
ihall fell, or expofe to fale, at a higher price 
than fuch bread is afcertained to be fold for in 
the above table, fliall forfeit and pay twenty 
fliillings Sterling for each offence. 

Every perfon who fhall make, fend out, fell, 
or expofe to fale, any bread which (hall be de- 
ficient in weight, according to the above af- 
fize, fhall forfeit and pay five fhillings Sterling 
for every ounce of bread, which fhall, at any 
time, be wanting or deficient in the weight e- 
very fuch loaf fhould be of; and two fhillings 
and fix- pence Sterling for every loaf of bread, 
which fhall be found wanting lefs than an 
ounce of the weight the fame ought to be of. 

No other kinds of bread to be made or fold 
thanthofe mentioned in the abov^ table, under 
the penalty of twenty fhillings Sterling for 
each oflFence, excepting two penny, penny, 
^nd half-penny fine white loaves, which are 
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httchf declared to be one fourth lighter than 
the wheMen bread."

By comparing the foregoing prices of 
proviiions ^iih thofe of the fame kind iii 
other placeis, we may obferv^, that GlafgoW 
is by no means a cheap plac6 to live in; 
but if we coAfider that our mechanics and 
kboureirs are contented with a moderate di-^ 
ctj in com Jairifon with the Englifti; that their 
ordinary breakfafts aild fuppers, from choice^ 
Are oat-meal-pottage, with a little mrlk or 
finall-beer; and that their dinner is often bar^ 
fcy^brothi, wc muft evidently fee that their 
wages * arc more than fufGcient to fupply 
them liberally with thefe articles, and that 
they jnuft therefwe fave money. 
• Two other articles of food are much made ufe 
of by the poor people'ift Glafgow ; thefe are po* 
tatoes and faked white herrings^, which arc very 
cheap; potatoes are fold, upon an average, in 
bur markets, at 7 d." per pedc, of fevcn Eng- 
lifh gallofts, helped, and falted herrings at 
48. 2d. per 100; the weight of a peck of po« 
tatoes is equal to 48 libs, Englifli; three

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pou^d8 of thefe boiled with a couple of falted 
herrings do not exceed in value one penny 
half-*penny, and arc a fufficient dinner for any 
labouring man whatever; add to this, that 
the hralthfulnefs of this food cannot pof- 
fibly be called in queftion, for there is no iet 
pf people in the world more healthy than the 
mechanics in Glafgow, and yet potatoes and 
herriags are daily made ufe of, by a very great 
number of them, for a confiderable time of 
the year. Scarce any fmch thing as an apo^ 
plexy 4s known in GUigow; by laft year 'a 
bill of mortality only one perfon died of thia 
difc^der} whereas in t^e bills of mortalityt 
for a town of the fame (ize in England, the 
numbers dying of the apoplexy ia one year 
are great 

Seldom does a year pafs in England with-^ 
out complaints being made of the high price 
of .providpns; could an Englifh meachanic; 
condefcend to eat herrings, here is a cheap* 
l^calthy, aad tafteful food; eating erf butcher, 
meat d^^ily, in whatever manner ypu may. 
drefs it, muft certainly pall the appetite; by 
fometimea making ufe of thefe herrings, it 
would at leaft, be a dhange of food, and would 
make them return to the roafted beef with 
ijouble keennefs; it iftrould pove the means^ 
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of incrcafing the number of ^ur brart fcameti, 
the fupporters of our greatness ^ a nation^ 
mid it would be attended with this happy efw 
fciS, that it would introduce wealth into the 
mcA northern part of this iflanid, whofe hardy 
inhabitants are ready, upon every occafion, 
to turn out in the defence of the country; be- 
fides it would be an effectual method fo reduce 
the price of butcher meat 



CHAP. XIL 

OF THE COMMERCE OF GLASGOW^ 

A Mr. William Elphinilon is made mention 
of as the firft promoter of trade in Glaf^ 
govr, fo early as the year 1420; the trade 
which he , propioted wa9> in all probability, 
the curing and exporting of falmon. But the 
firft authentic document, which I can find, re- 
fpe£ting the city of Glafgow being confidered 
as a place of trade, is in 1546. Complaints 
liaving been made by Heniy the eighth, king 
of England, that feveral fhips' belonging to 
his fubjeds had been taken and robbed by 
veflels belonging to Scotland, thef e is an order 
Cc 2. 
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of coancil iffued, difcharging fuch capturet 
for the future, itnd among other places, made 
mention of in this order, is the city of Glaf- 
gow [viV^ ^/)^n^/Ar, N^ XXXII], The trade 
which at this time they carried on could not be 
great; it probably confifted of a few fmall 
veflels to France, loaded with pickled falmonj 
as this fifhery was, even at that time, carried 
on, to a confiderable extent, by Glafgow, Ren^ 
frew, and Dumbarton. Between the years 
1630 and 1660 a very great degree of attentiea 
feems Jo have been paid to inland commerce 
by the inhabitants of Glafgow. Principal 
Baijlie informs us, that theincreafeof Glafgowt 
^rifing from thi« commerce, was exceedingly 
great. The exportation of fajmon and of her-* 
rings was alfo continue^, and increafed. In 
the war between Britain and Holland, during 
the. reign pf king ChaBlcs the (econd,. \ find 
that a privateer was fitted out in Clyde to 
cruize againfl: the Dutch; fhe wa§ called the 
Lion of Glafgow, Robert M^AUan commanr 
der; fhe is declared to be fixty tons burthen, 
or thereby, and tp have on board five pieces of 
prdnance, thirty-two mufkets,. twelve half^ 
•pkes, eighteen polaxes, thirty fwords, and 
|br§c barrels of guii-pw^efj >Yith provifion* 
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for fix months, and fixty hands, officers in- 
cluded. 

A fpirit for commerce appears to have been 
raifed among the inhabitants of Glafgow be- 
tween the periods of 1660 and 1707, when 
the Union with England took place. The ci- 
tizens who feem to have diftinguifhed them- 
felves during this period, were Walter Gibfon 
€ind John Anderfon; Gibfon cured and pack- 
ed^ in one year, 300 lafts of herrings, which 
he fent to St. Martinis in France, on board of a 
'Dutch veflel, called the St. Agate, of 450 tons 
burthen; his returns were brandy and fait. 
He was the firftwho imported iron from Stock- 
holm > into Clyde. Anderfon is faid to have 
teen the firft who imported white wines. . 

Whatever their trade was, at this time, it 
could npt be confiderable ; the ports to which 
they were obliged to trade lay all to the eaft- 
ward; .the eircum-ngivigation of the ifland 
would therefore prove an afmoft unfurmounta- 
ble bar to the commerce of Glafgow; the people 
upon the eaft coaft, from their fituation, would 
be in poffeffion of almoft the whole ccwnmerce 
of Scotland. The Union with England open^ 
cd a field of trade, for which the fituation of 
Glafgow was greatly to her advantage; the 
^flim^rcc of the qaft coaft, fince that period, 
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has declined ; that of the weft h$% incre^^fed 
to an amazing degree. 

So fenfible were the people of Glafgow of 
thff advantages which they had procured by 
the Union* that no fooner was this treaty figtb- 
ed, than they began immediately to profecute 
the trade to Virginia and Maryland; they 
chartered veffels from Whitehaven; they fent 
out cargoes of goods, and brought back tobac* 
CO in return. The method in which they pro*- 
ceeded in this trade was certainly a very pru- 
dent one, a fupercargo went out with every 
veflel, whp bartered his goods for tobacco^ 
until fuch time as he had either fold all his 
goods^ or procured as much tobacco as was 
fufficient to load his veffel; he then returned 
immediately; and, if any of his goods re- 
mained unfold, he brought them home with 
him. Happy would it have been for Britain 
if fhe had always traded with America in this 
manner. * 

The merchants of Glafgow continued to 
proceed in their trade after this method; they 
were of great advantage to the country, by 
the quantity of manufaftures which they ex- 
ported; and their own wealth began to in- 
creafe; they purchafed (hips of their own; 
and in 171 8 the firft veffel of the property of 
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Glafgow cro0ed the Atlantic; their imports 
o^ tobacco were confiderablc, and they began 
to be looked upon a& a refpe£table port; the 
tobaccos-trade at tike portsj of Briftol, Lever- 
pool, and Whitehaven was obferved to dwin- 
dle away; the people of Glafgow began to 
fend tobacco to thefe places^ and to underfeV % 

the Englifb, even in their own ports. A rigid i 

frugality governed the merchants of Glafgow, ) 

in every thin^, at this time; they were there- '' 

fore able to bring their goods cheaper to mar- 
ket; jealoufy and envy» thefe mahgnantpaffidns, 
took pofleffion of the breafts of the Englifh; they 
fell upon evety fchemei which they could pofli- 
bly devife, to deftroy the trade of Glafgow ; the 
people of Briilol prefented remonfbances to 
the commiffioners of the cuftoms at London^ 
9gainfl the trade, of Glafgow, in 1 7 1 7 ; to thefe 
remonfirances the merchants of Glafgow fcnt 
fuch anfwers to the conuniffioners* as convin- 
ced them that the complaints of the Briftol 
merchants were without foundation, and were 
the mere efFe^s of jealoufy at the growing in-i 
creafe of the tobacco-trade in Glafgow. But 
in 1721 a moft terrible confederacy was enter- 
' ed into by almoft all the tobacco-merchants 
in South-Britain, againft the trade of Glaf- ^ 

gow ; thofc of Lpndoii) Le verpool, and White- 
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haven prcfented, feverally, to the lords of the 
treafurjr, petitions^ arraigning the merchants 
of Glafgow a« guilty of frauds in the tobaoco- 
trade; to thefe petitions the nlerchants of 
Glafgow give in replies; and the lords of the 
treafury, after a full and impartial hearing, 
were pleafed to difcufs the caufe by the foW 
lowing fentence, ** That the complaints of 
the merchants of London^ Leverpool, and 
Whitehaven were groundlefs^ and that they 
proceeded from a fpirit of envy, and not from a 
regard to th^ intereft of trade, or of the king's 



revenue." 



But the malice of thefe gentlemen €nded 
not here; they brought the complaint into the 
boufe of commons ; commiffioners were fent to 
Glafgow in 1722, who gave in their reports 
to the houfe in 1723; the merchants fent up 
diftind and explicit anfwers to thefe reports; 
but fuch was the intercft of their adyerfaries, 
that thefe anfwers were difregarded ; new offi- 
cers were appointed a!t the ports of Greenock 
and Port-Glafgow, whofe private inftrufkions 
feem to have been to ruin the trade, if poffible, 
by putting all . imaginable hardfliips upon it; 
bills of equity were exhibited againft the mer- 
chants in the court of Exchequer, for no lefs 
than thirty-three fhip^ cargoeSj by which thejr

•vrere commanded to declare, upon oath, whe- 
ther or not they had imported in thefe fhips 
any, and how much mor€ tobacco than what 
had been exported, or had paid the king's 
duty; vexatious law-fuits, of every kind, were 
ftirred up againft them; every fpecies.of perfe- 
cution, which malice, aflifted by wealth and 
intereft, could invent, to deftroy the trade of 
Glafgow, were put in practice; and they in 
part fucceeded; it languiflied until the ye^c 
1735, that it began to revive; and even after 
this revival it was carried on but flowly for a 
confiderable fpace of time, ' 

I once intended, in the profecution of this 
work, to have given ftates of the trade of Glaf- 
gow. at different periods; but upon mature re-. 
fledion, I became convinced that this would 
have fwelled the work to an unreafonable bulk, 
and would have contributed little to the enter- 
tainment of the reader. I fhall therefore give 
him only an account of the fhipping in Clyde 
at this period, and then proceed with the pro- 
gtefs of the commerce of Glafgow.

Thofe veffels in the lift, the deftination of 
which is not made mention of, were eniployed 
cither to Ireland, in the river, or in the coafting 
trade. The burthen of the whole of them* 
was but very fms^ll, in comparifon with what 
they are at prefent, When I aflert, that the 
whole {hipping in Clyde^at fhis time, did not 
exceed 5600 tons, I am certain that I aih pretty 
near the truth. 

From the period of 1 7 35 to the ?iera of 1 7 50, 
Dd 2 
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the commerce of Glafgow advanced but (Jowly i 
foon after the year 1740 a new mode was 2^- 
dopted in carry^ing on the trade to America j 
in place of the prudent method of bartering, 
which I formerly took notice of, faftors were 
eftabliflied in the country, whp received the 
goods, and remitted the tobacco; thefe goods 
they gs^ve credit of to the planters, on condition 
that they fhould receive their crops of tobacco, 
when ready for the market; for feveral yearai 
this method fucceeded e?ctremely well, and the 
payments were generally made in a reafbnablQ 
time; but the trade, after the period of 1 7 50* 
being exceedingly increafed, and factors efta- 
blifhed in every corner of the country, the in- 
terefts of thefe gentlemen began to interfere 
with one another; ambition for who fho^ild 
be poffefled of the largeH: fhar^ of the trade 
took poflTeffion of them ; they lent (o the plan- 
ters large fums of money, in order to fecure 
them for cuftomers, they gj^ve tl^em unlimited 
predits; and thus, by their endeavours to get 
the better of one another, rendered the com- 
merce with the people qf America, rather a 
fpeculative, than a folid branch of bufinefs. 

The trade to America, and every other fpe-? 
cies of commerce, has fince the period of 1750, 
|)een increafed annually by th^, people of Glaf- 
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gow. But, in order that the reader may have 
an idea of the great e^ctent of the commerce of 
Glafgow, annexed is an account of the imports 
and exports of Glafgow, Greenock, * and Port 
plafgow, from the 5th of January, 1771, to 
the 5th of January, 1772, with the authenti- 
city of which I can affurc him that he may reft 
J)erfe^ly fatisfied.

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Befides thefe imports, I muft obferve to the 
reader, that feveral cargoes from North Ame- 
rica and the Weft Indies, the property of Glaf- 
gow, are delivered in London; and that very 
great quantities of wheat are fent from North 
America to the fo]athern parts of Europe, on 
account of the merchants of Glafgow ; there- 
fore the particular imports of the port of Glaf^ 
gow muft fall very far ftiort of the real imports 
of the property of Glalgow; and that very 
large quantities of goods ar^ exported annu- 
ally from London, and. other ports in Eng- 
land, for account of the people in Glafgow; 
confequeritly the particular exports of the port 
of Glafgow muft f^ll very far ftiort of the real 
exports made by the merchants of Glafgow. 

It is not an eafy matter to afcertain the yaliie 
of the goods exported from Glafgow j it is cer- 
tainly very great, I fliall only obferve, that 
about one fourth part of them are of the ma- 
nufa<3:ure of Scotland; and that therefore the 
tffcOi which the commerce of Glafgow has 
upon the wealth of South Britain, in compa- 
rifon with wjiat it has upon the wealth of 
North Britain {owing to our inattention to 
manufadures) is nearly in the diredl ratio of 
as three is to one. The fljipping of Clyde at 
this time is above 60,000 tons.

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CHAP. Xffl. 

OF THE MANUFACTURES OF GLASGOW; 

WHAT the manufafhires of Glafgow 
were, in ancient times, I cannot pre- 
tend to determine; that fomc woollen and 
linen, cloths were made, for the ufe of the inr 
habitants, is not to be doubted of. By the fale 
of fome houfes, recorded it\ the chartulary, I 
find one or two of th^m defcribed as (landing 
in "uicofullonumy which, I jlrefume, means clo- 
thiers-ftreet; that thefe manufa£kures would 
increafe, in proportion as the town increafed, 
is probable; but I am not of opinion that they 
were evqr carried to any extent. The writers 
upon our trade and manufadlures^ previous to. 
the Union, feem to think that Glafgow plaids 
were a cpnfiderable manufacture; there was a 
number of them made, which were chiefly fold 
to Edinburgh; however the amount of then^ 
could only be trifling. 

That the commerce to America firfl: fug- 
gefted the idea of introducing manufactures 
into Glafgow, is to me very evident ; and -that 
they were only attempted to be introduced a-^ 
bout the year 1725 is apparent; their increafejj 
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Ht firft, was very flow; and it was not until the 
great encouragement given, by the legiOature, 
to the linen manufadtury in North Britain, 
that the manufadtures of Glafgow b^gan to be 
confiderable. The a6t of parliament in 1748, 
prohibiting the importing or wearing of French 
<:ambriiGS, under very fevere penalties ; the ad: . 
of 1751, allowing weavers in flax or hemp to 
fettle and exercife their trades any where in ScQt- , 
land, free from all corporatipn dues, and the 
bounty of one penny halfpenny per yard on all 
linens exported, at, anci under, eighteen pence 
per yard, were certainly the caufes of the fuccefs 
of the linen ipanufadlury; Succefs in one branch 
encourages the attempting of others. Let but 
a fpirit for manufa£turing be difFufed among 
a people, and we will never want manufactu- 
res ; for, fhould a change pf fafhion, which o- 
perates powerfully on manufactures, banifti at 
once any particular branch, the people poiTefled 
of this fpirit will immediately turn their atten- 
tion to others. This fpirit was raifed in Glaf- 
gow between the years 1725 and 1750, and it 
has been extending ever fince that periocj. 
Having thus endeavoured to fix the aeras from 
^hich the introduction and attention to manu- 
factures have flowed, I fhall give an alphabeti- 
fal account of the different manufactures of 
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Glafgow,- with the date of their introduaionj 
and I (hall afterwards give the value of goods 
made in Glafgow in 177 1. The reader, will 
at the fame time, take notice, that by manu* 
fadures 1 mean that quantity of goods made 
and fold, over and above what is fuflBcient for 
the Gonfumpt of the inhabitants of the place in 
which they are manufadiured. 

Anchors, tiie making of, has been intro^ 
duced wifhin thefe two years paft, and are al- 
ready made in quality equal to any in Britain. 

Brafs, a foundery oik has been lately efla- 
bliihed; they now make a confiderable quan-» 
^tity of candlefticks, and other articles, for ex- 
port in an exceeding good tafte. 

Brewing has been long carried on in Glaf*« 
gow, the quantity of ftrong beer and porter 
exported to Ireland and America has been con* 
fiderable; the brewing of porter, a liquor of 
which there is now fo great a quantity con- 
fumed, is not of a long Handing here; from 
the attention lately paid to this article, I am of 
opinion, that porter equal in quality to London 
porter is now made here. Malt duty 3903 L 
13 s. ri4-d. 

Brufhes were firft made in 1755; there is 
now a, fufEciency for home confumpt and ex- 
portation. 
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Callicoes, vide printed liiiens. 

Cambrics were begun to be made here in 
1752 of French yarn; this branch is extending 
very faff. 

Carolines^ or clear lawns, are made of a fa-* 
brie equal to any in Britain. 

Caft-iron ; a work in th^ way was cftablifhed 
in 1769, which, upon proper encouragement 
being given, could fupply every demand in 
pots, &c. 

Checks, linen, and linen and cotton, have 
long been a confiderable manufacture in Glaf* 
gow; they were fabricated here fo early as 
1702* 

Checks, linen and worfted, and cotton and 
worftedi, for furniture, are made in Glafgow 
fuperior to any from' Manchefter. 

Combs, horn and ivory, are made to a fufE- 
cicnt extent. 

Copper work, tin, and white iron, were firft 
made for export in 1747; this manufacture is 
now as perfed as any where in Britain, and a 
fuflSciency is made to anfwer every purpofe, 
either of home confumpt, or export. 

'Delf and ftone-ware were introduced, delf 
in 17481 ftone in 1766, goods not inferior to 
any made either in Britain or Holland, in thefe 
articles, are manufactured in Glafgow. 
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Diapers and damafks were a confiderslble 
manufadtury ia Glafgow; but this branch is 
now negleded. 

Gawzes, thread, were once carried on to a 
great extent, but, from the change of falhion, 
there was not one yard made in 177 1. 

Gawzes, filk, this manufadur© is chiefly 
carried on at Paifley? the quantity made in 
Glafgow 18 not gfeat, though it is daily in- 
creafing. 

Glafs ; the making of glafs-bottles has been 
long known and pra£tifed here. 

Glafgows, i. e. ftriped lawns, are made, and 
can be made to any extent. 

Gloves, leather, a manufadtury of, was in- 
troduced in 1763; they are now made equal to 
any in Britain, and in fufEcient quantity* 

Handkerchiefs, checkered" linen, have been 
carried to a very great extent. 

Handkerchiefs, muflin, can be made in any 
quantity. ' 

Handkerchiefs, filk and linen, are made to 
a pretty large amount. 
' Handkerchiefs, printed, vide printed linens. 

Hats, mens; although this manufadury has 
been carried on for a great while, and though 
it is allowed that the hats made in Glafgow are 
equal, in quality and price, to any in Britain, 
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yet there is very far from being a fufficiency 

made; the hats fold for export and for home- 

^ confumpt in Glafgow amount in value to about 

^40^0001. per annurrij of which there is only 

one fifth part manufadured in Glafgow. 

' Jewellery was firft made for export in the 

year 1763 ; tjie makers are now capable of fup- 

plying orders to any extent. 

Incles were firft made here about the year 
1732 ; the engine-looms, at that time made ufe 
of, were fo inconvenient, arid took up fo much 
time in making the goods, that the Dutch, who 
were the only people poiTeffed of the large in- 
clc looms, which by their machinery do fo 
much work as amounts to many hundred yards 
per day^ were almoft folely in pofTeffion of this 
manufaftury. Mr. Hervey, who began this 
' branch in Glafgow, was fo fenfible of the diC* 
advantages under which it laboured, that he 
went over to Holland; and, in fpite of the care 
and attention which the Dutch paid to con- 
cealing *the proper methods of carrying on this 
manufadtury, he was fo fortunate as to bring 
over with him from Haarlem, two of their 
looms, and one of their workmen; this Dutch- 
man remained fome years in Glafgow; but up- 
'on fome difguft, he went to Msinchefter, and 
inftruded the people there in the proper me- 
Hh t 
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thods of carrying on this manufadlury. So 
that to the adivity of Mr. Hervcy the ifland 
of Great Britain is indebted for the improve- 
ment of this branch, which now employs fo 
great a number of hands. 

Ironmongery, viz. nails, hoes, axes, hinges^ 
fpades, ftock-locks, &c. were begun to be 
made, for export, about the year 1732, by 
fcveral gentlemen, who took the name of the 
Smithfield-company; in 1738 they ereded a 
flitting mill and forge, and built a large work- 
houie for carrying on this bufinefs : they are 
now able to fupply any demand whatever, up- 
oa better terms than they can be had in Eng- 
land. 

Kitchen-furniture, viz. grates, &c^ were 
only begun to be made about the year 1 763. I 
look upon it that this manufadtury is brought 
to perfedion already, and that a quantity fuffi- 
cient for any demand -can be manufa<flured in 
Glafgow. 

The quantity of iron confumed, in the vari- 
ous articles of ironmongery and kitchen furni- 
ture, within Glafgow, exceeds joo tons ; this 
valued, when manufadured, at 5 d. per lib. or 
46 1. per ton, amqunts tp 23,000 1. 

Lawns were begun to be made in 1 742 ; any 
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quantity can now be manufadtured, provided 
there was a deihand for them. 

Linens, white; the making of this article 
began only in the year 1725; the. hands ne- 
ceflary for carrying it on were brought from 
Holland and Ireland: the advances which 
w6re made in it were^ for a great while, 
exceedingly flow; and although feveral gen- 
tlemen of capital entered into this manufac- 
tury, with a view to carry it on to a great 
lextent, yet ftich were the prejudices which, 
even within thefe few years, prevailed in fa- 
vour of the Irifli linens, that, though the hnens 
fabricated by thefe gentlemen were allowed to 
be of a better quality than thofe made in Ire- 
land, and fomewhat cheaper in the price, and 
though they gave twelve months credit, and 
the Irifh were ready money, yet the exporters 
gave the preference to the Irifh ; happily for 
this country, thefe prejudices are worn off, and 
the manufadlury is confiderably extended ; but 
there is ftill very far from being a fufficient 
quantity made to anfwer the demand for ex- 
portation; and if we qonfider that this branch 
is not liable to any change of faftiion, it is fur- 
prifmg that it is not carried to a much greater 
extent than at prefent. 

Long lawns, which are a fpecies of cambric, 
Hh. 2 
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are but lately introduced; but this branch is 
extending very faft. 

Leather, tanning of, has long been known 
in Glafgow. About the year J740 a larg^ tan- 
work company was eftablilhed; they, with o- 
thcrs, now do a very great deal of bufinefs. 

Oznaburghs fcarce deferve to be mentioned 
as a manufadury in Glafgow. 

Painting, an academy of, was eftablilhed by- 
Robert and Andrew Foulis; the wealth of 
Scotland was unequal to the undertaking, it 
has therefore been given up. 

Paper of feveral kinds is made in Glafgow* 

Printed linens and cottons were begun to be 
manufadtured here in 1738; they only made 
garments till 175^, when handkerchiefs were 
firft printed. There is no manufadure more 
upon the increafe in Glafgow than this one, 
nor can any branch be more beneficial to the 
country, as the cloths upon which they print 
are all made in Scotland; whereas, at London, 
and through the greateft part of England, the 
cloths they print upon are all imported from 
Germany. 

Printing of books was firft begun here by 
George Anderfon, about the year 1638; Ro- 
bert Saunders fettled here about 1661, and 
printing was carried on by him, and after- 
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wards by his fon, of the fame name, till after, 
the year 1730. But there was no good prin- 
ting in Glafgow until the year 1735* after 
which time Robert Urie printed feveral books 
in a very good tafte apd manner; and how fau: 
it has been improved, fince that time, the ma- 
-'ny elegant and fplendid editions of books, in 
different languages, printed by. Robert and 
Andrew Foulis, who began in 1740, are a fuf- 
ficient teftimony. 

Ribbons, the making.of, h^s been introduc- 
ed very lately; and though this manufadury 
is, as yet, in its infancy, ■ they are made equal 
in quality to thofe from England, and rather 
cheaper. A few years experience will enable 
the manufacturers of this article to increafe it 
{0 much; as not only to fupply every demand 
in Scotland, either for . the confumpt of the 
country, or their export trade ; and, as work- 
manfhip is cheaper here than in England, it 
is tio be hoped, that they will underiel the 
Englifli, and by that means fupply them with 
that article, as the people of Paifley already do 
with lilk-gawzes. 

Ropes, a work of, was eftabliflied about the 
year 1690, which . has continued ever fihce. 
They now make a fufficient quantity to an- 
fwer every demand. 
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Saddlery, a manufadlury of, was begun a« 
bout the ydar 1725; but there were no good 
iaddles made here until the year 1 7 35^ that Mr. 
Whytlaw introduced the method of tanning 
leather proper for (addles; (ince which time 
this manufadlure has been improved, by the 
fame gentleman, and others, to fuch a degree, 
that they now make every article in this branch 
fuperior to any where elfe in Britain, and in 
fufficient quantity to ferve every demand. 

Shoes were firft made for export by the tan- 
work company. There is no deficiency in this 
manufadure. 

Soap was a manufadhiry in Glafgow fb 
early as the year 1667, and it is now carri- 
ed on to a very confiderable amount; cxcife 
2616L 9B. 

Stockings, thread; the weaving of this 
article on frames was begun in 1740; this 
branch is increadng very faft, and might cer- 
tainly be carried to a much greater extent. 
Quantity made, 16,000 dozens of pairs, at 30 s. 
per dozen upon an average* 

Sugars, the refining of, was introduced, 
fo early as during the pfotedlorate of Crom- 
well From the fale of thcfe, and of fpirits 
diftilled from their melaffes, the firft for- 
tunes acquired, in the way of bufinefsi in 
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Glafgbw, were made. Their profits, at that 
time, muft have been very great, as the quan^ 
tity refined in Glafgow has never exceeded 
2000 hogiheads. 

Threads, the making of, was begun in 
1 7 3 1 . This manufadure is now confiderahle, 
and may be much extended. 

Tobacco; the making of this article into 
fnufF, and otherways, employs a confiderabic 
number of people. 

Types, for printing, are made in Glafgow, 
perhaps, fuperior to any where elfe in Europe, 
by Dr. Wilfon and Sons. 

Woollens; carpets were made in 1757, and 
are ftill made to a confiderable extent. Hun-» 
ters cloths, Englifh blankets, and other goods 
of this kind, are begun to be made: and from 
the attention which has been paid, for thefe 
three years, in breeding of proper fpinners, and 
in taking other fteps neceflary for carrying on 
this manufacture, it is to be hoped that it will 
fucceed. 

Annexed is an account of the value of thefe 
manufactures, in the afcertaining of which, I 
have endeavoured to be as accurate as I poffi- 
bly could. That of the linens 4 had from 'the 
truftces office. Wherevier the goods manufac- 
tured were liable to excife, I had recourfe to 
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the excife books; and with regard to the o- 
thers, I applied to thofe gentlemen, who are 
engaged in them, who candidly gave me every 
information in their power.

Handkerchiefs, filk and linen dp. 
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Many other manufadturcs, befides thofe 
•which are carried on at prefent in Glafgow, 
might certainly be introduced ; and would, if 
properly attended to, meet with fuccefs. 
Whatfoever kinds of goods which are made 
from cottori, as fuftians, thickfets, dimities, 
gingham%. with the numerous varieties of 
goods made by the induftrious and ingenious 
inhabitants of Manchefter, might certainly be 
fabricated to as good purpofe in Glafgow. 

A manuf^ifture of cutlery and iron-toys 
wotild prove of very great fervice, not only 
to Glafgow, but to all Scotland. This is an 
article which derives the greateft part of its 
value from the worknianfhip, and is, there- 
fore, exceedingly proper for a poor country. 
Manufaifturers in thefe branches, by fettling at 
Glafgow, or in the neighbourhood of it^ 
might depend upon meeting with an imme- 
diate fale for every article they could make, 
as the demand, both for home-confiimpt, and 
exportation is very confiderable ; their fales 
might very foon extend to above fifty thou- 
fand pounds Sterling per annum. : 

White glafs, fuch as is carried on at New- 
caftle," though 'no great objeft, is certainly 
deferving of attention, A very fnjall capital 
might carry it on to the neceflary extent. 
' lit- 
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Silks.; a few have been made in Paifley, 
fuperior, in my opinion, to any that were ever 
fabricated in Spittalfields, Infernal prejudice, 
the bane of our country, immediately cried 
out, Without making the experiment. That 
they were too thick wove, and that they would 
certainly cut in the wearing. 

Shalloons have been made in Glafgow, but 
they were obliged to give them up for want 
of proper fpinners. 

Stockings, of the fame kind with thofe made 
at Nottingham and Leicefter, have been at* ^ 
tempted to be made both in Glafgow and 
Paifley. The want of proper f]()inners put aa ^ 
end to the manufacture. 

Broad cloths were once made in the neigh- 
bomhood of Glafgow. The want of proper fpin- 
ners obliged the undertakers to give them oven 

A fpirit has of late been raifed in North- 
Britain for introducing, and carrying on the 
W(X)llen manufacture, which muft certatnly 
give pleafure. to every well-wiflier to this 
country; but I am very much afraid that the 
preparatory fteps, neceflary for infunng fuc- 
cefs,. in this fo beneficial manufacture, have 
not been taken, and that we are hurrying into 
this branch of bufmefs fo precipitately, that 
we may come to blaft it even in its beginning, 
for want of proper attention* 
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'Much has of late been written about, and a 
great deal has been done to improve the qua- 
lity of our wooL pur nobles, out of their a* 
bundant regard for the intereft of their coun- 
try, have brpught down from England, rams 
of the beft breeds, and, like needy jobbers, 
have leaped them for hire. This is no doubt 
a proper method for the improvement of 
our wool, provided our pafture was equal to a 
large breed of fheep, which, I apprehend, it is 
not; but it'isrny humble opinion, that, with- 
^ out this change in the breed of our fheep, the 
wool already produced in our country, is fuf- 
ficient for every manufadluring purpofe which 
we ought to aim at for forty years to come. 
Kendal-cottons, baizes, linfeys, Dutch and 
Englifli blankets, forreft- cloths, Munters- 
cloths, duflSls, and low-priced broad. cloths, 
can be made from the wool commonly produc- 
ed in our country ; thefe are therefore the pro- 
per 't)bjeQ:s of our manufadure* 

The fleeces of a flock of fheep, of the fame 
br^ed, and on the fame pafture, as are com- 
mon in Scotland, yield wool of no lefs than 
feven different qualities upon an average. Have 
public flaplers, properly qualified, been ap- 
pointed to feparate this wool, and to fort it? 
No. Have public fchools, for fplnning each 
li 2 
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of thefe kinds of wool, under the dire<^ioa 
of proper people brought from England for 
this purpofc, been eftablilhcd? No. Have 
weavers been brought from England, in thefe 
different branches, and apprentices put to 
them? No. What then have we done for the 
proper eftablifhment of the woollen manu^ 
fafture? Nothing. We are blundering into 
it as faft as we can, and blafting it at its firft 
outfet. Without we can regulate our woollen 
manufacture in fuch a manner, as that the 
weaver can go to the wooU-fhop, and purchafe 
as much wool (to be fpun in hissfamily) or 
yarn proper for his web, which he brings to 
market undyed aild undreffed, it never can be 
a manufadlure of general utility and profit. ' 
Incorporated as we have been for near fe- 
venty years with the Englifh, a people whofe 
wealth has, in that period of time, been in- 
creafed by means of manufactures and com- 
merce, perhaps, as three is to one^ it is truly 
^mazing that fo little has been done in thefe 
ufeful and rieceffary branches in North-Bri- 
tain. Some caufe for this inattention muft cer-r 
tainly lie fomewhere, and it is every man's 
duty to endeavour to find it o^t. 
' Fafhion operates powerfully upon every 
fppcies of manufactures; every man has, I ^m 
gqnyinced, obferve^ tjie accounts of the diftf efp 
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fesof the Spittalfields weavers, and other ma* 
hufa£lurers in England, upon the event of ^ 
general mourning, continuing for even a very 
few weeks; what then muftbe the condition 
of a country, aiming at manufadiures, far re- 
moved from the capital of Britain, the feat of 
falhion, of which we have ever been the moft 
fervile imitators ? Manufadluring in Scotland is 
therefore deprived of every advantage refulting 
from fafliion; for it is not likely that a fafliion, 
with aviewtoferve the manufadures of North-* 
Britain, will ever be introduced at court; and we 
feem not to be poffefled of a fufEciency of fpirit 
to dare to have a fafliion of our own. Whil^ 
the induftrious inhabitants of Glafgow and 
Paifley were lately exerting themfelves to im- 
prove, bring to perfeftion, and extend the ma-^ 
nufaCtures of cambric and lawn, the greater 
part of the women in Scotland were wearing 
muflin, a fabric of the Indies : nay, fo great 
is the influence of fafliion, that the very wives 
and daughters of thefe mpn were wearing this 
exotic themfelveSt Sqrely we are void of 
thought! * 

, People, prone to ftart difficulties, will natu*^ 
rally fay. Who is to lead this fafliion? and 
which way is it to be brought about? My an- 
fwer is. That there is nothing more eaiy. Let 
the people wjio fix the fafliion, be fuch whofe 
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quality and fortune elevate them above the reft 
of mankind, and let this faflxion be changed 
three times in every year, in the following 
manner; let there be a public breakfaft, in 
Edinburgh, upon the I4fh of February annual- 
ly, let the diflFerent manufadhirers produce be- 
fore this aflembly the refpe(3:ive kinds and 
patterns of the goods which they can manu- 
failure, and let it be determined, by the com- 
pany prefent, what fpecies of goods are to be 
in fafhion for the whole drefs of both men and 
women, to commence on the 4th of June^ and 
to continue to the nth of November. Let 
there be another breakfaft held upon the 
5th of June, in which it fhall be determined 
what kinds of goods fhall be in faihion, from 
the nth of November to the 13th of Fe- 
bruary. Let there be another breakfaft upon 
the 1 2th of November, which fhall direft.the 
goods to be in fafhion, from the 1 3th of Fe- 
bruary to the 4th of June. Let the woman of 
the higheft quality prefent always prefide in 
thefe afTemblics; let her appoint fome gen-*- 
tleman to take the fenfe of the company, and 
let their determination be publifhed in the E- 
dinburgh news-papers. Let the ladies treat e- 
very gentleman, who does not give obedience 
to the mandates of thefe aflemblies, as an un- 
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Afhlonable creature, and as one mimical to 
the welfare of his country* Let the gentlemen 
look upon every lady, who does not appear 
drejfied in the manufadures of her country, 
as ah extravagant woman, unfit to attend to 
the concerns of a family. An inftitution of 
this kind would, in a very fhort time^ have a 
furprifing and falutary,efFe£l, and would cer- 
tainly tend to the good of our country. 

But the greateft bar, in North Britain, to 
manufaftureg, and confequently to commercei 
arifes from our laws; in no country, in Eu- 
rope, is the charader of merchant, manufaftur- 
cr,*and trader fo defpicable as in Scotland; in 
England, over all the colonies, and, indeed, in 
almoft every country in Europe, the dath of 
the merchant and the produdtion of his books 
are held to be fuflBcient evidence of his ac- 
counts^ where the particular circumftances at- 
tending the tranfadtions are fuch that a ftronger 
cannot be obtained; in North Britain no faith 
is given to either him or his books; he muft 
prove- the delivery of his goods ty two wit- 
neffes, a thing generally impoflible, from the 
number and nature of mercantile tranfadions; 
it is true, indeed, that if he fails in his proof, 
he can get the oath of the buyer; but this is by 
no means putting the trader upon an equal 
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£x>dog; it is fuppofing him a more unpiind- 
pled man than the perfon he deals with. 

I would not be underfiood to fuppofe» that 
any perfon would perjure himfclf willingly to 
avoid the payment of any debt; all that I de- 
fire to eftabliih is, that the property of the fel- 
ler is not fo fecure, nor his method of compel- . 
ling payment fo fpeedy, as they ought to be by 
the laws of a commercial country. 

Another pradice in our law detrimental in 
the highell degree to the trade of this country 
-is the following ; fhould a trader purfue for any 
current account whatever, he is only allowed 
intereft from twelve months after the date of 
the laft article in his account; wherever trade 
is extenfive the profits upon goods are fo fmall, 
that even full intereft for every tranfadion is 
by no means a fufficient compenlation for lying 
out of money to a man engaged in trade ; it is 
by very fmall profits, and quick returns, that 
he is ever to make any thing. But this is not 
all, by fuppofing intereft not due till twelve 
months after the date of the laft article in the 
account, the law tacitly fays (and the people 
have conftrued it to be fo) that every man is in- 
titled to twelve months credit of whatever 
goods he buys; a practice deftrudtive to both 
manufadures and commerce. Without fome 
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ether mode than the above is adopted, it is in 
Vain for U8 ever to think of being either a com^- 
mercial or a msinufadkuring people. Could the 
generality delay purchafing every article until 
fuch time as they were poffeffed of ready mo- 
ney, what a happy affair for this country ; but 
us this is not the cafe, let the trader, who is the 
vehicle of conveyance from the manufacturer 
to the confumer, lay it down as an inviolable 
rule, to get all his accounts fettled by bill once 
in every three months* ; let him in the taking 
of thefe bills confult the conveniency of hi$ 
cuftomer refpecting the date when payable, 
and let him give thefe bills, in payment to the* 
manufacturer, for his goods ; the banks would 
readily difcount them; a fmall capital woul4 
only be neceflary to ftrike into the manufac- 
turing line, and we would, by this means, be- 
come a thriving an4 a flourifliing people; 
whereas, if we proceed in the tract which we 
have hitherto followed, the over-grown capitals 
of the Eriglifh, by indulging the retailers with 



* This is the praAicc in England; but if it fliould fo happen 
that any accounts arc not fettled within the three months, they 
are all adjuiled, and bills taken for the balances^ between the 
ift and 34th of December in every year, fo that at Chrlftmafs 
there is fcarce one open account to be found in England.

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a longer credit than our manufacturers can af- 
ford to do, tiiuft ever induce them to purchafe 
froni them; and thus deftroy every attempt vve 
can make to render ourfelves either an induilrj- ^ 
ous or a wealthy people. ^ " 

The honourable truftees for fifheries, manu^ 
factures, ind improvements have been emi- 
nently ferviceable,by the encouragement which 
they have given to every branch of manufac- ^ 
tures which haft been eftablifhed among us; 
but, when coniidered as a people, we are. cer- 
tainly deftitute of that fpirit of enterprise which 
is abfolufeiy neceffary to render any country 
trtily crommercial. Were our nobility, and our 
men of the greateft landed intereift, poffefledof 
this enterprifmg fpirit for the good of their 
country; did they but confider what an additi- 
on would very foon be made to their rents by 
eftabliihing of manufacturing tow;ns upon their 
eftates, they would certainly be induced, from 
motives of intereft, to give all the affiftance in 
their power to fchemes fo falutary and fo necef- 
fary for the good, of our country, and at the 
fame time fo beneficial to theinfelves. Sir James 
Lowther's family, by giving affiftance to the 
coal and other trades at Whitehavep, increafed 
their rent^ fixteen thoufand pounds />^r annum; 
the noble family of Norfolk, by giving encou^ 
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ragement to the cutlary bufinefs at Sheffield, 
has added to their income about twenty thou- 
fand pounds per annum; befides many other 
examples which might be given in England., 
^he duke of Argyle, alone, in Scotland, has e- 
ftabliftied a. woollen manufactury atlnverary; 
and I hope his grace will live to fee the good 
effects of it. 

Could a fubfcription for fo fmall a fum as 
four thoufand .pounds per annum be^ brought 
about in North Britain, to continue for fifteen 
or twenty years, and was the application of 
this money to be entrufted to a fct ^f men ver- 
fed in manufacturies, for the purpof? of intro- 
ducing the woollen and other manufadtures, I 
am convinced that in a courfe of thirty or forty 
years, we fhould not only rival but excel Engr* 
land in a very great number of different ma- 
nufactures; our people would be prevented 
from emigrating to America, for they would 
then be able to earn their bread at home, and 
we would fooa -become a rich and a happy 
people; ~

The inqutfithn of DaviJ^ prince of Cumberland^ concerning the 
lands belonging to the church of GlaJgoWf made in the year cf 
our Lord 1116. 

NO W fince the inftitutes of our predeceflbrs are brought . 
to remembfance by the fight of .peri/hable charters, and ' 
by the deliberation of clerks, we have handed down fojne tranf- * 
anions of the Cumbrian nobility by thefe prefent mandates. 
In*the region of Cumbria, fituated partly in England, and 
partly in Scotland, the catholic faith firft abounding and^ m- 
creafing in thefe countries, the nobles of the kingdom, aqd 
the chiefs of religion, cooperating with the king, have erefted 
the church of Glafgow into the bifhopric of the Cumbriah 
kingdom, to jth'e honour of God and the'bleifed Mary, and 
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have confinned it by, proper decrees, a^rding to the ancient 
religion of the holy fathers* This church, from thefe promif- 
ing beginnings, and clerical inflitutions^ likewife grow up in ** 
the knowledge of the holy' faijLh, and, by the divine appoint- 
ment, admitted St. Kentigern into the bifliopric, who fumifhed 
large draughts of knowledge to thofe thiriling after heavenly 
things, and adminiilered fpiritual food to the hungry, as became 
a faithful pafton But a fi^udulent deftroyer; employing his 
common wiles, and grieving that the above church continued 
long inviolate in the faith, brought in» after a long ferics of 
time, unaecoimtable fcandals into the Cumbrian chuf eh ; for 
after St. Kentigem and many of his fucceffors, by their adher* 
iqg to the holy religion, were removed to heaven, various ^t^ 
turbances every where ariiing, not only deilroyed, the church 
and her poflefiions, but wafting the whole country, drove the 
inhabitants into exile* Thefe good men being defb-oyed, va-* 
rious tribes, of different nations, flocking in from feveral quar-> 
ters, poffefied the forefaid deferted country ; but being of dif- 
ferent origins, and varying from each other in their language 
and cuftoms, and not eaiily agreeing among themfelves, they 
followed the maimers of the Gentiles, rather than thofe of the 
true faith. The inhabitants of , which unhappy and abandoned 
country, though living like brutes, the Lord, who chufes that 
. none fhould perifh, vouchfafed to vifit in mercy; for in the time 
of Henry king of England, Alexander then reigning in Scot** 
land, God fent unto them David, brother-german to the fore- 
faid king of Scotland, as their prince and leader, to corre^ 
their fcandalous and wicked praAices, and to check their abo- 
minable obftinacy, by his greatnefs of mind, and by an inflex* 
ible feverity. He being diftinguiflied for his piety, and pity- 
ing the miferable ftate of thefe irreligious people, influenced 
by heaven, in order to efface their crimes, by fubj eft ing them 
to a paftoral charge, of which they had been long deprived, 
by advice and confent of his nobles and clergy, made choice pf 
John, a pious man, who had been entrufted with his education, 
and who had not in vain devoted Ks life to the fervice of God^ 
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to be their bifhop ; but the bifhop upon knowing the barbarity 
bf thefe unhappy people^ and the multitude of their abonxinable 
iinsy being a good deal afFrighted, had refolved to go to Jeru- 
falem; but being, contrary to hfs inclination, confecrated by 
pope Pafchal, he would by no means delay entering upon this 
burthenfeuie charge, and being received with joy by the prince 
and the nobility of the kingdom, and by the hearty concur- 
rence of the commons, he diflnfed the gofpel throughout the 
Cumbrian diocefe, the holy Ghoft powerfully afiifting him. 
But David prince of CunCberUnd, chiefly from his love of God, 
and partly from his regard for, and by the advice of his cler* 
Vl"* gy> caufed make inquiry concerning the lands pertaining to 

'^ the church of Glafgow throughout all the province^ of Cum- 

bria, which were under his dominion and fubje&ion, (for he 
was not fuperior of all the country of Cumbria,) eagerly de* 
firing to leave with certainty to poilerity a reftoration of thofe 
pofieflions, which had formerly belonged to this church; he» 
therefore, by the advice and affiftance of the old and w3e men 
of all Cumbria, hds, as far as he wa» able, found out the lands 
afler mentioned, viz. Carlevien, Camcaw, Camcahetheyn, Len- 
gartheyn, Pathel, Aflerhe, Canclut, Chefemenuat, Came- 
iheyn, CarvH, Quendal, Abercarf, Meeheyn, ^anmichel, Sto- 
bo, Pentiacob> Alnerumba, Keveronum, Lillefeliva, Hodelm, ' 
Edyngahum, Abermele, Drivefdale* Colchtam, Kevertrole> 
Aii^ib, Bhimefeheyd, Kcverfgyrt ; in Peblis, one currucate of 
land and a church ; in Kincayrd, one currucate of land and a 
church J in Mereboda, one currucate of land and a church. 
The perfont following made oath, that thefe bnds had former- 
ly belonged to the church of Glafgow, at tjie defire, and by the 
command, of the forefaid prince, Ventred, the fon of Waldcf; 
Gitt, the fon of Bold ; Leyfyng and Oggo, judges of Cumber- 
land ; Halden, the fon of Eadulf. In teftimony whereof, thefe 
■prefents are fubfcribed by Matilda the countefs, who, on her 
part, contents to the above, &c.

MALCOLM, king of Scots, to all juftlciarics, barons, 
iheriBs, and dieir attendants, Nonnan», Saxons, Scots, 
Welfh, and Pids,' and every the parichioneFs of .the church of 
St. Kentigern of Glafgow, and of the bifhopric thereunto be- 
longing, greeting. As the divine providence hatii appointed 
us, in our kingdom, to rule ov€r our clergy and people, it be- 
comes neceffary for us to correA the excefles of both, and efc* 
feftually tofequre the power delivered i<> us; whence, by the 
divine appointment, and by the adyice and .command - of the 
holy R(Mnan church, .our naother, and of his hojincfs the pop^ 
we, by our royal authority, comni^nd, en|Qin, and charge, aU- 
of you, in the Lord, that you give due reverence and obedi- 
(Qsqr to your biihojp, archdeacon, and their fervants^ aiid that 
you pay up your tithes, and otlier ecdefiailical dues, to your 
churches, in all things, fully and without difpute, ih the fame 
manner as I have commanded them to be paid through the 
pther hilhoprics in my kingdom, viz, of corn, lint, wool^ 
cheefe, butter, lambs, calves, pigs, kids, chickens, and of ev£- 
ry thing elfe not made mention of, which the ChriAian law 
enjoins to be paid. But if any of you Qiall prefume to detain

perfons therein; yet, however, without prejudice to the future 
rights of the patrons, or their heirs in time coming, beiides

Thffentence pronounced againjt Mr* Patrick Hamiifon. 

CHR IS TI nomine invocato : Wee Jaifles, tiy the mercie of 
God, archbiihop of St. Andrews,, primate of Scotland, 
witjji- the councell, decree, and authoritie of the moil reverent* 
fathers in God, and lords, abbats, do<°ix)r8 of theologie, pro- 
feflbrs^ of the holy fcripture, and mafters of the univerfitie ,af- 
fifting us, for the time fitting in judgement, within our metro- 
politan church of St. Andrews, in the caufe of heretical pravi- 
tie, againft Mr. Patrick Hamelton, abbat or penfiortary of 
Ferme, being fummoned to appear before us, to anfwer to cer- 
tain articles affirmed, taught, and preached by him ; and fo ap- 
* pearing before us, and accufed, the merits of the caufe being^ 
ripely weighed, difcufled, and underflood by faithful inquifition 
made in Lent laft paft, we have found the fame Mr. Patrick 
many ways infamed with herefie, difputing, holding, and 
maintaining divers herefies of Martin Luther, and his follow- 
ers, repugnant to our faith, and which are already condemned 
by general councells, and moft famous univerfities ; and hee ' 
being under the fame infamie, we decerning before him to be 
fummoned and accufed upon the premifles, he, of evil mind 
(as may be prefumed) pafTed to other parts, forth of the 
realme, fufpefted and noted of herefie; and being lately re- 
turned, <not being admitted, but of his owne head, wjthout li- ' 
cence or priviledge, hath prefumed to preach wicked herefie. 

We have found alfo, that he hath affirmed, publifhed, arid 
taught diverfe opinions of Luther, and wicked herefies, after 
that he was fummoned to appear before us, and our counfell: 
That man hath no free nvill: That man is in fm fo long as he 
liveth : That children incontinent after their baptifme are /inner s : 
Ml Chrijiians, that be 'worthy to be called Chrijlians, do Anovt 
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that they are in grace: No man is juflified by nvorhf hut hy faith 
only : Good 'works make not a good man^ hut a good man dotk 
make good nvorks : Thatfaithy hope^ and charity are fo knity that 
he that hath the oncy hath the rejiy and he that '^anteth the one of 
themy nuanteth the refiy &c. with diverfe other hereiies, and dc 
teftable opinions : and hath pcrfilled fo obftinate in the: ff me, 
that, by lio counfell nor perfwafione, hce may be drawn there- 
from to the way of our right faith. 

All thefe premifTes being confidered, we having God and the 
integrity of our faith before our eyes, and following the coun- 
fell and advice of the profeffors of the holy fcripture, naen of- 
law, and others affifting us for the time, doe pronounce, de- 
termine, and declare, the faid Mr. Patrick Hamelton, for his 
affirming, confeffing, and maintaining of the forefaid hereiies, 
and his pertinacity (they being condemned already by the 
church, general counfells, and moll famous univerlities) to be • 
ane heretick, and to have an evil opinion of the faith ; and 
therefore to 1>e condemned and puniihed, likeas we condemne, 
and define him to be punifhed, by tliis our fentence definitive ; 
depriving, and fentcncing him to be deprived of all dignities, 
honors, orders, offices, and benefices of the church ; and there- 
fore doe judge and pronounce him to be delivered over unto 
the fecular power to be punifhed, and his goods to be confif- 
cate.

ALEXANDER, bifhop, the fervant of the fervants of 
God, to his beloved children the deari and chapter of 
the church of Glafgow, health, and the blefling of the holy- 
fee. 

As, in confefjuence of the apoftolic office committed to. us, 
we ought, for the benefit of the univerfal church, to be em- 
ployed in prefcrving their rights and privileges, fo we ought 
not to appear remifs and fearful, leaft, by our means, the care 
and dire6tion of the apoftolic fee fhould feem to be wanting to 
them ; or that we ourfelves may not be defervedly blamed for 
being deficient in that care impofed upon us : We have heard 
that you, by common confent, and by the diredtion of provi- 
dence, have ordained that the prebendaries of dead canona 
fhall be given to the poor for one whole year, and that their 
juft and honefl debts be paid to their creditors ; which ap- 
pointment of yours, we holding good and valid, confirm by 
our apoftolic authority, and ratify by thefe prefents ; ftri6lly 
commanding, that it may not be lawful for you, or others 
living in your lands, to impofe new or undue adtions or cuf- 
I'oms ; but that you have and hold all your lands by the fame 
tenor, in which you was known to hold then! during the reign 
of king David, of blefTed memory.

Charter of Robert de Mythynghyy concerning the fale of his land 
to Mr. Reginald Irenuyncy archdeacon of Glafgonuy 1268. 

TO all the faithful in Chrift, prefent and to i^ome^ who 
may fee or hear this prefent writing, Robert de My- 
thyngby, greeting in the Lord. Know all of you, that I, 
compelled by great poverty, and preffing neceflity, with the 
confent and afTent of Agnes, my daughter and heirefs, and of 
Walter, my brother, appearing in the court-hall of Glafgow, 
and cxprefsly confenting, have fold, granted, and by this my 
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prefent chartcri confirmed (for the removal of my prefent po- 
verty, before creditable and fufficient witnefles) to Mr. Re- 
' ginald de Irewyne, archdeacon of Glafgow, all my lands, 
which T,Iy.ld in the city of Glafgow, without any refervation, 
with all their pertinents, as they lye, in length and breadth, 
between the lands of Peter Tyndal, towards the eaft, on th^ 
one part, and the lands of Edgar th& vicar, towards t^e weft, 
©n the other part, for a certain fum of money, which the fbre- 
fatd Mr. Reginald, in my great need has fully fatisfied me in : 
which Jands were o£Fered to my neareil relations, in the courts 
houfe pf Glafgow, at three principal court days of the year^ , 
and !upoB other court days frequently, according to the law 
andcuftom of the burgh; and I have made and given feizin 
of the faid lands, with their pertinents, to the forefaid Mr. 
Rega)ald| in prefencc of the provofts and baillies, twelve bur- ^ 
geifes, and othe/ inhabitants of the faid city, to be held and 
poffeifed by the forefaid Mr. Reginald, and his heirs, or by 
any one, or as niany to whom he (hall pleafe to will or dif-* 
pofe of the fame in free burgage, fully, freely, peaceably, anil 
honourably for ever, paying thence, annually, to the lord 
hiihop of Glafgow, and his fuccefTors, his juft due, in place 
of all fervices, exadions, cufloms, and demands. And I, the 
faid Robert, and my heirs, warrant, give over, and will for 
ever ^^end the forefaid land, with all its pertinents, liberties, 
and eafements, to the forefaid Mr. keginald and his heirft^- 
and to whofoever he (hall think proper to will or affign it. 

In witnefs whereof, I liave appended my feal to this char- 
ter, and as well at my inftance and requeft, as -of the forefaid 
Reginald. In tefUmony of thefe prcmifles, the common feal of 
Gls^fgow is appended to this charter, before thefe witneffes, &c.

A reprefentation of the fad condition and humble defiret of th0 
people ofGlafconUm 

IT pleafed the Lord, in the deep of his wifedome and over- 
ruling providence, fo to difpofc^^that upon the 17th of 
June lail 1652, being Thurfday, a little before two of the 
clocke in the afternoone, a fudden and violent fire brake up 
within a narrow alley Upon the ^ft fide of the fl:reet above the 
' crofl*e, which, within a fhort fpace, burnt up Hy. allies of houf- 
es, with diverfe conliderable buildings upon the forc-ftreef. 
And, ^hile the inhabitants of the neighbouring places of the 
towne were flocked together for the removal of the goods that 
could be gotten from amongft the fire, and hindering, fo far as 
in them lay, the fpreading of the fame^ the vrind blowing from 
the north-eaft, carried fuch fparks of the flame as kindled, un* 
cxt)e6ledly, fome Jionfcs on the weft fide of the Saltmarket, 
where the fire fo fpread, that it did over-run ail from houfe to 
houfe, and confumed, in fome few houres, what came in itt 
way, not only houfes, bilt goods alfo, both of the inhabitants 
of that ftrect, and of others likewife, who, when the fire began 
npon them, had brought to that place thefe of their goods and 
moveables which were gotten fafe from the fire that firft feized 
npon them. This fiiie, by the hand of God, was carried fo 
from the one fide of that ftreet to the other, that it was totally 
confiimed on both fides, and in it the faire, beft, and moft con- 
siderable buildings in the town, with all the fliops and ware- 
houfes of the merchants which were therein, and from that 
ftreet the flame was ca^-ried to the Tronegate, Gallowgatc, 
and Bridgeftreet-gate, m all which ftreets a great many con- 
fiderahle houfes and buildings, wltli the beft part of the move- 
ables and commodities of the inhabitants were burnt to afhes^ 
This fad difpenfation ifom the hand of an angry God conti- 
nued aear eighteen houres, before the great violence of the fire 
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began to abate ) in this fpace of time many of thofe who wei% 
wealthy before, were extremely impoveriihed; many merchant* 
and others almoft ruined j a Tery confiderable number of wi- 
dowes, orphans, and honed families were brought to extr/jpie 
mifery; the dwellings of almoft a thoufand families were ut- 
terly confumed; and many of thefe who had a large patrimo- 
ny, and ofttimes had been a (helter to others in their ftratts, 
had not themfelves a place to cover their head, or knew where^ 
with to provide bread for them and their families. That \f^ich 
wais preferved from the violence of the fire being caft out in the 
open ftreet, and by frequent removings thereof from one place 
to another, and from that to a third, and from a third >place 
tu a fourth, as the fire occafioncd, fo that it was either taken 
away by ilealth, which* in fuch a confufion, was inevitable, or in 
a great part fo fpoiledt that it was made utterly unprofitable. 
When fome hundreds of families, in great diftrefs an4 wanta^ 
had, till the Saturday at night, laiiie in the open fields, and 
diverfc of them were beginning to get fome (helter with fuch 
of their neigh!)ours as the Lord had fpared, upon the Lord's 
4ay, betwixt feven and fight in the morning, the fire brake 
out anew in the north-fide of the Tronegate, and continued 
burning violently till near twelve o'clock in the forenoon : this 
^w and fad ftroke, upon the back of the other, not only de- 
.ftroyed diverfe dwelling houfes, and , occafioned the pulling 
downe of many more, but it fo terrified the whole inhabitants, 
that all carried put of their houfes what moveables they had, 
and took themfelves againe, for fome nights^ to the open fields ; 
and in this feare, and removing of their goods from their houfes 
to the ftreets, and from the ftreets to the fields, the lofle, by 
ftealing and fpoiiing of goods, was ycry great to ^11 ; and di« 
verfe, on whona the fire unexpededly feized, were altogether 
;ruined. 

. As we defire to acknowledge the jnftice of the Lord in this 
terrible ftroke, having miniftred fo much fewell to the fire of 
his indlgnatioiv that burnes fo hot againft the whole land, and 
to mourne under his heavy difpleafure, that his further wrath 
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againft us may, in his Son, be averted, fo are we neceiStated 
earneftly to intreat for charitable and timely fupply from our 
Chriflian brethren and neighboursy whom we doe> in all hu* 
mility, requeft, if there be any confolation in Chrift, if any 
comfort of love, if any fellowihip of the Spirit, if any bowels 
and mercies, that they would tenderly lay to heart and confi- 
der the defolate condition of the poore inhabitants of this af« 
fiified city, and with chearfulnelfe and a willmg mind, in due 
feafon, caft fome of their feed upon thefe many waters for the 
refrefhment of us, who are ready to faint in this our languifh- 
ing condition. As God hath given every one ability, fo wc 
hope they will give ; a very mite from a willing mind of thofe 
who can do no more will be accepted of the Lord, will be to us 
comfortable, and we are confident will be no fmall matter of 
joy to themfelves in the day of their accounts, that, in this fo 
confiderable an opportunity of charity,' they have not hi4 
themfelves from their own flcfti, 

W H E R E A S we, whofc names are fubfcribed, being credibly ' 
informed, by a certificate under the hands of colonell Overton 
and colonell Blackmore, that, about the 1 7th day of June laft, 
there happened, in the towqe of Glafcow in Scotland, a fuddeij 
and very lamentable fire, which, in a very fhort fpace, b^rnt 
flown the beft part of th^, buildings, with a third part of the 
faid towne, and almoft all the (hops and warehpufes, with the 
refidences of the merchants. In which places, fo confumed^ 
were fourfcbre byerlan^s and alleys, with all the (hops, befide^ 
eighty warehoufes, which' alleys were the habitations of a 
thoufand families $ all which loiTes computed amounts to one 
hundred thoufand pounds Sterling, as by the faid certificate 
pnd reprefentation, publifhed by the magiftrates and minifter^ 
of that place, concerning the fad condition of the people there- 
of, by reafon of that filre, may more fully appear. We, thcre-i 
fore, taking into our compaffionate confiderations the lamen-^ 
^ble and deplorable conditions of the faid poore inhabitantSj^ 
fioc, upon their earneft rcquefts, recommend tjiem, as an hig)^ 
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Dbjefk of fcharityy to fuch pioiu and well-difpofed people us fhal^ 
be willing to contribute their charity towarcis the releifeofthc 
prefent and preifing neceffities of the faid inhabitants* Dated 
Ifae feventh day of April, 16 s^.

OU R foveraign lord and lady taking to their confiderati- 
on, that the city of Glafgow is amongft the moft confi- 
derable of the royal burrows within their ancient kingdom of 
. Scotland, bqth for the number of inhabitants, and their fingu- 
lar fitnefs and application to trade, and the convenient fituation 
of the place upon the river of Clyde : and that ^the common 
good of the faid city hath been greatly wailed and exhaufted, 
by draining vaft fums of money from magiftrates, who were 
pot freely eledted and chofen, as is ufual in other royal bur- 
rows ; and likeways confidering the firm adherence, and con* 
^ant a^eal for the Prpteilaqt religion of the community of the 
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£iidcity» their majefties did grant a full and ample charter, in 
^tours of the faid city of Glafgow, and the common council 
t^iereofy confirming all former charters granted to them, hj 
any of their royal predeceffors, in favours of the conmiunity of 
the {aid city or gild-brcthren, tradefmen, or any fociety, or 
deaconry, within the famen ; and alfb of new granting and dif- 
]>oning to the faid city and common council thereof, a full and 
ample power, right, and faculty of eledlng their provoft, bail- 
lies, and other magiftrates, at the ordinary time of eledion, als 
freely as any other royal burgh might do within their faid anci- 
ent kingdom, promiilng to confirm the forefaid charter in the 
next parliament. Therefore their majefties, with advice and 
confent of the eftates of parliament, do fiatute, ena£l, and ordain^ 
that the city of Glafgow, and town-council thereof, fhali have 
power and priviledge to choofe, their own magiftrats, provoft, 
baillies, and other officers- within burgh, als fully, and als free- 
ly, in all refpefts, as the city of Edinburgh, or any other royal 
burgh within the king^m enjoys the fame; beginning the 
firft ele^on at Michaelmafs next, and fo furth, yearly, in time 
coming. And further, their majeilies, with confent forefaid,^ 
do ratify, confirm, and approve the forefkid charter, -granted 
by them, in favours of the community and common council of 
Glafgow, of the date the fourth day of January, 1690, in the 
whole heads, articles, and claufes thereof, als fully and amply 
«S if the famen w^re, word by word, herein engroifed, where- 
anent their majefties, with confent forefaid, do hereby'difpenfe 
for now and ever. It is always hereby exprefsly provided and

AT Glafgow, the 22 Oftober, 1711. The which day the 
magiftrates and town-council conveened, confidering, 
that, by an a A of the general convention of royal burrows^ 
the ^ whole royal burrows are ordained to tranfmit to the 
clerk of the royal burrows,, each of their fetts and cuftoms, 
in their eled^ions of theSr magiftrates and council, to be re- 
corded in the books of the faid general convention of royal 
burrows, in manner, and to the effect, as is more fiiUy fpecified 
in. the faid a^ ; therefore ih^ magiftrates and town-council 
do hereby declare, the fctt, or accuftomed way of this burgh 
of Glafgow, in their ele^ions of their provoft, baillies, towft- 
c6uncil, dean of gild, deacon-convcencr, trcaftiter, and^othcrsi 
after infert, to^be as follows, viz.

•f wdrk, or all of them that fhiall happen ^o be chofen of per- 
fons not in the town-pouncil, they, by their eleftion, become 
extraordinary counfellors. The ele6kion of the provoft and 
baillies upon the firft Tuefday after Michaelmafs (which is the 
ordinary day of elcAidn of thofe who ftiould bear office as 
provoft and baillies of this* burgh for the year.enfuing); the 
provoft, baillies, and town-council conveened, do proceed iirft 
to the eled^ion of the provoft; and the hail council being re- 
moved from the table (except the prefent provoft and baillies) 
the faid provoft and baillfes do leet the merchant rank in four 
leets, and the coiyicil being called to take their place at the ta- 
ble, each of the faid four leets are feverally voted, and one cho-

item. After the elediofi of the provoft, as faid is, they do 
proceed to the cledion 6f the three baillies; and the haill 
council being again removed from the table, except the pro- 
voft elcdedj as is immediately above written, and Ae thrpe 
baillies who arc to be changed with the late provoft or pro*^ 
vofts, the faid perfons, not removed, fet down the le^ts of the 
merchants and crafts ranks in council, out of whieh the threo 
baillies are to be< chofen for the year enfuing \ The merchant 
rank, who are capable to be leeted, are divided in four leets^ 
and the council being called to take their place, the faid foui^ 
leets are feverally put to the vote, and one chofen out of each 
of them, and the faid four perfons, fo chofen, being divided 
in^o two leets, and the counfellors of the trades rank being 
divided in three leets, and feverally put to the vote, there arc 
thrte perfons chofen^ who are put in one leet, and the faida 
three leets of merchaiits and crafts (after the perfoils therein 
are removed) being feverally put to. the Vote, there Is one of 
the two in the firft leet of the merchant rank, chofen for firft 
and eldeft baiiliei and one o^ the two in thfc feeond leet of the .

counfellors, of the fame rank ; and in cafe it fhall happen, at 
any time, that a confiderable number of the counfellors who 
are eledled, as faid is, do not accept, the magiftrates and coun- 
cil may, and have been in ufe, to cleft others in their room 
and place* The ele£Uon of the dean of gild, deacon-conveener^ 
treafurer, and others, upon the forefaid Wednefday aftef the 
eleftion of the council ; do conveen the provoft, baillies, and 
counfellors, both of the merchants and trades ranks, togethi:r 
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with th€ deacons t)f the refpcdivc incorporate cmfb in d* 
bmrgh ; and becaufe that the trades baillie, and counftfUors', 
and deacons ibrefaid, do exceed the numl)er of the inagiftratet 
and council oF-the merchant rank, there are as many merchzFhtt 
added to them as makes the merchants and trades ranks both 
alike in number^ and then there is a leet produced from th^ 
merchants*houfe, contained in an a^ thereof, under thetf 
clerk's handy confifting "of three perfons of the merchant rank, 
and one of therfi is chofen by the magiilrates and town-coun- 
cil, and others forefaid, to bear office as dean of gild of this 
burgh for the year enfuing.

Jtef^ In eleding the mafter of work, the uiagiftwrteft awl 
town-eonncil do put two perfoh* of the merchant rank, either 
of the council, or not of the famfe, as they think fit, upon tho 
feet, which is put to the vote, and one of them U chofep to 
bear office as mafter of work of the burgh for the year enfii^ 
ing. 

JUm^ There is a leet produced fixjm the incorporation of 
maltmen, under thejr clerk's hand, confifting- of four or fiyi" 
perfons^ of that trade, which leet being put to the yotc, 000 
pf them is chofen by the magiftrates and town-council to be 
vifitor of the maltmen for the year enfuing. 

Item. Inhere is a leet produced from the incorpoxatiott of 
gardeners, under their clerk's hand, and confifting of two per- 
fons. of that trad<?, wHiph leet being put to the vote^ one is 
^hofen. by the magiftrates and town-council ^. be vifitoc of 
the gardeners for the year enfuing. 

lUm, In eleding the procurator fifcatof ^oprt, there is S| 
leet made by the magiftrates and town-council^ confifting of 
fwo perfons, which leet being put tp the vote, one of them i|i 
clerked procurator fifcal of cotart for the year enfuing. 

And the magiftrates and town^council recommend to thct 
provoft to tranfmit an extra£k hereof, under the clerk's haj;)d, 
to the clerk of the convention of royal burghs, to the effe^

T liAT the t^ fenior merchant, and pffo fenior trades ooun- 
fellors, not being in the magiftracy (excepting always thelaft' 
year's proved and baiUies> together with the laft elc£ked deaa 
of gild and conveener) ihall neceflarily be difquallfiedy; annu- 
ally, finom being in the council for the fpace of three years air 
lennarly, aod that the like number, of the fame rank, be chor 
fen^ or £lled up, in their places, at the time, and in the m^?

f^wa^s to |)e ^leftors ii^ roonj of frch of their refpe^ive rankt 
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vhofe places are to be filled up as aboire; and after haying « 
lift laid bc&rc thcniy by the town clerks of the members of laft 
year's councH^ diftinguifhing eadi year» when they were laiik 
brought into council, the£e twelve eledora are to fill up Aff^ 
choofe thirteen merchants and twelve tradeimen, who» with tho 
provoft and three baillies, are to make the ordinary conncil of 
twenty nine, for the year fubfequent, in the manner following^ 
viz. The thirteen merchant counfellors are to be compofed of 
tlie laft year's provoft (when not re-chofen) the two merchant 
baillies for the preceeding year, the laft ekded dean of gild^ 
who, in cafe he has been an extraordinary member of council 
in the former year, is to fupply and fill up the room of one of 
the new merchant counfellors, and that whether he has been

the junior or lateft elected merchant counfellors fer the pre- 
ceeding year, not being at the time in the office of magiftracy,^ 
or having been magiftrates or dean of gild the immediately pre- 
ceeding year, as with the neceflary and new ele^ed counfellorsn 
above faid, (hall make up the number of thirteen, exclufive of

enfuing : And as to the twelve trades counfellors, they are to 
confift of the peWons following, viz. The immediately jmtc- 
ceeding year's baillie of that rank, the laft eled^ed conveener, 
who, in cafe he' has been an extraordinary men^ber of counci) 
fn the former year, is to fupply and fill up the room of one of 
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the new trades counfeHors^ and that whether he ha«{>eeB aewly 
^leAcd into the office of magiftracy or not, and of another new 
^ouafdllor, of the trades rank, ta be chofen by plurality o£ 
voices, as abo^e, who, in the event forefaid, are to come in 
jdace of the two fcnior tr^s counfellors neceflarily to be dif- 
qualified by the fecond regulation above written. But, in ca& 
the laft clerked conveener has been of the ordinary council of 
twenty nine the preceeding year, the faids twelve eledors are, 
by plurality of votes, to name and choofe two new trade's 
counfellors, to fupply the place of the two fenior members of 
that rank to be difqualifiecU as above exj^refTed. ' And fo ma« 
ny of the jumor, or lateiib ele6led trades counfellors, £)r the 
preceeding year, not bcxj^ at the time a baillie, or having been 
baillie, or conveener, the immediately preceeding yeat, as with 
' the neceflary and new eleded^ounfeUors, above faid, (hall make 
up the humber of twelve, excluiive of the trades baillie at the 
time, are to continue and remain members of the council for 
the craftsmen rank the year enfuing. Declaring always, that 
the faid twelve ele^ors ihall further have liberty, and are here- 
by appointed, to fill up the places of fuch of the preceeding 
year's council, who have died in that time, or refufed to accept 
theil^offices, and whofe feats have not been filled up by thd 
council in terms of the original fett, and that over and abovd 
the four new counfellors, to be annually eleded and filled up, 
«s before fpeoified ; and that there is to be no further change 
in the council, any one year, than by filling up or choofing two 
merchant and two new trades counfellors, in place of thiefe tm 
be difqualified, as aforefaid, or fupplying the room of fuch as 
are dead, or have refufed to accept in the preceeding year, in 
cafe the feats of the latter have not been filled up by the coun« 
ctl, as befere mentioned; declaring always, that in regard a 
good number of the merchant counfellcurs ele^ed in OAober 
laft, i747» have not accepted of their offices, 'for vrhich, as be- 
fore n<^iced, there is at prefent no compulfitor, it (hall be per- 
mitted, that in O^lobcr, 1748, at filling up the enfuing year'^ 
opuncil, in c^fe two or more of the perfons chofen counfellors 
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for this current year (hall contintre to decline acceptancftf, iSte 
twelve eleiftorsy bbfere named, may only fill up or nominate 
new counsellors in placi of thofe who have not accepted the 
preceeding year, without being obliged to difqualify, at that 
efedion, only the two fenior accepting cOunfellors of that rankt 
in terms of the fecond regulation aforefaid. 

Requlation 4* 

T^H AT the baillic for th^ village of Gorballs is to be chofen 
cut of a leet of the merchant rank and trades rank, per vices^ 
with liberty tOt the council to nominate them out of their owii 
number, or not, and to conjoin another baillie for the village 
and barony, as tfiey (hall judge expedient. 

Regulation 5. 

THAT every perfon, hereafter eleAedor continued a court* 
fellor, /hall be obliged to accept of his office on the day 
whereon the dean of gild and conveener are chofen, if npt con-^ 
fined with ficknefs, or necelTarily abfent, or at furtheft in three 
months after his eledion : and that any perfon, chofen to be 
a counfellor, refufing or negleaing to accept, as faid is, (hall, 
by the magiflrates and council, at their firfl meeting after the 
firfk day of January, yearly, be fined and amerciated in the 
fum of twoity pounds Sterling, payable to the colledbors of 
the merchants and trades houfes, refpe^ive^ for the behoof of 
their poor, according to the rank which the refufing or ne« 
glebing counfellor (hall be of, ancf the faid refpedive collectors 
' are to be obliged, between and the Whitfunday enfuing to

^e (aid officesi at the firijb meeting of the council after the ^Icc* 
tion of the dean of gild, be fined and amerciated, ^y the ma^ 
giftrates and town council, in the fum of forty pounds Sterling*, 
payable to the colle&ors of the merchants and trades houfes^ 
refpeiiivet for the behoof of the poor, according to t)ie rank

out of which leets the ofSce'yacant, as aforefaid, is to be fup« 
plied, and the perfon newly eleded to have the fame powers 
and privileges with his immediate predeceflbr, in whofe place 
he fhall be chofen; and in cafe of the death of a dean of gild 
^r conveener, during their being in thefe offices, the immedi- 
ately preceeding dean of gild or conveener, dfi life, within

Regulation 8. 

THAT the original lett and conftxtution bf the btn^h, ft> 
frr as not altered, amended^ or repealed by the prefent regula- 
tions, fliftll continue and remain to fiill force, till a proper and 
legal alteration be made therein. And thai this prefent plat*^ 
form, and rules therein fet down, ihall be obferved inviolably, 
till altered by the city council, wjth coufent of the merchants 
and trades houfes, and fhall be publicly read in prefence of the 
council annually, immediately before they proceed to the elec- 
tion of nuigiftratcd. 

Which report above written being read in prefence of, and 
duly confidered by the magiftpites and council^ they agreed 
thereto, and approved, and hereby approve thereof, and or^ 
dain the fame to take efied, and be obferved for the future^ 
according as is above-mentioned,, and remit to the magiftratea 
to order copies of the above report to be giveiT in to the dean 
of gild and deacon-conveener, $0 l^e laid hy thetn before th^t 
refpe^ive houfes.

THE LETTER OF GILDRY. 

AT the burgh and city of Glafgow, the <Jth February^ 
1 60^ years. Forafmnch as the whole Inhabitants with* 
in this -burgh and city of Giafgow, burgefTes and freemeq 
thereof, as well merchants as craftfmen, having duly confix 
dered and deeply weighed the great hurt, interefi, damage^ 
lofsy and fkaith, which their haill common-well^ thefe many 
years by- gone, have Hiftained, by flrangers and unfreemen 
ufmg and ufurpiog the privileges and ancient liberties of this 
burgh, as freely as the freemen and burgeflcs indwellers Vith*- 
in the fame; and partly, by fome mutual contraverfies, and 
civil difcords, ariiing tmongft the faid freemen and burgeffcs, 
anent their privileges, places, ranks, and prerogatives; by 
the which occafions not only tJieir trade, traffic, and handling, 
has been ufurped by ftrangers and unfreemen, as faid is, to 
the great depauperating of the haill inhabitants within this 
town ; but alfo, all policy and care of the liberties of this. 
burgh has been overfeen and negle6kcd, to the great fhame 
and derogation of the honour of this burgh, being one of the 
moft renowned cities within this realm/ and having found 
the only caufes thereof to be for the want of the folid and 
fettl^ order amongft themfelvcs. Therefore, and for remeed 
thereof in time coming, and for conforming of themfclvcs, the 
-iaid burgh and city, to ether well reformed burghs within 
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" ffiis realm, and for the common-well and particular profit of 
the haill inhabitant* thereof, in their own! ranks, and pofteri- 
ty, in all time coming ; ?ind efpecially, to the advancing of 
(Jod's glory, and better ability to fitprve our fovcreign loi^d 
the king's majefty, and for fettling of peace,, concord, and a- 
jnity among themfelves, as faithful Chriftians, and loving ci- 
tizens) and their affiftants, of both the ranks, and whole bo- 
dy of this town, after many meetings and conventions, long 
difputation ' and rcafoning, concerning their quietnefs,' and 
lianding thereof, having nominate and chofen, now, William 
Anderfon and Thomas Muir, baillies, Matthew Turtibull, Ro- 
bert Adam, and James Bell, John Dickfon, William Stirling, 
Archibald FauU, James Inglls, James Fleming, George 
Muir, and Thomas Brown, for the haill merchant rank, and 
^heir affiftants'; John Anderfon, bailKe, Robert Rowat, Mr, 
f eter Low, Duncan Semple, James Braidwood, John Scott» 
deacon, John Muir, (kipper, Mr. Robert Hamilton, William 
Muir, flefher, and James Fifher, maltman, for the hail craftf-? 
men, and their affiftants ; and the right honourable Sir George 
Elphinfton of BIythfwood, knight, provoft, Mr. David Weems^^ 
parfon of Glafgow, Mr^ John Bell and Mr. Robert Scott, 
minifters thereof, as overfmen and oddfmen, mutually chofen^ 
, l)etwixt the fald merchants and crafts, in cafe of variance j the 
faids pcrfons having accepted the faid matter in and upon 
, them, being feveral times conveened to treat and reafon up- 
on the faid matters, concerning the common-well of the faid 
burgh, after long reafonlng had thereintill, for the better ad- 
vancement of the faid common-well, and fettling any contra- 
verfies that may fall out thereafter, betwixt. any of the faids 
ranks of merchants and craftfmen, and their aififtants, and 
fucceffbrs, and for the better enlarging of both their liberties, 
freedoms, and privileges, whereby they may live, in time com-* 
Jng, in the fear of God, obedience to his majefty, and in good 
love, peace, amity, and concord, amotag themfelves, fo as both 
ftates may flourlih afterwards. 

After great pains, long travelling, and manure deliberation,,, 
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heard, fcen, and confidercd, and ripely advifed, by both the* 
dates of the faids merchants and craftiin^ny and their affiftants^ 
has concluded, that there fiiall be, in all time coming, a deaa 
of giM and a deacon-conveener, with one vifiter of the malt- 
men, whofe eleftions, ftatutes, and privileges follows. 

J ft. That the dean of gild fhall b$ always a merchant, and 
a mcrchant.failor, and*merchant*venturer| and of the rank of 
merchant, and fhall be chofen yearly by provoll, baillies, coun- 
cil, and deacons of this burgh in time coming, and that fif- 
teen days after that the baillies of the faid burgh are chofen ; 
there (ball be of merchants and craftfm'en an equal number at 
bis eleftion, - 

2d, The dean of gild> bearing office in the yeat preceeding* 
{hall, with the' advice of twenty- four perfims of ^e merchant 
rank, whom he fhall choofe, nominate two of the merchant 
rank to be in the leet wjth himfelf^ whofe names fhall be pre* 
fented, in writ, before the provoft, baillies, council, and dea- 
cons, as is above Sfpecified, of the which three they fhall chuf(? 
one to bear office the year following, and fo to be leeted and 
cleftedin all time coming, and fworn in prefencc of the pro- 
voft, baillies, council, and deacons, for the difcharging of his 
duty faithfully, as becomes* And the dean of gild fhall not 
bear office above two years together. 

3d, The dean of gild*s council fhall be compofed yearly of 
eight pcrfons, viz, four merchants, whereof the dean of gild, 
bearing office the year preceeding, ftiall be one, and four craftf- 
men and gild-brether, who fhalf be men of good ^me, know*^ 
ledge, experience, care, and zeal to the common- well, the moft. 
worthy men of both ranks. The dean of gild his council o,f 
the merchant rank fhall be chofen yearly by the dean of gild 
and twenty-four perfons of the merchant rank, whom he fhall 
chufe to that effisAj and his council of the craftfmen rank, 
fhall be chofen by the deaqon-conveener, and the deacons of 
crafts, and their affiftants, and their hail-council, to be fwqrn: 
yearly at their cle6iion in prefence of the dean of gild ; and 
(hall be ^leftcd the next day after the dean of gild is chofen. 
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4thr Tlie deaDof gild and his council fhall conveen every* I 

Thurfday, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, and oftener, aa 
the necefiSty of the common affairs, committed to their charge, i 

ftall require, beiflg warned thereto by the dean of gild, or his 
ofHcer; and the perfons abfent the faid day, weekly, but far* 
der warning, at the faid hour, and at other times (excepting ' 

ficknefs, or being neceffarily three miles out of the town) 
ihall pay an unlaw of fix ihilling alnd eight pennies for the , 

firftj and thirteen fhilHng and four pennies for the fecond, i 

and twenty (hilling Scots for the third ; and if the dean of '1 

gild himfelf be abfent at any of the faid times (ex<?epting fick-* 1 

nefs, or being three miles out of own, as faid is) he fhall pay 
twice fo ^ttch of the unlaw, at each time, as any of his oouat i 

. cil pays, for their abfence. 

5th, In aJ^ence of the dean of gild (which fhall not be 
gUowed, excepting as is before faid, or fome neceflary and ur^ 
gent caufe, to be known and tried by his council, and obtain- 
ing their leave) he fhall eleft, by their adv\ce, the old de^n of 
gi\dy or T^nj one of his council, in the merchant rank, to fupply 
his place, as his fubftitute,^ during his abfence, who fhall be 
fworn ; and if any one or more of the merchant rank, of the 
dean of gild*8 council, be abfent, it fliall be leafome to the ^ 

dean of gild to bring in a gild-brother of his own rank, one 
0T inorc, to fupply that place of the merchant rank being ab- 
fent, during the abfence of the other. And if any of. the crafts 
rank, one or more, belonging to the dean of gild's council, 
be abfent, the eldefl gild-brother, or his council of the crafts 
rank, fhall chufe another, one or more, of the faid^ crafts, to 
fupply the place of the abfent, and likeways mufl be fworn, 

6th, The dean of gild fhall always be an ordinary counfel- 
}or of the great council of the town j he fhall have a principal 
key of the town's charter-cheft in keeping. 

, 7th, The dean of gild, and his council, or the moft part 
thereof, fhall have power to decern in all matters, committed 
to his charg'e and office, ^nd that within three days, if need 
Requires} and fhall eled 9 clerk, yearly, for the better dif- "^ 
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charge of their office, ivlio Hull be fwom bcfisK die dean of 
gild and his couadL ■ 

. 8th» No procurator, or man of law, (hall be admitted to 
fpeak, for any perfon, before the deaii4>f gild aaddiis couxxal^ 
but the parties alleoarly. 

9th, The dean of gild and his council fliall have power to 
judge, and give decreets, iu all adions, betwixt merchant and 
merchant, and other gild-brothers, in matters of merchandife« 
and other fuch like caufes ; and the party refufing to fubmit 
his caiife to the dean of gild and his council fhall pay an unlaw 
of five pounds money, and the caufe being fubmitted, the party 
found in the wrong (hall pay an unlaw of twenty ihilling for 
two feveral unlaws, and fhall be paid to the dean of gild, and 
applied to fuch ufe as he and his council thinks beft. 

loth, The dean of gild and his council, with the mafter of 
work, (hall bear the biu-den in decerning all quefUons of neigh- 
bourhood and lynjng within this burgh ; and no neighboura 
work (hall be llayed but by him, who (hall caufe the com- 
. plainer conllgn, in his hand, a pledge worth twenty (hilling 
in value, and the damage of the party who then (hall flay the 
work, each d^y, to be afligned by him to the complainer, to 
give in his complaint, warning the parties ; which day (hall be 
within twenty-four hours after the confignation, and the which 
day the dean of gild and his council, or the moil part of them, 
(liall conveen upon the ground, and the complainer not com- 
pearing, and found in the wrong, (hall pay an unlaw of twenty 
fhillings Scots, with the parties damage for hindering the work^ 
to be inftantly pad and modified by the faid dean of gild and 
his council, and paid furth of the faid pledge ; and the party 
finding him grieved by the dean of gild and his council, upon 
confignation of the double unlaw, he is to be heard before the 
faid great council of the town, and if he hath complained 
wrongfully, he is to pay the faid double unlaw. 

I ith, The dean of gild and his council (hall have power to 
difcharge, punifh, and unlaw all perfons> unfreemen, u(ing the. 
liberty of a freeman within the burgh, as they fliall thir.k fit, 
ay and while the (a^d unfreemen be put off the town, and re* 
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Ar^ked» or dfe be made free with the town and their, craft»; 
•^nd ficklike, to purfue, before the judges competent, all perfons 
dwelling within this burgh, and ufurjHDg the liberty thereof, 
6btain decreets agalnii them^ and.caufe the fame to be put to 
fpeedy execution. ' 

i^tb} The dean of gild and his council to overfee and re- 
form the metts and meafures, great and fmall, pint and quart, 
peck and firlot, and of all forts within the ellwand, and weights 
of pound and done, of all f^rts, and to punifh and unbV the 
tranfgrefTors as they fhatl think expedient. 

13th, The dean of gild and his council (hall ha^e power to 
raife taxation on the gild-brethren, for the wellfare and maia- 
tenance of their ellate, and help of their decayed gild-br^thre% 
their wives, children, and fervants; and whoever refufes t# 
pay the faid tax (hall be*unlawed in the fum of forty ftiillingv 
fo oft as they fail; providing the fame exceed not the fum 06 
one hundred pounds money, and at ouce, upon the whole gild* 
brethren ; which tax being uplifted', the fame fliaU be diftrf^ 
buted by the dean of gild and his council, and desi«on*con* 
veener, as they (hall think expedient. 

.14th, Every burgefs, dwelling and having his refidence 
within this town, and fo, has bom and bears burthen within 
the feme, fliall pafs gild-brother for paying a merit, at his en- 
try, to the dean of gild, with forty pennies to the hofpital of 
his calling; and (hall ufe all kind of handling and trade that is 
lawful during all the days of their lifetime, at their pleafure ; 
fecluding from this benefit all kind of infamous and debauched 
men o£ evil life and conyerfatioo, who are not worthy of fuch 
a benefit, who, neverthelefs, ^ing their life time, (hall b« 
overlieen thereintill, and their baim9> after their deceafe. If they ' 
be found worthy and habile by the dean of gild and his coun- 
Cily fhall have the like benefit that other gild-brothers bairna 
have ; and all burgefies and freemen, above written, who are 
not off the country^fhall be bound to enter gild-brother betwixt 
sind the firft day of May next to come, otherwifc to be reputed 
tnd holden as ftrangevt } and who are abfent off the country 
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ihaD enter gtld-fyrotfacr witKin fifteen days aft^ their dome 
comings ieclodingy alfo, from this benefit of gild-brother all 
burgeffet who have not their refidence within this burgh, and 
a]l bnrgefiesi within the (ame, who have not bom nor beat 
burden with the freemen of this burgh (noblemen excepted.) . 
> I $thy Every gild- brother's fon or fbns , that defires to be gild- 
brother, (hall pay, at his entry, for his gildry, twebty (hillings 
with five fhilling to the-hofpital of his own calling, whenerer 
he deflgns to pals, either before or after his father's deceafe | 
with this reftri£tion, that if he be a merchant of that calling, 
4ie (hall be worth in lands, heritage, and moveable gear, B\c 
hundred marks money, and their aiEibints to give an account 
«f as much ; if he be a craftsman, and their affiflaiits, he (hall 
he worth two hundred and fifty merks money before he be ad« 
mitted and received gild-brother, who (hall be tried by the dean 
<^ gild and his council : and as concerning the infamous and 
debauched perfbns, not worthy of the benefit of gild-brother, 
they (hall be tried by the dean of gild, with the advice of a 
certain qumber of the merchant rank, as he (hall chufe for that 
efied, and (hall inroll all the names of thefe of the merchant 
rank, and their afliflants, who are unworthy ; and every dca* 
con (hall -try their own crafts, and that by the advice of the 
deacon-cOBveener, who (hall try their afliftants who are Un« 
worthy; and the perfons (hall be inroUed in the dean of gild's 
books. ' ^ 

1 6th, Every gild-brother*s daughter, that marries' a freemaa 
burgefs of this burgh, (hall pay; at his entry, for his gildry, 
twenty (hilling, with five (hilling to the hofpital of his calling; 
and he (hall be worth fa much lands» heritages, and moveable 
gear, as is above-mentioned, whether merchant or craftsman, 
and tried worthy by the dean of gild and his council; and thitf 
privilege to extend to the gild-brother's daughters, as many as 
^he has, providing that the daughter hath no farther benefit of 
the gildry but to her firft hu(band allenarly.; and this benefit 
(hall only appertain and extend to the fons and. daughters of 
gild-brothers who are lawfully begotten* 
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t^thy And becaufe there are fereral lawful bairns, whof« 
fathers^ have been freenden and burgefs of this burgh, and are 
dead within thefe ten years, who, of equity, confcience, and 
good reafon, fhould not be fecluded frqm the benefit. It h 
therefore concluded, that fuch bairns (hall, either .by them- 
felves, or by their friends, in cafe they be minors, compear be- 
fore the dean of gild and his council, and book themfelves as 
lawful bairns to their father, who thereafter, when occafion of- 
fer§, fhall have the benefit of gild-brother,, paying only twenty 
(hilling, and five (hilling to tiie hofpital of their own calling-; 
always being tried meet and worthy of fuch a benefit, and be ' 
, worth the forefaid fum ; merchant and craftsman to be tried b^ 
the dean of gild and his council; providing, that the faids 
bairns, or » their friends, compear before the dean of gilfl and 
his council, to be booked in his books, and that betwixt and 
the firfl; day of May next to come ; otherwife, afterwards, to 
have no benefit. 

i8tb, All burgefies wives, within this burgh for the pre- 
fent, (hall enjoy fuch privileges and iiberties, during the time 
of their widowhood, as if their hu(bands were on life; fisr the 
benefit of gildry, paying to the dean of gild thirteen (hilling 
and four pennies, with three (hilling and four pennies to the 
hofpital of their h^(bands calling ; the faida vndows being al- 
ways tried by the dean of gild and his council to be of good 
life, and honefl converfation ; and the widows to come (hall 
have the fame liberty, if their hufbands have been gild-hrothersy 
if otherwife, not to enjoy that benefit. 

19th, And concerning the apprentices of gild-brothers, bur- 
gefics, of merchants and crafts, and their aififtants. Firft, For 
the better trial and proof of their good condition. Secondly^ 
They ought to be fo far inferior to their mafters bairns, aa 
touching their right through their mafter. And, ThWly» 
To move them to take dieir mafter's daughter in marriage, be- 
fore any other; which will be a great comfort and fupport to 
freemen. That, therefore, no apprentice be received burgefiu 
by right of his apprentice(hip, without he ferved a freeman^ aTtcr 
X K t 
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his apprjenticefhip, for the ip^ce of twp ycar^, for mcjlt and fee, 
and then be received burgefs ; paying, thereafter, for his bur- 
gesfhip, to the town t^en merks ; and then, not to be received 
gild- brother, by that right, without he be burgefs, for four 
years, and fo to continue thirteen years before he be gUd- 
brother, by the' right of his apprentiqefhip, paying tlien only 
to the dean of gild ten merks nioney fo»- his gildry ; and before 
his being received gild-brother he is to bring and produce, be- 
fore the dean of gild and his council, a fufficient teftimonial,

20th, That every man out of town, whether merdiaQt or 
cra&sman, heiog not as yet neither burgefs nor freeman with- 
in this burgh, who (hall enter hereafter, fliall firft be tried by 
the dean of gild and fats council, and being found worth the 
fum above <fyeciAed, according to his calling, and of hone^ 
and good converfation, fhall pay for his gildry, after he is 
made burgefs, thirty pounds Scots, and to the hofpital of his 
calling thirteen /hilling and four pennies, except he marry a 
gild-brother's daughter, who then (hall .only pay for his gildry

All that enters glld-brothcr as a mer- 

chanti or any of their afiiftantSy th« motfey (hall be applied fot 

the well of the merchants hofpital, ^nd their decayed brethren^' 
. or to any other good and pious ufc^ which may tend to the ad« 

vancing of the common- well of this toirn, which ihall be diftri- 

buted by the dea% of gild, with advice of the merchant council^ 

and fuch other of the merchant rank as he /hall chufe for that 
' effedl. Ahd all that is gotten and received from any craftsmen^ 

and their aiiiilantSy who (hall eiiter gild-brother, fhall be ap- 
plied to their hofpifal, and decayed brethren of the craftsmen^ 

or to any other good and 'pious ufe, which may £end to the 

advancement of the common*well of the burgh, and that by 

the deacon-conveener, with advice of the reft of the deacons.

to tapp tar, oil, butter, or to tapp eggs, green herring, pearSj 

apples, CMn, candle, onions^ kail^ fbaw, bread (except bakers, 

who may fell bread at all lick tiincs at their pleafure) milk^ 

and fuch like fmall things, which is not agreeable to the how 

pour of the calling of a gild-brother. 

24th, It fhall not bejeafome to a fmgle burgefs, who cnten 

hereafter, to be burgefs, and becomes not a gild-brother, to 

tapp any illk, or filk-work, fpices or fugars, drugs nor con« 

fedionsi, wet or dry, no lawns or cambricks, nor fluffs above 

twenty fhilling per ell, no foreign hats, nor hats with velvet 

and taffety, that comes out of France, Flanders, England, or « 

other foreign parts | nor to tapp hen^y lint, or iron, brafs^ • 

copper, or ache; neither to tapp wine in pint or quart, great 

fait, wax, waid, grain, indego, nor any other kind of litt ; nei- 
ther to buy nor fell, in great, within the liberties of thia burgli^

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(kit beefy blmond* herrings nor yet to bit any of them, to Ufi. 
over again, but for their own ufe allenarly; neither to buy 
plaidingy or cloth, in great, to (ell again, within this liberty; 
nor to buy tallow, above two ftones together, except only 
candkmakcrs, to ferve the town, or any honeft man for hia 
own ufe ; nor to buy any (heep (kins, to dry and fell over again^^ 
OF hides to fait and ieU again, nor any wild fidns, within diia 
liberty, as tods (kins, above five together, otters, not above 
three together, and other like ikins. And ficklike, not to fel} 
any kind of woolen cloth, above thirty three (hilling and feup 
pennies per ell» linnen cloth, not above thirteen fliilliug and 
four pennies per ell, except fuch cloth as is made in their houfe^ 
which they fhall lyave liberty to fell, as they can beft ; neither 
buy wool, to fell over again, within this liberty, par to buy 
any linneo yarn, to fell pver again,' or to tranfport out of th« 
town, eith^ in great or fmall parcels, excepting the weavers of 
th^ burgh, who buy yarq "to make cloth, and fell the fame at 
pleafnre. * * 

. 25th, It (hall not be allowed to cremers to fet any cremea 
lipon the high ftreet^ except upon Wednefday and fairs allen- 
arly ; and to ufe no ware but fuch as are permitted to any fin^ 
gle burgefs, 

26th, Farder, it fhall not be licenced to any fingle |>urge&9 
or gild-brother, to buy with other mens money, under colour 
. and pretence that it is their own, any wares, within the liberty 
pf this burgh; to the hurt and prejudice of the freemen thcreofj 
under the penalty of twenty pounds mqpcy, and attour crying 
of their freiedom, being tried and conviAed by" the dean of gild 
bnd his council, and that in refpe& of the great hurt and da- 
mage that the freemen of this burgh bath fuftained by fuch

veener, for themfelves, and the remanent of their ranks, has

J/^MES, by the grace of God king of Scots, to all pro* 
voils, baillies, fherrifs^ fte warts, or baillies of regality, and 
other minifters of juftice, within the bounds following, and 
their deputes^ and fundry others our liege fubjefts, whom it 
cfFeirs, to whofe knowledge thefe our letters Ihall come, greet* 
ing. Witt ye us, with advice of our council, underftanding^ 
the great abufes which has been committed in time bygone, 
and yet daily continues, by ignorant, unfkilled, and unlearned 
pcrfons, who, under colour of chirurgeons, abufes the people 
to their pleafure, palling away, but trial, or punifhnTent, and 
thereby deftroys infinite numbers of our fubje&s, wherewith no , 
order hath been taken. In time bygone, efpecially within the 
burgh and barony of Glafgow, Renfrew, Dumbritain, and our 
flierrifdoms of Clydefdale, Renfrew, Lanark, Kyle, Carrickj 
Air, and Cunningham ; for avoiding of fuch inconveniencieg, 
and for order to be taken in time coming, to havS made, con- 
ftitute, and ordajncd, and by the tenor of thir our letters, 
makes, conftitutes, and ordains, Mr. Peter Low, our chirurgc- 
on, and cheif chirurgeon to our deareft fon the prince, with 
the^ailiftance of Mr. Robert Hamilton, profefTor of medecine^

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aad their fuccefibrB, indwellers in Glafgowy giving and gnuil» 
ing, to them and their faccefTorsy full power to call, fummon^ 
and x»nveen before them, withih the fzld burgh of GlafgoWf 
or any other of our faids burghs, or public places, of the fore- 
faid bounds, all perfons profeffing or uiing the faid art of chi« 
rurgery, to examine them upon their literature, knowledge^ 
and pra6Ufe ; if they be found worthy, to admitt, allow, and 
approve them* give them teftimonials according to dieir art 
and knowledge, that they ihall be found worthy to exercife 
thereafter, receive their oath, authorife them, as accords, and ^ 
to difcharge them to ufe any further than they have knowledge 
pafiing their capacity, ]ca& our fubje6ts be abufed;. and that 
every one cited report teftimonials of the minifters and elders^ 
or magiftrates of the pari(h where they dwell, of their life and 
converfations ; and in cafe they be contumacious, to be lawfully 
cited ; every one to be unlawed in the fum of forty pounds^ 
toiies qttotiesf half to the judge, and the other half to be at the 
vifitors pleafure ; and for payment thereof, the faid Mr. Peter 
and Mr. Robert, as vifitors, to have our other letters of horn- 
ing on the party or magiftrates where the contemptious per- 
fons dwells, charging them to poind, within twenty-four hours, 
under the pain of homing; and the party not having geaf 
poindable, the magiftrates, under the fame pain, to incarcerate 
them, while caution refponfable be found, that the contumax 
perfon (hall compear, fuch day and place as the faid vifitors 
fhall appoint, for giving trial of their qualifications. 

Next, That the faids vifitors fhall vifit every hurt, murdered, 
poifoned, or any other perfon taken away extraordinary, and 
to report to the magiftrates the fa6t as it is. 

Thirdly, It ftiall be lawfiill to the faids vifitors,^ with advice 
of their brethren, to make ftatutes for the common-well of our 
fubjeAs anent the faids art% and ufing thereof faithfully, and 
the breachers thereof to be punilhed and unlawed according to 
the fault. 

Fourthly, It fhall not be lawfnll'to any manner of perfons, 
within the faid bounds, to exercife mcdecine, without the tef«- 
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tknonial of an fimous univerfity, wHere medecinels taught, or 
the leave of us, or our deareft fpoufe and chief me^cinarics^} 
and in cafe they failzie, it Aiall be lawfull to the faidt vifitort 
to challenge, purfue, and inhibit them jBrom ufing and exercing 
the faidfi arts of medecine, under the pain of forty pounds, to 
be diftributed, the one half td the judges, and the other half to 
the poor, toties quotiesy if they be found exercing the fame, ay 
and while they bring fufficient teftimonials, as faid is. 

Fifthly, That no manner of perfon fell any druggs, in th^ 
city of Glafgow> except the fame be fighted by the faids vifi- 
tors, and by William iSpang, apothecary, under the pain of 
confifcation of the druggs. 

Sixthly, That none fhaU fell rats poifon, as arfnick, ^r fub- 
limat, under the pain of one hundred merks, except only the 
apothecaries, who (hall be bound to take caution of the buyers 
for coft, (kaith, and damage. 

Seventhly, That the faids vifitors, their brethren, and Aic- 
celTors, fhall conv^en every Monday of ilk month, at fome com- 
petent place, to vifit and give cdunfel to pobif difeafed folks 
gratis* ' ^ 

. And laft of all, grant to the faid vifitors, Jndwcllers in Glat- 
gow, profeflbrs of the faids art^, and brethren, prefent or to 
come, immunity and exemption of all weapons-fliowing, roads, 
hofts, bearing of armour, watching, warding, ftenting, taxa- 
tions, palling on affize, inquefts, jiiftice-courts, fherrif, burghr 
courts, in adions, criminal and civil, notwithilanding of our 
a6b, laws, and conftitutions thereof, excepting in giving their 
counfel in matters appertaining to the faids arts ; ordaining 
aM you the forefaids provolls, baillies of burrows, (herrifs, ftew^ 
arts, baillies of regalities, and other minifters of juftice, within 
the faids bounds, and your deputes, to affift, fprtifie, and con- 
curr and defend, the faids ,vifitoi'IV and their pofterity, prdfef- 
forfrof the forefaid arts, and tp put the faids a^^, made and td 
be made, into execution, and our letters of our feitioH be granted 
thereupon, to charge them, for that effc£^, within twenty four 
hours next after ye be charged thereto.

J- and worfhip of God, and command given in his word of 
truth, to be beneficial to the poor, and what is done to them, 
in his Highnefs's name, is done to himfelf, have doted, an^ 
liexed, mortified, and difponed the tenement of land following, 
conqueiil and acquired by me frae John RuiTell, merchant, and 
John Sym, travelloiir, lying pn the north fide of the High, 
ftrect, betweeft the auld weft port of this burgh, bftithback 
and fore,, with yard and haill pertinents thereof, the tenanent 

of umwhile Patrick Bell, elder, on the eaft, the land o f ;. 

on the weft, the lands of Long Croft on the north, and the 
High ftreet op the fouth, to be edifyed and made an perfytc 
hofpital, for entertainment of the poor, aged, decrepit men, 
to be placed thereinto, for entertainment of whom, I have 
affigned and difponed twenty thoufand merits of principal 
foume, to the effed the annual rent thereof may be beftowed 
on the faids agpd and decrepit men, within the faid hofpital, 
fo many as the faid annual rent naay 8\fFord, ilka ane of th< 
faids aged decrepit men having, for their entertainment, four 
fliillings Scots money ilk day, and ilk year a gown of conve- 
nient colour, with elding fufficient for' the fame, in the faid 
hofpital, fummer and winter, for their convenient refidencc; 
thereintill. And for bigging of the faid hofpital, in comely 
inanner, I think it expedient, that fae mejkle of the annual oJ 
the faid principal be uplifted, for ane year, or mae years, as( 
jjiay out-red, and dcqprc the fapc bpfp'^a^^ ^^ pcrfedi form, by 
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the figbt pf the patrons thereof following, that thereafter the 
faids aged, decrepit meq may, be entered and placed therein : 
whilk fym of twenty thoufand mcrks money is .adebted and 
awand to nie by the noble and honourable perfons following, 
viz. by the earl of Abercorn, 9000 merks j earl of Wigton, 
90GO merks ; by Robert Fergushill of that ilk, 2000 merks ; 
in and to the bonds niade in my fa%;ours of the faids principal 
foumes, and annual rents thereof, furth and frae the term 

. of Whitfunday, 1640 years, in all time thereafter, till repay- 
ment of the famyn prini^ipal foumes. I have made and con-* 

' ftitute, and, by thir ^prefents, make and conftitute the patrons 
of the faid hofpital following, my affigneys, with power to 
them, and their fuc^effors, in their offices, to uplift the annual 
rents of the faids principal foumes, Rirth and frae the term a- 
bove written, while repaymeiit of the famyn principal foi^mes; 
and als to uptak the principal foumes, as they happen to be 
paid, and to give difcharges thereon ; and, of new, to beilow 
the Tame for annual rent, as amply, in all refpefls, as I might 
have don.e myfelf, as well fbr annual rent, principal, pehaltie, or 
any other n^anner pf way whatfpmever, refulting, or that may 
refult, on the faidis bandis, in ony fort. I have made and cont 
ftitute the pvoYoft, baillies, dean of gild, deacon-oohveener, and 
the ordinar minifters of Glafgow, patrons of the faid hofpital, 
and their fupceffors in theip office&i, in all time hereafter ; ret 
queifting them to fee the foundatpur^s will be aocomplifhed, 
and to tak the faid ofBce in and upon them, and to difcharge 

• their duty thereintill, as they will anfwer to God. This mor* 
lijication, and benefit of foundation^ is fpr 0I4 decrepit meni 
«f the age above fifty years, wlio has been honeft of life and 
converfation, and are known deftitute of all help and fupport 
the time of their entry in the faid hcifpital, being merchants; 
laraftsmen, or any other trade, without diftinftion.- 

The twenty thoufand merks will afford of yearly annual 
rent fixteen hundred merks,. whereof, if there be eleven aged

tification ; And now, for the better help and fupplie of the 
faids elevin founded perfons, within the famyn, witt ye me to 
have ^iked, doted, and mortified, as I, for myfelf, and as bro-t 
ther and heir duly ferved and retoured to the faid unquhile 
Qeorge, by the tenor hereof, eik, dote, atid mortiiie, to the 
faid mortification, the fum of ten thoufand five hundred merks^ 
adebted and owing to me, partly to myfelf, and partly to me 
as brother and heir forefaid, by the perfons underwritten, and 
their cautioners, conform to their particular bondes granted 
thereanent, viz.
